* muſt neceſſarily be conſtrained to acknowledge my lelt arri- 
ved to the higheſt pitch of Honour that (for the preſent) 1 am 
capable to expe&t. The ſubject of this my unworthy Work 
(for ſo I may call it in reference to your Highneſles unparalleld 
excellency to whom iris preſented ) is that part of Natural 
Philoſophy Cvulgarly termed AsTROLOG Y) which teacheth 
by the Natural Motions Configurations, Aſpefts and Inclinations of the 
Celeſtial Stars and Planets to Iudge of the Natural Accidents, Muta- 
tions and Alterations of Laws, Cuſtoms, Kingdoms, States and Em- 
pires, and the general caſualties of the whole World im the Natural 
way of its Government ,by the CeleStial and Superiour Bodies : which 
next under G O D are the efficient Cauſes of all corruption, 
generation, production and nutrition in this Elementary 
World, the knowledge whereof is ro know NaTuRE the 
great Hand-maid of the Almighty, and the temper and quality of 
all things; and although through the mercenary practiſes of 
ſome by ſetting of Nativities, and anſwering of Horary Que- 
ſtions (thus abuſing the Art) the validity of this Science hath 
been brought into queſtion, reproach and contempt, yet [ 
queſtion cot but your Highneſles innate magnanimity is ſuch, 
that it will not condeſcend to give any cenſure on what hath 
not firſt been ſummoned to the Bar or Tribunal of your 
Highneſles piercing Judgement; for becaule a thing is calum- 
niated and queſtioned, is no proof of its illegaliry, neither 
doth the abuſe take away the ule thereof , for were this ad- 
mitted, even the beſt of Sciences and chief of Studies, Divi- 
nity it ſelf could not be exempt from prohibition and con- 
demnation; wherefore ſince the firſt B o o x of this Volumn 
tendeth wholly to the Vindication thereof from the aſperſions 
of the Antagoniſts, and the abuſes of the ſeeming Friends 
thereunto , 1 ſhall not further inlarge on this point , ſince it is 
well known unto the Learned, that among the Ancients and 
graver ſort of people in all Ages, this Science (being unpol- 
luted and unſophiſticated ) hath been ſtill had in moſt high 
eſteem ; nay, it is of that profundity and excellency, that it 
was firſt taught to our ket Father Adam by GOD him-

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ſelf (as teſtifyeth Toſephus, Lib.1. Cap. 2. of his Antiquities of 
:be Tews) who taught it to his Poſterity, for he further re- 
cordeth that Seth was lo excellent therein, that foreſceing the 


this Art for the benefit of after-Ages in two Pillars, the one of 
ſtone, and the other of brick , and that he ſaw himſelf that of 
ſtone to remain in Syria in his own time ; and in the 3. chap. of his 
aforeſaid book , he further witnefſeth and aftirmeth , that 
man lived ſo long before the Flood to learn Arts and Sciences, 
eſpecially naming Aſtrology and Geometry, and in his 8. chap. 
of that ſame 1. Book of the Antiquities, he doth yer further 
reſtifie, that Abraham having learned Aſtrology in Chaldea [being 
the place of his Birth] when he came into Egypt taught the 
Egyptians the knowledge of Aſtrology and Arithmetick. Where- 
' fore I humbly conceive , whatever ſome weak diſputants 
: ' [not worthy the noting] have affirmed in the diſparagement 
of this Authors Credit, thinking to make for their own en- 
vious and idle conceits ; I ſay (my Lord) I humbly conceive 
ſince he beareth ſo great an applauſe and credit among the 
Learned and Fathers of the Church, of whom I ſhali only 
mention theteſtimony of Euſebius, who abundantly through- 
out all his cen Books of his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory maketh uſe of 
| this Authors words, for further confirmation of his ſcope; 
and in lib.1. cap.6. de Hiſt. Fecleſ. (with divers other places 
which for brevitie ſake I omit) he particularly uſerh theſe 
words (inthe Engliſh verſion ir is in the 7.chap.) Hereof thou 
haſt Joſephus a witneſs worthy of credit : Wherefore ſince by ſo 
worthy 2 man as Euſebius was, Toſephus is thus deemed : how 
worthy of credit are they that now adays traduce him rather 
then want of their wills, or confeſs themſelves weak in con- 
futing what they are ignorant of ? Wherefore ( my Lord ) 
ſincethis Science is of ſuch Antiquity, worth and excellency, 
it imboldneth me humbly to make choice of your Highneſs 
for my Patron in this froward and confuſed generation, ſuch 
ſublime Sciences being too good, too worthy to be owned by 
any but who are truly Noble both in Vertues and Deſcent, 
for let men be of what opinion they will, yer I am meerly 
 perſwaded, and 1 have alſo ſome Natural Reaſons inducing 
me 


Flood, and the deſtruction of the World thereby , ingraved

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me to this belief, that meanneſs of Birth and Deſcent,though 
exalred to the molt eminent places and worldly digniries thar 
may be, cannot bur ſtill retain ſome {mack of a mean ſpirit, 
and can never bethroughly acquainted with magnanimity, or 
be truly heroick , though ſome glimmerings they may have 
of both : Even as a Dunghill- Cock, althcugh he be never ſo 
well ted, trim'd and ordered for the tryal of his proweſs and 
courage, and although to the outward appearance he ſeem 
ſtrong, able, brisk and couragious, and begin with an un- 
 daunted courage and boldneſs, yet when he 1s forct to feel ei- 
ther the ſharpneſs of the Conflict , or the want of breath, 
hath not that Heroickneſs of Spirit to die rather then yield, 
but (which 1s worſe) doth then divulge his own deteſtable pu- 
Glanimity and dunghilly\cowardiſe by running away; which 
a true Game-Cock that is lineally delcended of Noble blood, 
alchough caken from the field, and overladen with his Fea- 
, thers, Comb and Gills, before he will be guilty thereof, will 
choole rather to die, not preferring life before Honour, but 
Noblenels of Spirit before life , choofing rather that death 
{ſhould be ated on him with extremity of rigour, then that 
he ſhould with eaſe a& the leaſt unworthinels though to his 
oreateſt advantage. Wherefore my (Lord) though my offence 
hath been inexprefsibly hainous by this my boldneſs, being 
alrogether a Stranger to your Highnels ; And although I want

xc 1T Conſidered the wickedneſs of this preſent Age, 

S@zW how envious , how maliciovs , how ſlanderons and 

Wl how evil ſome men therein are through ignorance, 
it was no ſmall diſcouragement to my intentions,have- 
ing experimentaly taſted of the birterneſs of both their 

£ Pens, Tongues, and viperous, inhumane, malittous, 
PZS<ERESZEZY {]anderous and opprobrious reproaches, for vindicating 
this Liberal Science of NATYVRAL PHILOSOPHY vulgarly known by 
the Name of AsrxoLo0G1s by reaſon it declares the motions and words 
or language of the ſtars ; from the greek word «-ymyiz ex dr25, of 
aiy@& 1d eſt The Languaze or Preaching of the Fars, becauſe their vari- 
ous and conſtant influencies dictate unto us dayly new things or my- 
tations in the Elements or Elementary bodies. 

This is the fourth time I have undertaken to undeceive my Coun- 
try men of ſuch Calumnies as are caſt upon this Heavenly and chiet- 
eſt ſtudy meerly through tradition and envy : yer have I been till 
reviled and ill requited not only by the Antagoniſts thereof, but alſo by 
ſach as are ſeeming friends therunto and who have advanced fo much 
of the drofly and more ridiculous part (or rather abuſe) which (though 
it hath advanced them and their purſes) hath brought che Art and 
its purity by their practices into contempt, and the Artiſts that ſtu- 
dy and practiſe none of their Chimera's but Natural Philoſophy only, 
to ſuffer the harſh cenſures, abuſes and abominable {landers and af- 


fronts from the moſt interiour and rural of men, Coblers, Hay-ma- 


kers and {uch traſh, ro whom though in the firſt Book of this ſubſe- 
quent diſcourſe I am forc't to ſay ſomwhat for my own vindication, 
et I have not fo far forgot my ſelf as to name the Animal, leaſt 
poſterity ſhould think him more then he is : wherefore I {ay I being 
hitherto envied by both the Antagoniſts of the Art for vindicating 
and maintaining the Inocency and Legality therot ; and by the Seem-

ſarisfying themſelves that the particular and vain part or rather the 
abuſe of this Art is a ſufficient inſtruction to the whole ; wherefore 
out of this conſideration and no other, have I now as it were challenged 
all cheir invectivenelſs and malice by theſe my Labours (which I muſt 
aſluredly look for) the which for the .good oft my Countrey, the. Pro- 

agation of the Art, and for the ring of the World touching 
the falſe aſperſions caſt on it , I have endeavoure . to Compile in this 
manner. 

In the firſt Book IT have as brief as may be proved that Science, 
which we commonly term Atrelogy, to be one of the Liberal Sciences, 
rogerher with A;tronomic and Natural Philoſophic, and that by the An- 
cients there was made no diſtinction between the one and the other as 
ſeveral Sciences, bur divers parts only of one Liberal Science. .:s the 
Head, Trunck and Limbs, though diſtin&t parts and members conduce 
all to the making up bur of one intire body ; to be Warrante by Divine 
Scripture, and the Writings and teſtimony of the Fathers:the Objections 
againſt it removed, and the Art cleared from all the abuſes thereof, as 
alſo my Lux Yeritatis in Anſwer to Doctor Homes vindicated from all rhe 


cavils and ſophiſtications of both himſelf and his pretended ſecond. 
The ſubjet and The Second,comprehending the Names, Numberand Characters of the 


Signs and Planets Celeſtial, together with the Reaſons why they were ſo 
named and charactered,and why there are bur juſt cwelve Signs, and nei- 
ther more nor leſs, and why the P::nets are aſsigned Rule both by Houſe, 
Exaltation, Triplicity, Term and Face therein, and the Reaſons why 
the Signs are reckoned from Aries; with the number of the Sphears, 
their Order and Motions, whereby is plainly delivered a moſt eafie and 
ſhore Introduction to the whole Art of A#rology, and the great and 
Univerſal Book of the Creatures made manifeſtly legible to the meaneſt 
and drdinarieſt capacity as alſo ſufficient grounds whereby to anſwer 
all Gainſayers and Carpers thereat , and to vindicate it in every 
reſpec. 

The Third Treateth of the Rules of the Ancients, rouching the

Fe. Arguments, flaſhes and {uppoſit:ons of Doctor Homes, who ( being a 
Scholler) ſhould (me rhinks) have had more underſtanding then tocon- 
demn this worthy Art under the notion of Witchcraft, Sorcery, and fuch 
like illegaliries ; or diſcretion, then to rail down one of the chief of the 
Liberal Sciences, meerly for the abuſes thereof.

ag and the legality, verity, excellency and validity thereof, if not abuſed;

ſhall be ſatisfied, that God doth work by Cautes , and that he hath or- 
dained the Stars and Celeſtial Planers tobe immediate Cauſes next unto 
Him of all our Natural injoyments and ca{ualties,v:z.

according unto bis inevitable Decrees and Divine Will ; for it were great 
impiety in us, and detraction from the Al-ſutheient Wiſdom and Power 
of the Almighty, roaffirm he hath not preordained all things ro come 
to paſs from the firſt Creation even to the Subverſton ; and thar chey are 
fignified unto us in the Heavens, have recourſe to Gerſon his. Trilogium 
AFrologie Theologizate, for we read that before the deſtruction of Fe-

. mauy days, Horſmen alſo fighting in the Ayr, Foſephus Bel. Fud. Lib.7. 
Cap. 12. Euſebins Eccleſ. Hit. Lib.3. Cap.8. preſaging the oyerthrow 
thereof, which was after accomplithed by Tzts & we alſo before 
the death of Claudius Caſar there appeared a Comet for a long time, and 
betore the Civil broils in Rome, Ocavins being Conſul; and again, be- 
fore the War between Great Pompey and Fulius Ceſar, as Plinte teſtifieth, 


Lib. 2. Cap, 25, De Nat. Andif we come neerer home we ſhall finde the 

Comer 1n 1618. to be rhe forerunner of all our late Civil, Un-civil Wars 

in England Scotland and Ireland, as well as of the Commotions and 
Peſolations in Germary, 8&c. But this will be very clear unto us even from Thx Theologic 
The word of GOD, if webut with diligence and obſervation read the Hi- £4 4» ologie 


ſtories of the Old Teſtament, of the Subverſion of Kingdoms and Na- YO 


tions ; bur eſpecially that of the Fews by the Babylonzans, the which 
People, upon condition they would follow the Law of the Lord, were 
promiſed tobe eſtabliſhed for ever ; ſhall any one from this Promiſe aver, 
thac their Kingdom was not preordained to deſtruction in its due time, 
and the limitation thereof long before ſet down 2 but that immediacly 
becauſe they diſobeyed, they were deſtroyed and carried away captive ; 
or rather that thar Age wherein they were ſo captivated, ſhould in the fal- 
neſs of that time be ſo inclined to wickedneſs. as to bring that affliftion 
ſo long before threatned upon them 2 So then theſe two, Tuz or oc 
and AsrroroG yy muſt agree together, orwe ſhall never beable to 
agies in Truth, bur run our ſelves into many Errours and Abſur- 
ities, 

In that Book alſo you may ſee how far we may ſafely attribute 
to the power of the Stars, and that their effects may be altered, yer 
but by one means , viz. Prayer ; for if Gov give an hearr to pray as 
it ought, no queſtion he alſo therewith grants the Petition requeſted in 
thoſe Prayers. | | 

Laſtly, my main ſcope, and chief drift in this my fourth fourfold 
n Work 
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Work is (ſince I have ſo often ſtood up for the maintenance of this | 
Science) to endeayour to manifeſt unto the World the purity thereof, 
having cleanſed it from its pollutions and abuſes, that ſo it may appear 
what Txuz AsrroLOGY is, and what I maintain to be fo, and the abuſe 
be not only diſcovered but raken away , that once more it might ſhine 
gloriouſly, and be able to ſtand againſt all Gain-ſayers whatſoever : For 
notwithſtanding I had delivered my ſelf ſo plainly in my former Works, 
eſpecially in my Yox Stellarum, yer didthe purity of this Science remain 
under the re: being by many deemed no other then jugling , by 
others, toextend no further then to the reſolution of Horary Queſtions 
and the Judging of Nativities and the Fates and Fortunes of men 
chereby, or at leaſt chat chis was the main and chief ſubject rhereof,when 
the truth is, the practiſe of ſome-men in theſe ridiculous vanities, roge- 
ther with ſome other abuſes of this Mosr Nozsrtz Scirncs ue 
AsrroLoGIE, have brought the purity thereof into queſtion by the 
unworthy, and the Science it felt generally into reproach with the 
illiterate. 

For I dare poſitively affirm (and ſhall be ready to prove it to any Ra- 
tional man) Thar the Reſolution of Horary Queſtions is wholly vain 
and uncertain ; as alſo Nativities, on which rhey depend ( or ar leaſt 
ſhould) excepting how to Judge of the particular Conſtitution and 
Temperature of the Body , and the Natural inclination of Man, as 1 
ſhall {pecifie in the 20, Chapter of the firſt Book of this Qvadripartite, 
fol. 38. | 

Bur it may be ſome may here demand the Reaſon then I do in m 
Lux, Feritatis undertake the Reſolution of ſome Queſtions 2 Bur I ſhall 
anſwer in that vulgar and ruſtical Proverb, 7t 7s a good Horſe that never 
#umbles ; and truly this is Language fit enough for ſuch Horſe #uff as 
are they. T am but fleſhand blood, Erg0, (as allin my condition ) have 
failings ; I deſire not ſo much as to hide my fault when I finde it either 
of my (elf, or by the loving adviſe of others, much leſs then do I.de- 
ſire to continue in an obſtinate way of ſimplicity: I muſt confeſs there 
are many Faults in that Tract (yer not ſo many neither , as ſome would 
perſwade the World there is, as fhall be in part cleared in the firſt Book 
of this Volumn) the which I am not aſhamed to confeſs, but confeſs my 
{elf aſhamed [rather] I publiſhed ir ſo raſhly. And although I dare nor 
maintain thoſe Rules I there ſer down as infallible, yet I muſt let the 
World know, I can (and many others of good quality) juſtifie the ve- 
rity thereof at that time, and therefore very fitly brought in anſwer to 
Doctor Homes, to ſhew him, that if he be diſpoſed to cavil , there was

And here now I muſt needs confeſs I have ſpent much time and pains 
in theſe * coys and trifles : And truly I amo far from being ſorry there- 
fore,that I much rejoyce thereat ; for G ov hath in mercy thereby thew- 
ed me the Foolery, Vanity and Inſufficiency thereof [which ſome cove- 
rous Wretches and mean Spirited People, contrary to their own know- 
ledge, raſhly atcemprtand practiſe} and ſo Tam the better able ro diſtin- 
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ouith Truth from Falſhood ; for I muſt confels that in as much as in me 
lies, I have ſet my heart to know Wiſdom, madneſs and folly, and am 
able (with the Wiſe man) to pronounce the ſentence of Folly upon moſt 
things that 1 know, and truly the beſt of things, andall things [in com- 
pariton of that One and Only thing, The care of our Souls) are but vaxity 
and wexation of Spirit at the beſt : What dotha man toyl and labour for 
all his days, vexand fret himſelf, riſe early, goto bed late, weary him- 
ſelf all day, ſpend his ſpirits, when alas ! could he atrain to the higheſt 
dignities, poſſels the greateſt Riches the World can afford,have the moſt 
25ſ{olute command that ever Prince had, nay the whole Univerſe under 
his ſubjection, he cannot enj6y it above an hundred years, ſhould he be- 
gin to poſſeſs them thefirſt hour he is produced or born into the World; 
chis is with the moſt that I ſpeak; thelife of man zs threeſcore years and 
ter, Pſal.g0.10. buta ſpan, aſhadow, Fob 8.9. Sure this is worſe then mad- 
neſs, and vanity in the abitratt. I have a large field here to walk in, might 
I withcivility intrude on the patience of my Reader ; wherefore I ſhall 
deſiſt, fince Yerbum ſapienti [at et. IT ſpeak not this verbally, from the 
ſayings of that Holy and Incomparable Man Gxz ar Soromon, buthe 
that knoweth the hearr, knows that this proceeds from an experimental 


knowledg2 of my own. 
But why ſhould I thus fear to rehearſe unto thee theſe ſo neceſſary con- 


{ſiderations * Art not thou at leiſure to read them © thou wilt be imploy- 
ed worſe; it thou haſt heard them already, and ſo perhaps judge me yain 
in this my needleſs prolixity, I muſt needs tell thee chou haſt never heard 
them from me. and deſire thee tolearn this Leſſon, That a good Leſſon can 
never be too well learned, nor a good Tale too often told: Wherefore let me 
intreat thy patience a little, betore I come to declare what TI have yer to 
ſay touching theſe my Labours; for though perhaps thou mayſt finde 
ſome of them, nay perhaps all in the Writings of other Authors, yet 
ſince I can celiver them as my own,[ having taſted of the yanity of them 
all experimentally, JI know no reaſon why I may not aſſume the ſame li- 
berty as others.

into houſes of offices alive to be ſtifled there, buried alive, ſtrangled, 
drowned, burnt, their heads cut off, maſſacred , an hundred manner of 
ways according as the Devil worketh upon the inclination and humour of

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the Diabolical Mother , ſoare theſe poor innocent (fave for the Original 
{in they have trom theſe Vipers) Children murthered, murthered, mur- 
thered; and all but to hide their Luſt and Shame from the World as they 
think, and yet thereby they bring themſelves, and run themſelves into 
not only what they ſhunned , the open divulging of the Fact and the 
ſhame of the World, by an untimely death extirpated from the ſociety of 
men, bur alſo indanger themſelves utterly co be baniſhed the unſpeak- 
able glorious company of G op and Angels. This is worſe then 
madneſs. . 

oe} we thall ſuppoſe the beſt, that we are ſaved alive,and then again on 
the other fide.we ſhall be forc't (ſuch are our innumerable Calamities,In- 
firmities and Diſeaſes, Miſchances, Diſaſters, Troubles, Vexations, 
Perſecurions, Impriſonments , Fears, Anguiſhes, Diſcontents , Jea-. 
louſies, Diſſentions,Quarrels, Anger,Strite & Debate)with Fob (Fob 3.3, 
4.5,6,7.8,9,10,11,.12.)to curſe the day of our birth,and to wiſh che womb 
had been our grave, Fob 10.18,19. or that we haddied when we firſt 
were born Fob 3-11. For dowe firſt but conſider the uncertainty of this 
life, we ſhall conclude it Much more then vanity ; When weare the moſt 
carefully looked too, are we not often overlaid, and {morhered, ſurpri- 
zed with Apoplexies, Conyulfions, the. Rickets and Defluctions of | 
Rheums 2 do not Chincoughs, Lasks, Vomiting, moſt frequently anti- 
cipate us of our Lives * | 

Bur to paſs this, and to {peak theheſt of it, being a two-years multi- 
tude of dangers and caſualties, ſpent in fleeping and eating, when we 
are ſet. upon our own bottoms and ſtand on our own legs, how many 
knocks, how many falls © and which is worſe, hoy otten are we pitrifully 
whipt and beaten by our ſenſeleſs and fooliſh inconfiderate Parents, and 
Giddy-headed ſhallow-brained Nurſes, and puniſhed for punithing our 
ſelves by theſe unavoidable caſualties 2 how oft tall we inco the fire, 
water, from on high, looſe our lives by all, break our limbs, legs, arms, 
heads, faces, disfigure our ſelves for ever, loſean eye, both , criple and 
maim our {elves 2 How are we ſubje&t ro Meaſels, Small Pox, Scabs; 
Botches, Boils ? How are we tormented with ſuch like infirmities and 
vexations 2 How gnawn and pulled with Worms both in the Maw and 
Belly: Can we help our ſelves?

him ? Lygs, 10, Jar, and 7, ſay ? when we ought rather to ſay clear contra- 
ry or nothing at a |: withan hundred ſuch, which being ſo ſoon put 1n- 
to us, are eafily retained, and prove ſometimes our deſtruction, having 
once taken root in our hearts ; This is alſo vanity. | 

Bur paſs we theſe five troubleſom, uncomfortable years alſo; we no

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ſooner come to the leaſt capacity or underſtanding, but we are then ſe- 
verely corrected by ſuch as are ſer over us, if ie are not ſo wiſe preſent- 
ly as themſelves, and underſtand what they either fay or teach us z O ri- 
diculous creatures, to think beating their buttocks, backs and ſides, will

what miſchiefs are we now at this Age prone unto ? Ineed namenone . 


fince I cannot name one. which we do not with eagerneſs run into : 
and how grievous doth it prove unto us in the end? Learn we not 
vice? deſpiſe we not virtue © Are we not ſtill under the laſh and cor- 
rection of one or others Do we not follow trifles « Play with toys £ 
and negle& our Book, or Trade, that which might make us men 
herafrer* Have we any forecaſt? And yet will we be adviſed « Know 
we what is good for our ſelves and yet can we condeſcend to -be 
caught 2 run we not into all evil and extravagant courſes? and yet will 
we be taught the way of goodneſs 2 Whar ſhall I ſay 2 when I have faid 
all, and have made the beſt of all, I muſt neceſſarily be conſtrained to

Catch ar 
ſhadows and neglect ſubſtances! when Vertue, Religion, Chaſticy,Hu- 
mility, Patience, Prudence, Modeſty ought rather to be the rowling 
eyes, the love dimples,curled arrificial locks,naked hreſts cherry cheeks, 
coral lips, black eye-brows,lilly white hands,ſoft, gentle & ſlender which 
we ſhould look too, and covet, and eſteem as the greateſt and chiefeſt 
beauty, though vaild under a Canveſs Curtain ; this is the Jewel rather 
to be prized of the xgwo, though locked upin an homely Cabinet; this 
is that vertuous Woman which ſhall be a Crown to her Husband, Prov. 12.4, 
The glory of the man, 1 Cor.11.7. and the wife that buildeth up her houſe, 
Prov.

ſown all our wilde Oats, and come home with weeping croſs; think we 
have time enough to repent; delay the time ; we are young enough. and 
therefore go on in our ways : O butler us conſider the words of that ble(-

Ml do we Game, Sport, Drink, Rore it, and make Revel-rour, 
Rant, Cur ir, and tear the ground, Vapor, Swagger, Domineer, Stare 
and Sware, follow a company todo evil, do as our Companions advile us, 
or as welee them do, never queſtioning whether there be Reaſon, Wit, 
Diſcretion or Honeſty init; Whore, Drab, and take Tobacco, all for 
company, and fo deſtroy both body and ſoul, being now for any deſign ; 
drink healths to our Miſtreſles till we leave our ſelves no health, and 
make beaſts of ourſelves in not denying to do that which beaſts cannot 
be conſtrained to : And truly, this beſtial vice of Drankenneſs may 
alſo be reprehended in thoſe of more mature years, nay, tothe ſhame of 
this our Land beir ſpoken, even the moſt grave age of men is too much 
addicted hereunto; fo rhatit is obſervable that hardly any Houſes thrive 
of late ſince our manifold diſtractions, but tipling and guſling Ale- 
houſes, the which as is very well known, are more in number by many 
then all the inhabitants of other Trades (in London) pur together ; This 
alſo is vanity, and a great evil. 

Again, let us ſee the end of ſuch doings ; what advantagerh it ? doth 
it produce any good ? are not theeffects hereof, Quarrels, Diſſentions, 
Fightings for Miſtreſſes , for not drinking of an Health, for not ſaying 
this Woman is handſom; for affirming that is not comely ; for diſpara- 
ging of a Lady, a Perſon of Honour, Quality, Renown, becauſe he hath 
been admitted her preſence, tor an affront, nay for a pin, point,or pins- 
head, muſt they into the field, off with their doublets, +1 c00 it, mur- 
ther one another,and then flie, orelſe be catcht and hanged; This is mad- 
neſs, vanity and folly. It mattereth nor with theſe , whether they are 
Friends, Familtars, or Enemies, if once they are ſer-ont, they muſt kill or 
be killed , die in a Ditch,and that they call Honourable, then they die in 
the bed of honour (they ſay) and this for the ſmalleſt trifles, as I could re- 
ſtifie,might I relate their names, and ſo again revive mens raſhneſs which 
was bur lately ated : However the ſtory of one is thus, Two Gentle- 
men inthis City of Zoxdon,happening to meet rogether and being very 
loving Friends and intimate acquaintance, went into one of theſe deyi- 
liſh Tipling-houlſes, called fora Pot of Ale, the which the one taſting of 
it commended to be very good ; the other was of a clean contrary opi- 
nion, and did altogether as much diſcommend it, thinkin g nohurt, but 
that he might freely givealſo his Judgement thereof; but to be ſhort, the 
other again reitered its excellent goodneſs, and was alſo replyed to the 
contrary , and fo they fell to words andat laſt [to end this Whimſical 
controyerlie] they reſolved to kill one another; the day being appoint- 
ed, and meeting, the one was ſlain ; and it was upon a good ground. was 
it note yet could nothing fatisfie theſe hot ſpirits, nor ſtand with their 
Honours, as they ſuppoſed, but this madneſs, madneſs, madneſs. 

Many ſuch like vanities and raſh ations (I fay) might I here relate; 
but I tearI ſhould in recording of them render my ſelf moſt vain , and 
ſhew my own vanity,whilſt I am reprehending ic in others : Doth nor

This is vanity and wvexation of ſpirit ; no ſooner a man hath ſowed 
his wilde Oats, but the black Ox treads immediatly on his Foot : No 
looner a man comes to be a man, thart he leaves his childiſh -coys , extra-- 
vagant courſes, and his wilde untamed accuſtomary life, but he is over-

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whelmed withall theſe ; If he haye money, he is troubled and perplexed 
with care to lay it out tothe beſt advantage; and although he hath im-

For how many old, grubbing Uturers (who 
as Anacharſis (aid , carry Gold like Afles, yet eat but Hay) pine them- 
ſelves ? feed upon porridge a whole half year together , make a penny 
ſerve them aday, will not beſtow a farthing to the making themſelves 
_ well when ſick, for fear of parting with their Mammorn-money, although 
buta trifle ; but choofe rather co nut it to the venture, and ler it wear 
away (as they ufe to ſay) when ottentimes it wears them away, or at leaft 
bears them away z and ſoare juſtly diffipated of all, for fearing to part 
with ſome. Are not theſe men wretched, poor, even whilſt they poſſeſs 
the greateſt Riches 2 Is there any of them can afford themſelves neceſ- 
faries 7 do they noclive more like Beggars, or Peaſants [at the beſt Jthen 
richand wealthy men 2 

And now I might here ſhew the odiouſneſs and vitiouſneſs of cove- 
reouineſ(s, which of all chiags is moſt deteſtable; but I fear I have al- 
ready tranſgrefſed the ordinary bounds of an Epiſtle ; wherefore leaſt the 
Porch of this my Fabrick ariſe ro a-greater bulk then che whole build- 
ing, I ſhall pats it by. ; 

And truly to goon inthis I am upon(withour branching it in the leaſt) 
were an Herculeax Laboyr, and toinſiſt on every particular vanity in this 
vain, vain, vain World ; Beſides ſhould I be ſo peremptory as to attempt 
it, my preſent condition, want of memory, and inſufficient capacity, 
would render me defective in as many things as I have already or can 
hereafter expreſs, and my vanity therein the greateſt of vanities; where- 
fore as hitherto I have but hinted at things , , og (as I have ſaid ) nor 


able 
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able to do any other, nor indeed willing (if Icould) to weary my Rea- 
der with ſo long a preamble, I ſhal proceed dire&ly- forward, through 
che reſt of mans life, and give you alſo an hint thereof (having began) 
and that as brief as may be. 

Is he fingle-* he deſires marriage, Is he married ? he defires again to 
| be ſingle ; as the ſtory goes of a fellow which whilſt he was a 
batchelor, was a boon-companion, and would ſpend his mony freely, 
and therfore with his Hoſts he was termed A zood fellow ; bur ſo it 
happened, thatat length he was married, and coming nor ſo frequent- 
ly to his Hoſts as formerly, nor ſpending his caſh ſo freely when he 
came. was by one of them demanded the reaſon of this his unwonted 
ſtrangeneſs and great change; who replying, ſaid, 1 am now married ;

But if any provide not for his owne, and 
guy for _ of his owne houſe, he hath denied the Faith, and is worſe 
then an. Infidel. Is not this Vanity? Whar is this bur Vanity ? Surely 
tt is the Vanity of Y anities. | 

Was not Marriage firſt inſtituted for procreation ? Gen. 2. yet how 
many are there that would fain marry, were they but aſſured they 
might never have Child ? O wicked wretches thus to ſer themſelves 
oppoſite to Gods own Ordinance ! They would praftice their laſci- 


vious luſts, but deny the fruit of the womb; and truly I muſt con- - 


feſls it matrereth not how little we are troubled with the breed of ſuch 
beaſts; for letme- tel] you, and take it for a rule, you ſhall never find 
any of this humour, bur ſuch as are moſt vilde Whores, though they 
may cover it and hide it fromthe World I have obſerved it in very ma- 
ny, and have ſtil] found them no otherwiſe reputed. Are not theſe 
Vain fools? And is not this.a great folly ſo to deſire what the Loxp 


hath threatened for a curſe? Hof. 9. 14. Give them O LORD : what © 
wilt thow give them ? a miſcarrying womb and dry breits, and refuſe what - 


he hath promiſed for a bleſſing ? Ger. 49. 25. 1 will bleſs thee with 
the bleſsings of the Womb , and 1o earneſtly to covet what virtuous Wo- 
men 1n old time counted a Reproach ? Gey. 30.23. ſaithRacusr there, 
GOD hath taken away my _—_ when he had given her a ſon. This 

is worſe then Vanity or Madneſs. 
Doth not the riches and preferment of many men, although naturally 
mean,baſe and unworthy.,ſo elevate and tranſport them above — 
0 


; 
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ſoas that they deſpiſe, negle& and contemn their betters, both for birth 
and endowments 2 meerly becauſe they have not thoſe prefterments, thar 
ower, that eſteem with the Vulgar, nor thoſe fine knacks abour them 


which he hach ; when, ſhould we but give to every creature its own, how 
naked ſhould we be left * we ſhould be more mean and poor then the 


_ bruteſt creature, who hath hair[ac leaſt Jeocover hisskin ; This is agreat 


evil, and vanity it ſelf. 

And how vain are we to boaſt, and take pride in what is our ſhame 2 
we were Created naked, and had we not ſinned we ſhould have fo con- 
tinued ; we cloathed our ſelves firſt for ſhame, and now we are ſo vaid 
of ſhame, weare proud of our cloathing, glory in our ſhame ; bur I ſay, 
let us conſider the things we are proud of , they are but excrements, at 
the beſt bur vile , and naturally, I ſay, belong to other Creaturcs , and 
theretore we have little or no cauſe troeſteem fo of them, much lels to 
be proud of that which we are beholding to our interiours tor: For to 
the Beaver we are indebted for our Hart or covering to the head. the chief 
member; to the earth tor our ſhirt, which is nearer to us then our Petti- 
coat; to the Sheep or Silk-worm, for our cloaths and ſtockins; to the 
Oyſters for our Neck-lace and Pendence ; tor our Shoes , Boots, and . 
drawling Galoſhes to the Goat, Ox, Cow, Ball, 8&c. and to the Cordi- 
vant, Buck, Stag, Kid, Lamb, Sheep for our Gloves: and to the earth, 
rocks and mountains for our Gold, Diamonds, Rubies, Saphires, Jaſpers, 
Chryſalices, Heliotropians,&c. And laſtly, tor our Fans and Feathers, 


which we ſo ſwagger with in Hide-Park down to our backs, to the O- 
ſtridge; and for our Pertumes, to the Civet Cat, &c. what comes from 
their Tails,we glory to have at our Noſes. How can we be more vain, 
then to ſer our minds on ſuch Trifles ? he proud of ſuch traſh and trum- 
pery, vile abjects? This is vanity, madneſs, madneſs, madneſs; we dote, 
are ſtupid, beſotred, ſtark mad fools. 

A ſhort deſerip- /þT o be ſhort (for from this 21. year of our age, I intend to ſhew, or 


give at leaſt an hint to the folly of moſt men from this year to their very 
laſt : foralchough I might a little inſiſt on the crazineſs, peeviſhneſs and 
waſpiſh wiltulneſs of pettiſh old Age, and rhe calamities whereunto they 
are moſt prone and incident, yet, I ſay, Ifhall rather paſs that by) Let us 
firſt examine what the World it {elf is, and the ſeveral degrees of men 
therein, and then he that ſhall conclude it to be other then vanity, foole- 
ry and ſimplicity, and the men therein other then fools and mad, Erit 
mihimagnus Apolio; but then Imuſt tell him,he muſt not only conclude 
ſo, but prove it to be {o; or he ſhall (on the other ſide) be Mihi hominum 
ſtultiſs1mus, or Sapientum Ott avus. 

Is the world [firſt ] any other then a School of Knavery, Jugling and 
hypocriſte , and (as it were) a Nurlery of Vice, Villany and Profane- 
nels, where every one is for himſelf , and his own ſelt-ends, valuing 
nothing to the accompliſhment thereof, no not the fear of G O D, nor 
his Commandments, which is according to the Royal Law of Liberty, 
To love our neighbour as our ſelf ?. Is Chriſtianity, Love, Conſanguinity, 
Alliance, Charity, Friendſhip or mutual Acquaintance ſufficient to re- 
claim us? Is notthis Proverb, No longer Pipe, no longer Dance ,. verified 
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in moſt of the People of the World © Is not every man a Friend and a 
profeſſed Loyer to him that hath no need of their Friendſhip * O what 
greazing of fat Sows in the — is there frequently to be found through- 
out the whole face of the Earth ! but which is worſe, is not this vanity 
committed by ſuch as profeſs and make a great outward ſhew of Religt- 
on and Chriſtianity? And yet toan Acquainrance, Aflociate, a decayed 
Kinſman, better and more worthy both for Birth, Parts and Breeding 
then themſelves, da.they extend any thing fave a bundle of flattering 
words, and diflembling Proteſtations of Love,affe&tion and good will 
and then afſoon as their backs are turned, give it out, he is wicked, a 
ſrearer, a beggar, he lives by this and by that, here lies all his hope, and 
here his greateſt refuge ; never remembring, 77 zs an ill bird that defiles his 
own ne#t , rejoyCingat the decay And poverty of them, that themſelves 
might be had in greateſt eſteem? Is not this a great evil * How many 
Ambodexters, Januſſes, Hypocrites, doth the world abound with, that are 
outwardly Lambs, yet inwardly Wolfs, that play Legerdemain , and 
practiſe nought elſe, Hocus Pocuſſes, ſeeming Saints , yer really Devils, 
that have excuſes for the greateſt ſins, nay tor pride it {elf which hurled 
Lucifer the great Angel of light, the great Carrier of light (as his name 
imports,being interpreted) headlong to Hell and eternal deſtruction? We 
know the Apoſtle ro Timpothy, Tim. 1. 2,9, 10. exhorteth, that women 
adorn themſelves in modeit apparel , with ſhamefaitneſs and Jenner) 3 not 
with broidered hair, or gold, or pearls, or cotly aray ; but (which becometh 
women profeſring godlineſs) with good works, Whereby we clearly ſee 


good works (according to the intent of the Horry Grosr) ought ra- 


cher to be the attire of women (eſpecially ſuch as profeſs the Goſpel and 
Godlineſs) rhen ſuch vanities as are there expreſt, and many now adays 
aſſume above their rank and quaiity ; leaſt (as the ſcope of theſe words 
intimates unto us) they become a ſhame and reproach to the Goſpel and 
purity thereot ; and Chriſtianity be lightly eſteemed for their ſakes, and 
theſe their vain practiſes. I ſay, notwithſtanding all this, ſome who pre- 
tend much to the world of Holineſs and Religion, are fo hypocritical 
(nay I may well ſay deviliſh) as to maintain openly the gorgious apparel 
of women, and their vanities in ſuch practiſes, Tobe 4 grace, and an ho- 
nour to the Goſpel ; chooſing rather thus highly to ſin againſt GOD, and 
diſpleaſe him b6th 1n the maintenance of the a&, and [which is worſe] 
the vindication thereof, then in the leaſt ro reprehend irin their children, 
or diſpleaſe their fantaſtical, whimſical, hypocrital wives ; but heap fin 
upon (in, that fin might be hid from the eyes of the world, fearing more 
the cenſures of trail, deſpicable unworthy an, then the eternal Judge- 
ment of rhe great, terrible omniſcient , omnipreſent and omnipotenr 
G OD thatwill call one day all croaccount; that will not meaſure men 
by the outward appearance, but the inward teſtimonies of the Spirit; 
that will reckon for every idle word ; much more for every vain action, 
and premeditated and ſtudied lyes and fallacies to cloak and cover our 
wickedneſs and deteſtable ations, What profit will theſe vain, fooliſh, 
mad things be unto us, whereof weſhall one day be aſhamed ? our lay- 
ing the fault on our Husbands, and faying he will have it ſo, or upon 
our 
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our Wives, that ſhe will haveit ſo, will not then excuſe us , will not 
then plead for us, will nor then advantage us a ruſh, will not expiate 
our {in, nor will not protect us from the puniſhment ; This 7s alſo 
vanity. | | 

How do we ſuit with every occaſion, with every company ? Do we 
not yhen we viſite the Religtous, the Miniſters,attire our ſelves modeſt- 
ly, put on our plain black gowns, hide our necks, breaſts, gorgers, with 
our {carfs, our curled locks and broidered hair with our hoods ; fit de- 
murely, talk of profeſſion, and of this body, and the orher body, rather 
then want diſcourle and occaſion to cry up our ſelves? and yer do we 
ſtudy ever the more ſanC&iry 2 Our Saviour Cur1srT teacherh us to 
know ſuch as are indeed his Servants by an infallible token, Matth.7.16. 
Tea ſhall know them by their fruits ; do An gather grapes of thorns , or figs 
of thiſtl:s? their outward pretences are not grounds ſufficient to convince 
us of their innocency; they may be thus in ſheeps cloathing,yet inward- 
ly may be alſo ravcning wolves,as you ſee in the preceding verſe. Where- 
tore I muſt needs reprehend ſuch as poſitively conclude men either 
200d or bad, according to the report of the world of them, or their ſeem- 
ing prerences ; deviating from this Rule, this infallible Rule , for as it 
is raſhneſs in any to believe windy reports ; {o is it folly, and worſe then 
madneſs to be carried away or deluded with pretences, and ſeeming out- 
ſides, without firſt bnoully examining the truth of both; the want of 
this leſſon in wiſdom is the cauſe we run our ſelves into millions of 
Premunires , which bur for brevitie ſake I might prove by a parti- 
cular recital of many; wherefore learn this, and rhou ſhalt be an abſo- 
lute Politician ; for fo ſhalt thou eafily pluck off the mask of pre- 
rences, diſperſe the miſts of envy and reproaches, and free thy ſelf of 
many inconveniencies. | 

What coveting is there of this Daily applauſe of the world ? Do we 
not run here, and run there, viſit this, relieve publickly, and that to be 
teen of men, make gatherings toour own advantage ; ſpeak to the god- 
ly for money, cloaths, and other neceſſaries, to relieve the neceſſitated, 
and do it in our own Names ; be known to none we have it from any, 
bur that iris our own goodnels and liberality, and ver hide our faces from 
our own fleſh 2 Is this Charity © Is chis Chriſtianity * Is this according 
to what we profeſle ? Will we part with {ix pence to one that is in 
the moſt extremity of neceſſity when we ſee they cannot ſhew it to the 
world, or think it will not be known 2 Do we not abound with theſe 
formalities, nay do we nor rather {warm with them 2 

How many men tollow tradition and common cuſtom, rather then 
their own Judgements, Senſe or Reaſon ? 

What greater madnets, folly and vanity can there be, rhen to ſee So- 
liciters, Clerks, Scriveners, be better rewarded for running of errands, 
writing of a Bill, or a Bond in a neat hand and flouriſhing Letters, and 
it may be neither true Engliſh nor Senſe init, then a Scholar andinge- 
nious' perſon for teaching them wit : To fee Huntſmen entertained, 
_ recelve ſtipends, diſcourſed with, when Learning goes a Begging * A 
lying flattering Fayourite,that is a meer outſide,get more ina year then a

Philoſopher all his life? A quondam Beggar, that was glad to do any 
thing for ameſs of Porridge ora ng of Bread, flant it, and ride in his 
Coach, have the worſt of his Attendants berter then the beſt of his kin- 
dred, or any of his Predeceflors? That was formerly a ſervant to every 
one, now Lord it over all ? Gentlemen 0 on foor, Beggars ride on hor- 
ſes, prancing Steeds: Philoſophers,Schollars and ingenuous ſouls crouch 
to Clowns, illiterate Curmudgins for a meals mear, or a nights lodging 
Cloaths eſteemed before Wit, Learning, and underſtanding 2 meer out- 
ſides honoured, inſides ſlighted, not eſteemed or valued © Men to have 
their guts in their brains, and brains in their guts ? To ſtrain at Gnatrs and 
fwallow Camels ? To skip over blocks,and ſtumble ar ſtraws * To bean- 
gry for trifles, not moved for ings of conſequence? Thoſe in Autho- 
rity, Place, injoying poſſeſſions, though Idiots; be honoured, reverenced, 
applauded, eſteemed of, crouched to: when vertue, and the chiefeſt of 
endowments a mortal can poſſeſs, wanting preferment, and traſh riches, 
ſhall be diſreſpe&ed and undervalued 2 Then to ſee riches make 2 man 
wiſe, ſolid, diſcreet, judicious and vertuous , c_ a natural Fool ; 
and poverty to render all theſe, and the man that poſleſſeth them,a Fool, 
a Coxcomb, an Aſs 2 Wiſe men degraded; Fools preferred to office © 
Orators and Judicious men to be ſilent ; Fools and Idiots prate,and have 
all the talk, and reprehend others, of what they themſelves are juſtly to 
be reprehended? Men that have enough, make Vaſlals of themſelves to 
their Inferiours to get more * Diligently to ſcrape with the one hand 
money together, and to ſquander it away without care with the other ? 
To be penny wiſe, and pound fooliſh * To buy ſhadows and neglect (ub- 
ſtances 2 Then to ſee ſo much difference between words and deeds ? 
Men rob Peter to pay Paul ? Actall kinde of villany, and pretend to be 
Saints « The Fox preach ? Vice correct ſin « The Pig play on the 
Organs ? Blind men judge of Colours * A world in the Moozand other 
Planets ? Hell and damnation in Saturnand Mars ? the Earth turn round 
and the Suz ſtand ſtill ? A man to {mile in your face,and cut your throat ? 
Pretend one thing, do clean contrary ? Neither ſpeak what they think, 
nor think what they ſpeak ? To hear every one lay he is your humble 
ſervant, yet ayms to be your inſulting Maſter ? Cuckolds tobe content- 
ed, wink at their wives abuſes, and make much of thoſe that Cornuted 
them ? Women to wear the breeches, men made a Noſe of Wax ? Hor- 
ſes ride in Coaches, men draw them ? The Cart before the Horſe ? Men 
build Caſtles in the Ayr 2 Towers build Maſons ? Men conquer King- 
doms, and be ſubdued by their own Paſſions and Aﬀections ? Rule Em- 
pires and millions of men,and be ruled themſelves by one Woman? Do- 
mineer abroad, be a ſneaks at home ? Men poſſeſſed with the Devil-Aat- 
tery, turn themſelves into all ſhapes and forms ? be Religious with the 
Religious : profane with the profane : a ſpend-thrift with the Prodigal, 
a Miſer with the Uſurer; fawn and wag their tongues, hats and hands, 
as a Dog doth his tay]; be tyrious like a Lyon : mildelike a Lamb; com- 
mend, diſpraiſe , domineer, trouch; vapour here, be baffled there; and 
what not, may it but advantage them ſix pence ? Then to ſee men and 
women force their children to marry for Riches, Honour, this end and 
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that, and compell them to reje and refuſe their loves to their utter 
ruine and deſtruction ? Love is the bond of perfe&neſs, and as it co- 
vereth all fins , Prov.10.12. ſo doth ir alſohide all faults, I dare nor 
tranſvreſs on thy Patience to ſhew thee the excellency of Love, and the 
folly of Parents in this their extream vanity , ſince I have been al- 
ready, I fear, too tedious , bur deſire thee, ſince wverbum ſapienti, 
to be content with this , and for that I deſire to haſten co a con- 
cluſion. 

Then to ſee women think themſelves better, or ar laſt equal , or as . 
good as men? Men not equal nor ſo good, much leſs better then wo- 
men - A man to be Fack Fackſonin the Country, and Mr. Fohnſoz: in 
che City ? To live ina Chriſtian Commonwealth [| or ar leaſt fo in 
pretence] and dare not believea word a man ſpeaks ? Every whiffling 
Mechanick,a Politician; Gentlemen, wiſe, and learned, Simpletons* Lyes, 
Plots and inventions to cozen be believed and credited; plain dealing, 
truth and honeſty ſuſpected, derided, and accounted weakneſs 2 The 
moſt rational, ſolid, ſober and moſt diſcreet of all Gods Creatures Man, 
become the moſt fickle, whimſical, fimple and ridiculous ? Men to be- 
come abſolute Apes 2 one while in a narrow brim'd har, along waſte, his 
breeches to his knees; Boots and Boot-hoſe-rops , and great gingling 
Spurs, their feet as long as their legs, or at leaſt tull as long again as their 
foot naturally, as in the year 1645. and 1646. In 1648. and 1649. a 
broad brim'd hat, and no other muſt ſerve; our breeches muſt be long, 
even down to our ancles ; Boots with the tops trailing on the ground, 
little Spurs that muſt not gingle in the leaſt. In 1650. and 1651. we 
cumble into ſhort breeches again : In 1652. and this preſent year 1653. 
we think it ridiculous ro wear boots, but altogether ſhoos and ſtockins, 
turning down witha top as the French Lackies have aſed to go for theſe 
many years; one while we have too long curling locks on both fides of 
our head ! anon all the whole fide muſt be of a length and ſhort behinde ! 
Thus verifying che old Proverb that we Engliſh know not when 4 
thing is well. 

I have hinted bur at theſelaſt ſeven or eighr years for that theſe va- 
nities might be the better remembred by us, and to our ſhame called to 
minde z as alfo tor that I account not the ſubje& worthy of further reci- 
ral of other foregoing years; beſides, I bluſh co think men ſhould be 
ſuch Weather-cocks, or rather Cox-combs, thus never to reſolye on a 
ſer habit : might I give my Judgement what habit is moſt becoming, I 
ſhould commend this we now ule, ſaving that our ſhoes and fantaſtical 
ſtockins ſpeak us rather Skip-jacks, Whiftlers or Anticks, then ſober 
and ſolid men : I would have Boots, if I might give my verdi&, uſed in 
their ſtead : forthe length of our Breeches they cannot in my opinion be 
mended, being moſt rationally made according to the length of our 
thigh, not hiding our legs as formerly, and our doublers are made of the 
exactlengrth of our.waſts : I amnot ſo traditionally ſpirited as to com- 
mend Trunk-breeches, making our Buttocks as big as a Barrel, nor the 
other extream, made cloſe to our thighs like a pair of ſtockins, neither 
their doublers with the waſte juſt under our Arm-pits (contrary toour 
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natural ſhape)and flanting skirts reaching down to the ſeat, whence it was 
ſaid of old, 7 will ſit on your Skirts, when an injury was threatened; for 
truly in my opinion thus to beſot our ſelves, and overſhoot our Judge- 
ments in following ſuch a monſtrous and Clowniſh habir, were to render 
our ſelves more ridiculous by far then we arealready : great Bands and 
Cuffs.and a little narrow brim'd hatalfo , unleſs I could ſee any reaſon, 
comelineſs or profitin them, I can no wiſe commenid. | E 

It werea vain thing in me thus torecite the ſeveral alterations and mu- 
cations in the garbs of Women, ſince every day produceth a new Toy 
wherefore I ſhall only name ſome of their darling-trifles, which are as 
dear unto them as theirlives, and which they conſtantly obſerve and 
reſolve to keep, viz. Their embroidered, curled, powdered hair, their 
waſhings, paintings,waters and Pomatoes to their faces ; and when they 
have done all, their ſeveral ſorts of patches, half-moons, ſtars,coach and 
horſes, round, triangled, quadrangled, pointed, little, grear, long and 
ſhort: Vainly and fooliſhly hereby imagining ro make themſelves hand- 
ſomer then G 0D hath created them, or is willing they ſhould be , and 
chooſing rather to pleaſe themſelves then him; nay, though ir be co the 
diſpleaſing of him they muſt and will doit, what care they; their face 
is their God; they look no further ; they believe no other ; they care 
for no more. Andas touching their Attire, it would tire Hercnles, nay 
Sampſon, which were far ſtronger then an hundred ſuch as am I ro relate 
it ; and truly wereT able, yet have I not patience, there are ſo many un- 
worthy ſtinkards and flirts, ſneaking Mechanicks wives to be mention- 
ed, which ſhould 1 attempt, would turn my ſtomack to think of them, 
and then inſtead of Writing, Iſhould preſent thee with a foul Paper ; 
yet theſe muſt be lapt in ſilk , they are no body if they have not a Silk- 
Mo-hair, Taffaty, Tabby Gown (nay but for ſhame they would have 
cloth of gold or {ilver, forgetting it is a ſhame for them to attempt 
the worſt of theſe) a ſcarlet, watcher, tabby petticoat , and chat muſt 
be laced too, gentle-woman-like; thus airing garment upon gar- 
ment, till the- apparel exceeds the worth of the bearer by an ed 
degrees. They muſt have theſe out-ſides,though their in-ſides be as bad 
as may be; though they are as dirty that they are not to be tonched 
with a pair of tongs; though their {mocks coſt not ten groats apeece, 
nay, though they pinch their bellies, and have hardly bread to ear, 
= chey muſt have clothes, and that a thouſand times beyond their qua- 
i 


ty. Can any thing be more vain then this 2 Do not our Governours 


deſerve ſeverely and ſharply to be reprehended they look not into theſe 
abuſes and vanities, when we know not a Gentlewoman from a Mecha- 
nical flirt? Foar is as good as my Lady, thereis no more difference be- 
ryween them in their cloaths, then isin the dark , all's one; except ſhe 
write Lady on her back, ſhe ſhall never be known inthis Age: Where- 
fore for diſtinction ſake[if for no other} itis moſt requiſite (as I humbly 
conceive) it be looked into, and an order taken,foas that every Fack and 
Gillet may be known to be Tradeſmen, Serving-men, &c. and not equal 
in habit with their Superiours,by many degrees,& Gentlemen of quality; 
for now with them (becauſe they are not reprehended in this their vanity) 
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all are counted feilows at foot-ball, to the ſhame and blemiſh of the glory 
of this N-tion; It would be much better certainly if the Cobler would 
not go beyond his La#t , and every one go according to his rank. 

Again, what greater madneſs then to ſee Lords no Gentlemen, no 
Gentlemen Lords, no Lords Gentlemen © Serving-men able to buy our 
their Maſters 2 Wiſe, ſober, ſolid and judicious Gentlemen be led away, 
gull'd, perſwaded to any thing by their Vaſſals, even againſt their own 
knowledge? Men to believe any reports whether good or bad , with or 
againſt their friends or toes, without the leaſt ſearch into the truth rhere- 
of ? Illiterares that can hardly ſpeak ſenſe, write or read,preachand teach 
others; learned, reverend, orthodox Divines filenced, or at leaſt not re- 
garded ? Such as deſerve not only reprehenſion bur ſevere chaſtiſementr, 
roreprehend and teach others ? Suchasare guilty of folly, ro laugh ar 
folly « Of whichnumber I muſt now needs rank my ſelf. and beſo am- 
birious as account my ſelf the chief, or greateſt Fool, more deſerving 
co be laughed ar then any other ; wherefore I my ſelf may juſtly thus 
queſtion with my ſelf, 

Art thou not more ſullen, melancholy and mad then Saturn 2 More 
jovial, merry and temperate at another time then Fuprter himſelf * More 
fierce, cholerick , peeviſh, waſpiſh and angry then Mars? And again, 
more gentle, wanton, and fuller of ſport then Yenus? Moreloftty,proud, 
ambitious then the Sux 2. More fickle, wavering, and unconſtant then 
the Moon? Good with the good, bad with the bad like Mercury 2 Ever 
in extreams, t90 merry or too {fad « How filly art thou to tell others of 
their being led away by fair words, andnone ſo ſoon wrought on as thy 
{ſelf 2 Condemn others tor following Antick Fathions, and none ſo ſoon 
run into them 2 Plead for wildom, a&t nought but folly « Cry down 
Duels and fingle Combatrs, yet account it better not to live then live 
with an affront? Condemn Drinking, and ſtay a whole week in a Ta- 
vern 2 To beſo mad, as to tell mad-men of their faults « To expoſe thy 
{elf to the cenſure of every fool by writing publickly, thereby loſing the 
happineſs of enjoying thy ſelf to thy ſelf? And to think the ſmiles and 
applauſes of ſome, can countervail the frowns and reproaches of o- 
thers 2 Art not thou filly ? The greateſt Fool of all 2 Worſe then 
mad 2 

E muſt confeſs , ſhould Tanſwer tor my felt,” I could not in the way of 
excule plead one word in my own behalf; T muſt acknowledge my ſelf 
guilty, and can ſay nothing bur this, that it is a mad world, and there- 
fore ſhould be worſe then mad, ſhould T think my ſelf other then mad. 
Yet leſs ſome conceited youngſter imagine himſelf more then he is, I 
muſt turn him co Prov. 26.12. and rhen let him be fo mad, as to caſt the 
firſt ſtone at me, whence I may conclude all are mad, or at leaſt fools, 
we being ſo generally guilty hereof; bur I ſhall name che words of the 
Text, that you may the berter judge of it, See; thou 4 man wiſe in his 
own conceit. there is more hope of a fool then of him. Now I would fain 
know, if one ſhould ſtrictly examine who is nor guilty hereof, whether 
he ſhould finde any that is free: In former time there were bur ſeven 
Wiſemen ; now adays there is hardly ſomany Fools. Frey, all fools, all 
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yain, all mad, mad, mad for company; This is the world. tother's the Coun- 
try. 
7 Thus have I given you a,general character of the world or an hint 
thereof. being altogether unable to paint 1t out to che life, yet what 
hath been ſaid [being ſo obvious to rhe ſenle of every capacity Jis ſut- 
ficient to prove italtogether vanity. And now I might alſo here fitly 
giveyou the deſcription of the Courts and Palaces of Kings , Inns of 
Courts, or the practiſes of Lawyers, and of Markets; bur I tear then 
I ſhould be inexcuſably guilty of prolixiry. Wherefore of each of theſe I 
ſhall only give thee a touch, and haſten to conclude. | 

I ſhall begin with the laſt, becauſeitis a thing ſo frequent amongſt 
us, viz. Markets. Anacharſis doth well define it thus, E3# forum locus 7n 
quo alius alium circumwvenit. The Market-place,is a place where one cozen- 
eth and defraudeth another. I may well cerm it(all things being conſider- 
ed) a convention of Cheaters and circumventing Lyers ; a place where 
muſt much evil needs be committed according to that of the Witeman, 
Between the buyer and the ſeller mnt needs be ſin. 

And whar are our 14s of Court but meer conventions of Politicians, to- 
menters of {trite & debate? For fight Dog, fight Bear.they will never part 
you; Incendiaries ? Lovers of miſchief 2 Takers of bribes? .Refiſters 
and perverters of juſtice, provided they are well ted « Do they not Fu5t- 

e the wicked for a reward,and take away the righteou[neſs of the righteous from 
him ? 1{a.5.23. For doth not money do all? 1s zt not it that maketh the 
Mare to. go: right or wrong doth it not carry the cauſe with theſe Carifts ? 
How hard is it for a man to bea Lawyer and an honeſt man both toge- 

ther ? How many ſuch think you, you might find in a century of years> 
Wherefore the time is coming, and 1s now even at hand, wherein the 
Prophets very next words will be verified upou them, vzz. Therefore as 
the fire devoureth the ſtubble, and the flame conſumeth the chaff, ſo their root 
ſhall be rottenneſs, and their bloſſom ſhall go up as duſt, becauſe they have 
caſt away the L AW of the.Lord of Hoits, and deſpiſed the word of the Holy 
One of lirael, 1ſa.5 24. 

And now ſhould we but examine the ſtare of the Chief Courts, viz. 
the Palaces of Kings, we {thall yet finde therein naught but vanity and 
madneſs; from the loweſt to the higeſt, from the King to the Beggar, 
all are mad : what greater vanity, then to ſee men that are to Rule thou- 
ſands, be carried away with every breath of flattery of any one Para- 
ſite ? Then to lee Kings and the Grandees of the World ſo eaſily per[wa- 
ded contrary to what they in their own judgements know, If there be 
any blemiſh ina. King, how ſoon is-it applauded, admired rather for a 
grace, 4 vertue rather then a vice > Alexander ſtooped in the ſhoulders, 
wheretoreall his Souldiers and Courtiers did fo too. Yet here I cannot 
but ſet down the wiſdom and gallantry of ourlate King Fames of hap- 
py memory, in'this particular,as I have been by ſeveral informed who 
were converſant with him. Conſidering one day the vanity of his Cour- 
tiers in applauding ſtill all his actions , very ſeriouſly about noon look- 
ingupto the Heaven out of a Window, demanded of thoſe that were 


about him , whether they ſaw not a Star neer ſuch a cloud ; for (he (aid)

he was confident he did ; whereupon every one looking up, began to de- 
liver their opinions thus, one ſaid he ſaw it, and that it was little bright 
ſtar; another that it twinckled very much, &c. every one with a ſeveral 
addition, concluded poſitively as he ſaid: whereupon he burſt torth in 
theſe words, or to this ſenſe, How unfortunate a man am 1 to have ſo many 
Fools to be imy Councellors ! No wiſer men then right or wrong to ſay as I ſay! 
Again, what Revelling, Masking, Playing, Feaſting, Toying , Fool- 
ing, Whoring, Pride, roeas b Drunkenneſs, Waſtry, and what not 
char is evil, or to be reprehended, butis to be foundin theſe places moſt 
abundancly ? "There is no place free, nor thing free, bur all, and in all 
is vanity. 

Wherefore ſince ir is fo, I can commend nothing ifi this tranſitory, 
momentory, vilde World, but the knowledge of Gov and his Son 
J=sus Cux1sr whom he hath ſentin the fleſhintothe World ro ſave 
{inners and the world, and that we might through him obtain everlaſting 
lite. We have here noabiding place, wherefore what profic will it be 
unto us ſhould we gain the whole World, and loſe our own fouls ? We 
came naked in to the World,8: we ſhall carry nothing out with us;all muſt 
be left behind, our pleaſure, riches, honours, preferments,parts ,endow- 
ments, wives, husbands and children ; he that che whole earch could 
not contain, and that ſighing ſaid , 1s there no more worlds to Conquer ? was 
at laſt contained in the narrow confines of a Coffin, and could poſſeſs no 
more of what he had gained,then his juſt length and breadth, which was 
not denied to the meaneſt he ſubdued ; you have heard what the Great 
Conquerour of the Eaſt,Sa/adin,carried to his Grave of all he had gain'd, 
bur a poor black Shirt; wherefore let the Worp vr Gov be thy whole 
ſtudy, thy delight both day and night, that when thou ceaſeſt to be” 
here, thou maiſt be eternally glorified hereafter, this is the ſummun bo- 
2um, the chiefeſt good ; yet nextunto it, let me recommend the ſtudy 
of Natyre before any other thing whatſoever, for that zt is the great hand- 
maid of the Almighty, by which thou mayſt daily and hourly ſee the ſecrer 
operations of his hands, and be drawn neerer and neerer tohim, for ac- 
cording to the Apoſtle, by knowing Natural things, we come to know 
Spiritual the better, 

And now here it remaineth I ſhould again return to ſhew thee the me- 
thod and mannerof the ſubſequent Work where I letr off, and ſo haſten 
toa concluſion ; bur fince I have recommended unto you that which is 
the chief means of our furure felicity , I think good firſt (fince our hap- 
pineſs here, and the hope thereof hereafter conſiſteth much on the 
rear or badneſs of our friends and aflociates ) here to deliver thee 

ome Rules how to chooſe a true Friend, to know a true Friend; and to 
keep atrue Friend; for commonly according to the company, ſo we 
. conform our ſelves, the which if it be other then good, proves our 
utterdeſtruction, according to the old Proverb , Evil communication 
corrupts good manners. 


infuflions - # - Tn chooſing then of Friends; firſt negatively, and then affirmatively 


iy chooſe a Tſhall defire thee to obſerve theſe Rules: Negatively, that by no means 
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you familiarly affociate your ſelf with a lyar, difſembler ora flatterer, nei- 
cher with a proud man, nor covetous perfon; for they will prove deceit- 
full, treacherous and ſelf-ended;, beware alfo of Bragadotia's; I mean 
ſuch as boaſt and glory of their charity or courteſie to others , that they 
have done this good turn, and the other good tnrn for them ; for 
though ir be true they have beea beneficial ro fuch, and that they have 
done all that they brag of, yet will ſuch [take it for an approved maxime} 
be never true-hearted unto thee: And ſuchas are ſo baſe as to defire or 
beg that which they ſee is precious and deer in the ſight of any one, are 
alſo to be ſhunned, with thoſe that are not able ro keep ſecret what is 
commitred tothem in Truſt, and Promiſe-breakers, and ſuch as meer- 
ly eſteem of thee for thy Riches ; for theſe although rhey carry a great ap- 
' pearance or outward gloſs of Friendſhip unto thee, yer are they never 
cordial and real Friends, bur fained ourfides. But on the other ſide ler 
ſuch be deer ynxo rhee, and choſen for thy friends and familiars that are 
honeſt and'prudent , and as Cicero ſaith, whole integrity, conſtancy, 
fidelity and liberality is known to all their acquaintance : Ler him that is 
zealouſly affeted with and to vertuous and religious acts, be thy afloci- 
ate and choice companion ; for as Plato ſaith , friendſhip was given by 
nature to Mankind to help us and further us ro vertuous inclinatt- 
ons, not to vitious, lewd and fordid practices : wherefore Pythazoras ve- 
ry excellently faid, if we would ſhun vice we muſt be familiar but with 
few ; and Dicearchus would intimate the ſame unto us, when he adviſerh 
us £0 make the yertuous only our Friends, if we defire to keep the name 
of yertuous and honeſt men, and the reſt of the world, if poſſible, wel- 
willers unto us z wherefore wiſe Bias very wiſely ſaid, He was not wiſe 
that would make every one his Famiijar ; whence I may alſo conclude, 
that in the multitude of friendſhips friendſhip violaced. Do nor exceed 
then in abundance of friends and acquaintance; for if thou haſt but a 
few honeſt men and real friends to be thy friends, thou mayſt be aſlyred 
chou doſt exceedingly abound in friends. 

And now thar thou mayſt not be an enemy to thy (elf in this thy cavcars in 
choice, let me here give thee one or two Memorandums. Firſt, that you 2/"; of 
let not common applauſe or reproach be arule or ground to your afte&ti- gs 
on or diſ- eſteem of any one ; bur firſt ſeriouſly examine rhe crutch, and 
then accordingly mayſt thou ule thy diſcretion and reaſon : Secondly, 

. let not the Nation of a man deter thee from real affection, if there be ſut- 

ficient cauſe and ground to the contrary ; for it were abſurd in us to 

think all Nations evil, and our ſelves only good : As there are borh 

goodand bad amongſt us, ſois there alſo in the yery ruraleſt of Nati- 

ons; what reaſon have we to think all the Irith blood-thirſty , all rhe 

Scors deceittull, all che French fantaſtical, 8c. becauſe many of them 

areſo? For my part, if I meet with any man of thele that is true-hearred 

and honeſt, or of any other Nation , they ſhall be more deer unto me 

then a thouſand Engliſh Knaves , and as I will not conclude any man of 

another Nation a Knave or Honeſt, till T have experience ghereof, ſo will 

I nox be ſo indulgent as ro make no queſtjon of thole of my own Nation,

but carry a like ſuſpition of both the one and the other. till I am rightly 
:nd truly informed : The Scots are vulgarly amongſt us traduced and en- 
vyed, and yet they cannot be ſo odious here, but amongſt them we are 
as contemptible ; Tradition carries a great {way with tools and the vul- 
gar, but with wiſe men itis never regarded. Thirdly, ler not the appa- 
rel or cloaths of any one ſtaye thee off trom the familiar ſociety of friend- 
ſhip ; itisnot the Peacocks fine feathers, that can make him ſtng like a 
Nightingal : a Philoſopher may be in rags, when an Idiot is gorgeoutly 
arrayed ; look not to the ourſide, but theinſfide rather of a man,and rhou 
ſhalt not be deceived. 

Now to know the reality of thy friend, or whether thou haſt a true 
friend or no; ſeerhart in yourrryal of him, yu let him not know your 
condition, let it be in what degree or thing ſoever you prove him 1n; it 
would be too tedious a thing for me to ſpeak of every thing and way 
whereby thou mayſt try him, wherefore I ſhall here only inſtance one, by 
which according to the ſame merhod thou mayſt judge of the' reſt, Ad- 
mit you would borrow money, then be ſure firſt you want not money, 
leſt if your friend fail you, you are expoſed to want and ſorrow: yet be 
not known upon any condition to him you are or can be ſupplied, leſt 
then on the other fide, he knowing your ability, readily pertorms your 
requeſt, and you thereby kepr ſtill ignorant of his affection; for take this for 
a ſure Rule, that thar, and that only is real love, that without regard to re- 
quital or conſideration atall thereunto, ſets it ſelf on work , ler it be in 
this or any other kinde whatſoever; whereforeif thou haſt found ſuch 
a Friend as this, thou haſt aſſuredly a faithfull and real Friend indeed: 
never believe the tair pretences and; promiſes of men, neither their allu- 
ring tongues and {ſmooth ſpeeches, which commonly are the properties 
of diſlemblers and falſe-hearted, or hollow-hearted people. for you ſhall 
ſeldom ſee a fair tongue and a diſſembling heart go aſunder; wherefore if 
any ſuch thou findeſt, thou haſt more matter ot ſuſpirion then credit gi- 
ven thee, Bur remember that in proving of thy Friend thou render 
not thy ſelf ſo untriendly to him, as to require any unlawtu!! thing at his 
hand; for then aſſuredly thou muſt not only expect a denial of thy pre- 
ſent requeſt from thy triend, but the future triendſhip of thy Friend 
hereafter. 

That thou mayſt now keep a true Friend when thou haſt found him. ir 
is requiſite (as I have promiſed) to give thee ſome Rules. Wherefore 
then ler your patience be reciprocal, your opinions mutual, vour love in 
all matters (eſpecially things of indifferency) free, let your love be for 
love, not recompence or gain. And for that, Nemo ſine crimine wivit, 
there 1s none without a fault; youare to hide them, and to wink at them 
in one another, provided they proceed from frailty and imbecility. of 
Nature; and when you admonyh or reprehend a friend, let it be in a 
2908 and at a time convenient ; not openly in.company, but privately 

etween you and him, otherways you will Lande him in his way, and 
work no good on him; not when he or thy ſelf is in paſſion, for this will 
cauſe thy words to be lightly eſteemed, and work no impreſſion on him: 
Andler thy ſpeech be gentle and mild, yer be plain with him,and ſpeak 


ro 


ſtinate and wilfull. 


Bur let me now returne to ſhew thee the method of theſe my ſub- 
ſequent Labours. In the penning of them I have bin very plain for 
char I defire to be underſtod ; Animis ſcribo non auribus, I write to edi- 
fie my readers underſtanding, not to pleaſe his 'eare with fine words, 
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to the purpoſe, overcome him rather with mildneſs and clemency then 
anger and rigour, by which he.will be conſtrained rather to adhere unto 
thee and acknowledge himſelf obliged for this favour, then remain ob- 


rarher reſpe&ting the matrer then ſyllables ; and I have endeayoured to . 


compare one Author with another, andthoſe with a thixd , and again a 
fourth with all,almoſt on every ſubje&; and where one hath been ſhorr, 
I have inlarged with another,and where all have failed ro my expectation, 
I haye ſupplied of my ſelf,according to Didacus Stella in Luc.1o.Tom.2. 


Pigmei gigantum humeris impoſiti pluſ quam ipſs gigantes vident. Dwarts 


or Pignues ſtanding upon the thoulders of Giants, may ſee farther then 
thoſe Giants : I would have none therefore wonder toſee me frequent- 
ly diſſent from the Ancients and relate my own conceptions in dt- 
vers places ; yetin moſt I follow my Authors, at leaſt in ſenſe, though 
not verbatim. And.in ſome places I have trod the very ignorant and ir- 
. -rational paths of rhe Ancients , that ſo the ingenious and wel-willer 


to this Sczence may have matter wherewith to exerciſe himſelf, and not 

$ive himſelf. over to traditional precepts ; for my own part I 
abhor implicite Faith, . or erroneous tradition, without ſound and: {uffici- 
ent reafon given for it ; and therefore you will find I have often in theſe 
my labouts diflented from my Predeceflors. By ſome perhaps I ſhall be 
diſcommended, and again by others applauded for it; it is an hard mar- 
ter to pleaſe all parties, and therefore I have (I fay) ler ſlip ſome places. 
on purpoſe to convince thee that former Ages had not all the knowledge 
in the World, that ſo thou mayſt be weaned from thy confidence in the 
writings of the Ancients when neither reaſon nor experience are on 
their ſide, 1 ſhall not need to turn you to any of thoſe places in this 
Book ; I hope your ingenuity will be a ſuffictent index chereunto : yet 


wholly t 


leaſt ſome Momm ſhould convert this my filence to ignorance,and indea- 
vour to wound me with my own weapon, by imputing that as a fault in 
me, which I did wilfully negle&, T ſhall here mention one place, being 


fo remarkable and ſo palpable an abſurdity, * £5b.4. Se&#.2. Chap. 18. of 


this volumn you will finde the fignifications of the Sy» when he is Lord 
of the year in any of the twelve ſigns Arzes,Taurm,Gemini,Cancer and Leo 
being expreſſed, and the reſt by varying the former Rules implyed,which 
of all ablurdiries is the greateſt, it being impoſſible for the $x7 to be in

half-yearly, or quarterly ingreſs, which is ever made at his entrance into 
the firſt point of the Equinoctials A4rzes and Libra, or Tropicks Cancer 
and Capricorn; and therefore T muſt needs conclude the Antients have 
herein been very weak and as worthy reprehenſion as applauſe in 
other matters.

nct been ſaid before; or if you will not believe him, take the teſtimoriy 
of the moſt wiſe So/cmon, Ecclel.1.9. The thing that hath been, it is that 
which ſhall be, and that which is done, is that which ſhall be done ;, 
and there ts no new thing under the Sun : and it this were ſo in 
his days, fo long ſince, how can we in the leaſt expect novelties in 
this Age, or in theſe latter days, wherein though the world abounderh 
in Bobks ſo that D. King ſometime B. of Lonaon very well noted, they 
are in number without number, yet we ſhall inde the moſt of chem one 
and the ſame, expreſſed in ſeveral and divers terms and phraſes, ac- 
cording to the ſtrain and fanfie of the Penner, and for the moſt part we 
ſee him that comes laſt, to exceed his Predeceflors. 

It had been too intricate a thing for meto have nioted where I have 
inany place inlarged of my own , fince it is ſo general throughout all 
the tour Books; yet my phraſe and ſtile will lead thee I believe unto moſt 
of it ; itis wholly my own method and no tranſlation, but rather a col- 
leion, ſo that I may well ſay with Macrobizs, Omne meum nihil meum; 
mine is none of mine: yet this I can aſſure thee,that I do not remember 
any point or place where I have willingly been dark, or deſired to detain 
any thing from thy underſtanding : Ir is, as I may tay, even hewed out 
of the Rocks, and therefore I expect ſome places may be rougher - 
and more unpoliſhed then I could with ; its the firſt draught, and there- 
fore I hope that may a little plead tor me ; wherefore be pleated (Cour- 
teous Reader) to accept of my wel-wiſhes, and out of thine own good- 
neſs and gratefull diſpoſition pardon my defects, which I cannot bur fear 
are many, having not had time tocorret it, or alter the ſtile or phraſe, 
whichar the beſt is but homely, and ſometimes very harſh, according to 
the preſent condition and fancy of my genius at times, nor at all ſtudy- 
ing to frame or place my words, but quicquid in buccam venit ſerved turn; 
and tortell you the truth, it being once brought forth, I could not en- 
"dure to think of correcting 1t, it being a work both ſo painſull and 
troubleſom, ſo that I had rather write another Book as big again , and 
could as ſoon accompliſh it, as corre& whar I have here written , beſides, 
ſhould I have gone abour it,as oft as I ſhould have read it,ſo often ſhould 
I have altered it in one kind or other, according to that of Ter. Aaelph.

W herefore-in this regard 1 was the more negligent thereof , bur left it 
unto thee andthy courteſie, knowing that when I had done my utmoſt 
therein, I ſhould never be able to pleaſe all parties, if by ſome I were 
accepted, by others I ſhould be rejected; Imuſt look for as well frowns, 
flights and derifions from ſome, as applauſe or countenance from others, 
uot homines tot ſententie,lo many men ſo many minds; wherefore (gentle 

; Reader) 
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Reader) let this conſideration plead for me, and be thou fo favourable 
as to pals by my failings, and remember thar the beſt of the Antients had 
their faults and defects, the which I could here recite, might T juſtly vin- 
dicate my ſelf by the condemnation of others. Beſides, I would have 
thee alſo know I have not dwelt wholly on this ſubje&, neither do [I 
wholly devote my ſelf to any one ſtudy or Science whatſoever, or limir 
my Spirit to ſo ſtrait a prifon, or narrow confines, I was ever of aroving 
humour for matter of knowledge , and could never perſwade my felf 
I ſhould ever know enough of any thing : and although I am nor of ca-' 
pacity to attain ought but the froth or ſuperficies of any ſtudy, yet have 
I endeavoured to be aliquis in omnibus , though (being brought ro rhe 
proof) I ſhould be found Nemo in ſingulis ; wheretore let this with the 
preceding prevail with thee, ſoas that my moſt ablurd faults may ſeem 
little or nothing in thy eye, ſince indeed theſe my Labours were penned 
at ſpare hours, and on purpoſe to pleaſe my own tancy and humour , al- 
though Providence hath now made them publique. 

But here it may be ſome will carp at my writing in Eze/iſb ; but at ſuch 
I ſhall only laugh : forT aym to benefit the ingenious of my own Coun- 
rry, and write to their cdification, not toſhew my ſelf a Scholar ora wel- 
willer to Forrainers: but I would fain ask {ſuch Creatures, whether Homer 
that wrote in Greek, or Czcero in Latine, were not as worthy repre- 
henſion, as I that write in Exeliſh ? ſince thoſe were alſo their yulgar 
tongues; or, whatadvantage or benefit ſhould the people of my Nati- 
on teceive by havingan unknown language delivered them ? I write not 
toa few, but tothem all in general: Bucit I may be plain, the thing 
that moſt troubles them is, their Trade will be {poild , by reaſon their 
Juglings and Cheatings are beaten down, and the ſubſtantial part of the 
Art ſo plainly divulged. 

But to theſe men I ſay, let them ſorrow and repent themſelves of 
their hypocrifte, GiE-cndedants pride and coveteouinels the root of 
all evil, and learn love, humility, charity, and to purchaſe -unto them- 
ſelves general ſpirits; I know the conſciences of ſome of them will 
reſtifie unto themſelves they are herein ſpoken to, and preſently ima: 
gine I ſpeak in ill will to them, being conſcious to themſelves they have 
given me ſufficient cauſe by their frequent diſparagements of me to ſoine 
of my acquaintance. EE | 

But I appeal toan higher power to be Judge of this my action,I do not 
envy or bear ill will to any of their perſons, but I cannot endure to have 
men pretend to promote an Artor any thingelſe, and yer in the mean 
time act nothing leſs, nor nothing more then the ingrofsing of it wholly 
to themſelves : itis this, and this only that cauſerh me in any place to 
hintat them; wherefore ſince I know my own innocency herein, I thall 
be content to let them rail and revile me ar their pleaſure. 

It reſteth now I refer you to the ſubſequent Diſcourſes; but firſt I (hall 
deliver unto the World a teſtimony of my Birth, Breeding and Lite hi 
therto, being by ſome calumniated of Jate,and now likely to incur more 
of their bitterneſs by theſe my labours, and let not the Reader wonder 
I witneſs of my ſelf; forit is no more then many of the Amcients and

I was born the thirteenth day of March, in the year of our Lord 1626. 
#ilo Anzlie, in the City of Weſtminſter, in the County of Middleſex 
Anzlie. | | 

My Mother was by birth of England, as were all her Predeceſlors, 
my Father of Scotland and that of an antient family viz. of Eighther- 
houſe , which hath flouriſhed in great glory for 1500 years till theſe latter 
days, as the Records there teſtifie. 

The Original of our Name was from the reſidence of his and my Pro- 
genitors in che Land of Egypt, from the pleaſantneſs of the ſoy] where 
they inhabited, or of herbs growing thereon., which therefore had rhe 
ſame name, Ramzst vr, in Ergliſh being as much as to ſay Foy axd-De- 
lizht,and this was in that County which 1s called Goſhex;from thence rhey | 
came into Germanyunder the conduct of the Romany Emperonr , in which 
Wars for their ſervice they obtained of him z» a field Argent , the Eagle 
ſable diſplayed,with one head for their coat of Arms; whence (the War be- 
ing enced)being deſirous to travel,they took ſhip, intending for Enzland, 
and being often kept back by ſtreſs of weather and Divine Providence, 
they at length reſolved co take that place for rheir ref1dence to Poſterir 
where they thould be firſt forced to Land , and nor many days aftef, it 10 
happened they were driven into an harbour in Scotland on thar coaſt 
which is called Fzfe, where they being bur eight in number lett alive, builx 
the aforeſaid houſe, and called it by that name in their Language, which 
hath ſince been thus called, according to the ſpeech of the Countrey, 
viz. [ Ezehther-houſe} It is turther recorded of them, that as they inctea- 
{ed in number they diſperſed themſelves into ſeveral Families, of rhe 
which Dalhouſie is now reported the chiet , William Lord Rameſey being 
Earl thereof. 

Bur to come neerer home, when our late Soveraign Lord King James 
of happy memory came to the Crown of Ezgland, he ſent into France 
tor my Father, who was then there, and made him Page of the Bed- 
chamber and Groom of the Privy-chamber, and Keeper of all his Majeſties 
Clocks and watches, this I mention for that by *ſome he hath bin term- 
ed no betrer then a watch-maker; I contemn no trade or lawful yoca- 
tion whatſoever, but I would have men ſpeake the truth , ir's confeſt 
his ingenuity led him to underſtand any peece of work in that nature 
we read the ſame of Henry the 4th.ot France and Lewis the 13th.and man 
Princes and Emperors of Germany and others,which I could (bur for bre- 
vities ſake) record, and therefore the king conferred that place upon 
him: Now how this ſhould prove him a Watch-maker and no other, 
more then the late Earles of Pembrook ordinary Chamberlains becauſe 
oy bore this office in the Kings houſe, do thou judge; but this by 
the way. 

As ſoon as I was of any capacity, I was put to School in St. 41- 
bones in Hartfordſhire, Buſby,Weſtminſter, Milend-green,and other places; and 
when I thould have gone to Oxford, by reaſon of our late differences I 
was prevented, and therefore being defirous ro further my Learning , I 

importuned - 
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importuned my Facher to ſend me to St. Andrews in Scotland, bur there 
alſo I was diſappointed by the frequent approaches of the Marqueſs of 
MO eand his Army ; Irtherefore (rather then fail) ſerled in Zdinbureh 
Colledge, where I continued rill it pleaſed God to viſit that Town with 
Peſtilence, the which at length growing very hor, I returned in Apri/ 
1645. into Ezgland, and have remained in Londoy ever fince, wholly ap- 
plying my ſelt, as ever, tothe ſtudy of Nature, and the more ſecret and 
{ublime Sciences, bur-practiſed nothing ſave Phyſick ; for our home- 
bred differences and diſtractions, rending me (with many others) mean 
in the ſight of the more inferiour Spirits of the world (for wealth and 
honour I perceive brings not nobleneſs of mind) I would nor affociate 
my ſelf with many men and much acquaintance, bur till lived an ob- 
{cure, retired and reſerved lite, dedicating myſelfte wholly (I fay) to 
my book, ſo that I dare boldly averr (notwithſtanding I was born and 
bred-up all my days in and about this City of Loxdoy, fave only the time 
I was in Scotland) IT amnot familiarly acquainted with three people inal 
England, for ſuch is my diſpoſition, that I had rather be a ſtranger in the 
Land of my Nativity (in this perverſe and rebellious Age) and to the 
Seventy of men living therein , then to my ſelf and my own con- 
cience; the which ſolong as I may freely enjoy, I ſhall never repine bur 
be ever content with what condition, loſs or change ſoeyer, God hath far- 
therin his Wiſdom and Providence decreed for me; to whom for eternal 
protection T ſhall here commend thee and remain

But firlt, 
lealt ſome may queſtion whether it be an Arr, for that, asthey ſuppoſe, Ar:ſtor/e in ſome 
parts of his Works ſeems to deny it; yet upon better conſideration, there isno rational 
man but will ſoon ftinde that he is ſo far from denying any ſuch thing, that he ſpeaketh as 
Arifelle m- much thereof as any Aſtrologer can. Look further, Ariſtotle Methaphy/.6. and 12. and 
keth no &iffer- 1. Poliz.cap.7. and ſeveral other places, too tedious to relate here. Alfo his 2. De Cels 
=” _—_— text 17. and lib, de proprictat. element. and lib. de mnndo Cap.g. and inthe 4. de genera- 
ig Tn . 140ve animalizzm,cap.10.for there is none that is well acquainted with his manner of Wri- 
rocerhcr ih ing, but knows that he indifferently uſeth the Name of e4ftro/oger and Aſtronomer for 
P/y"s ac- one andthe ſame; and alſo in other places, Aſtrologer and Philoſopher, as making no dif- 
know <Ueh ference between them, which here to particularize were both tedious and ſuperfluous in

But to pur this matter quite out of doubt, letus but obſerve when the Syz comes in- 
to the Sign Tarys, and ſtirrethup the vertue of the Pleiades and Hyades in that ſign, Manifeſted by 
and the Hed; to the North thereof, and 0710s to the South , as alſo ArFurm then ſer- common expee 
ting ; and we ſhall ſee theſe Conſtellations (being naturally violent and tempeſtuous) do "'*2ce- 
raiſe Southern and moiſt winds for certain days together, watring the earth, and cauſing 
thoſe ſeeds and vegetables (not before to be diſcerned) toſpring forth and appear; and 
this hath not only been delivered unto us from Antiquity, but we every year (towards the 
latter end of that moneth, we vulgarly call e4pri/) finde it by experience moſt true : 
Hence that old Exgliſh Proverb, even amongſt the illiterate that know nothing of the 
cauſe, April ſhowers, bring May flowers. 
Again when the Sz» riſeth with the Dog-ſtar, we ſee it cauſeth many infirmities, and Farther yer 
vehemency of hear, ſo that Hipoe. Aphor.4,5. faith, Medicines are hard, or obnoxious Paviteht. 
that are adminiſtred under the Dog-ſtar ; likewiſe we ſee Dogs at this time apt to run mad, 
the Sea to be troubled, and all Creatures whatſoever in one Hee or other perplexed; and 
this is known commonly to all the vulgar, as well as the learned, and therefore needs nor 
farther to be amplified : yet in ſome Summers, this time is not ſo contagious as again in Why the Dog. 
other years, which happens according to the places and configurations of the Lumina: > ad > 
ries with the other Plaxets and fixed Stars, according to their intentions and remiſlions, jane :

Wherefore let the weakeſt capacity judge then, what reaſon or ſenſe there is in ſuch 
men as ſhall traduce ſo worthy and incomparable an Art as this, which they never broke 
{leepto underitand , but content themſelves (being altogether ignorant) with: a bold 
facing down the unſpeakable validity, worth and excellency thereof , which of all Arts 
and Sciences is both the molt noble (and ſo deſerving the fludy of the more refined and 
heavenly Spirits) and alſo the chief and moſt deleQable of all the liberal Sciences. 

Wherefore what hath been faid , ſhall ſuffice at this time , for the confirmation of 

the influence of 7=piter and the reſt, ſince I defire not to be more tedious then I 
needs muſt ; and ſince this will be cleared more fully anon when we come to treat of E- 
clipſes, Comets, Great Conjunttions and Blazing-ſtars, where we ſhall ſhew and teach their 
nature and influence over all earthly things whatſoever; I ſhall for this conſidera- 
tion, as alſo for that we are here in this place ſtill totreat of the influence of the Heavens, 
and then to ſpeak a word or two of that Diſcourſe late publiſhed in pretence of a Reply 
to my Lux Veritats,, leaſt this Treatiſe grow too big, crave your pardon till anon.

Hiſtoriographer worth a pins-head , bur knows they formerly were a moſt ſavage and 
rude people, without either civility or humanity (as a man may ſay) ſo that they did far, 
in ſavage and rude behaviour, paſs our wilde 17/5 : and if we farther look to their inge- 
nuity and ſharpneſs of wit, what Nation 1is there under the $#», to be found able to

Yet, I fay, notwithitanding all this, we ſhall finde, that neither time, cuſtom, nor 
education hath been able to extinguiſh their old and ancient faſhions, which is by the gc- 
im and nature of their Country Tolls unto them ; if we bur look into their form 
and ſtature of body, their immoderate inclination to tipling and homely dier, their con-

There is no man that ever dived into the cauſe of mens inclinations and diſpoſicions, 
eſpecially of the ſeveral cuſtoms and manners of Nations (which is the main ſcope of 
Philoſophers labours ; who are never contented to know this thing is of ſuch and ſuch 
an inclination, temper and nature, bur the reaſon thereof) but knows the truth of this 
point : wherefore I ſhall render my felf moſt weak longer hereon to inſiſt, ſince not only 
the Learned, bur alſo every ordinary Reader of Hiſtories (if with diligence he hath ob- 
ſerved what he hath read) can teſtifie the ſame,

Yet onething astouching Nativities I muſt here needs clear , which often- 
times rhe Arciſt may be deceived in, if he have not ſpecial reſpec to the general fate of 
the place, occaſioned by the general infiuence of Eclipſes, Comets, Blazing-ſtars, great 
Conjunctions, and Revolutions of the World, &c. For ofttimes though the Nativity. of 


any man promiſe health or long life, yet by reaſon of the affinity he hath with the place 


of his birth his health may be much impaired, and life ſhortened, by wars, general dif- 
eaſes andthe like ; but more eſpecially if the Topical /ars of that place be 1n the Hors- 
ſcope or medinm Celi, viz. the aſcendant or firſt houſe , or tenth or mid-heaven in the 
Nativity; and if ſo,this doth rather give him a fare ſtill ſubject ro general accidents.There 
are many other ways which may alter the Nativity of any perſon, but they would be here 
co0 tedious to relate, ſince I have an earneſt deſire ro be notediouſer then I needs muſt, 
and for thart I tear before I have delivered what 1 am yet to fay, I ſhall far exceed my 
bounds ; yet are not theſe ſo intricate, but by a skilfull and ingenious Artiſt they may be 
found out, &c. 

But here,it may be, ſome will ſay, that I do attribute too much to the influence of the 
ſtars and Celeſtial bodies ; wherefore I think good for the clearing of all what hath been 
already ſaid (leaſt ſome may be ſtumbled thereat) to deliver my minde as touching, their

ſneaks that ever I ſaw inmy life (that pretended to any thing) was this poor fellow he 
Sot to be the father of this Rable; for hearing be lay at the Bell in Carrer-lane , I went 
purpoſely to confer with him rouching ſome paſſages of that book which went under his 
name, but could not meet with him, whereupon] left a note , deſiring himto do me the 
favour if it were he that owneduch a book (for I was unacquainted with him) to let 
me know, (or whether it might be ſome other of his name) and he ſhould oblige me 
therein,and for an anſwer thereunto,I would be there again the next day at eleven of the

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To this purpoſe (I fay) T writ a-note and left it with the Chamberlain ofthe aforeſaid 
Inn, Md deſired thar he would importune him for an anſwer ; he promiſed me he would, 
and ſo for that time T departed , came the next day according to promiſe , inquired for 
the Chamberlain, demanded an anſwer, who had no more for me then this , that he had 
delivered my note, and importuned an anfwer, but could receive none ; 'then I acquaint- 
ed the Chamberlain with the buftnefs , that there was a Book publiſhed in the name of 
fuch a one, and being informed it was him that lay there , that owned it, and therefore ] 
defired him in my note to let me receive that favour from him to know whether he was 
che man, or ſome other of his name, and ſo wiſhed him to acquaint him again with my 
being there at rhe time appointed , and wondred he would refuſe to do ſo ſmall a 
favour as to refolve me in ſuch a queſtton, T or no; which he again promiſed me he 
would. : Gt: 

But what courteſie could F expe from fo mean a fpirit , which was never either ac- 
quainted with courtertie, civility, or manners, who would refufe to anſwer me,who wrote 
unto him in ſo indifferent a manner?for had T known it had been him,which at laft I found 
it was, I ſhould have ſaved'thar pains I put my felf to, and had never expeed other then 
I found at his hand. For What can one have of a beggar but a louſe? but thinking it might 
be ſome other of his name , was the cauſe of this my overſight ;- but to return again to 
our buſineſs , I told the Chamberlain (after he had promiſed 'me (I fay) to acquaint 
him with my further deſire) I would call again the next day at two of the clock in the 
afternoon, and if: he were the man, I ſhould be very glad to converſe with him, if his oc- 
caſions could permit ; but when came at the aforeſaid hour , his anſwer was, he ac- 
quainted him'to the full with all my defire, but could not perſwade him to ſtay within to 
ſpeak with me, but bid him tell me, he ſcorned ro deny any thing he owned ; whereupon I 
anſwered, I did no wiſe queſtion that, if he were a man that had any ſpark of honour 
dwelling in his brelt, and this was all 1 could underſtand. 

The which rugged , prepoſterous and uncivil anſwer , cauſed me preſently to believe 
him to be whom I found him at the laſt; for I knew one of that name and no other , but 
could never imagine it was he that ſhould fhew himſelf ro be Author offuch a Diſcourſe, 
though for the {implicity thereof he might very fitly have ſerved : fo then I inquired of 
the Chamberlain what manner of a man he was, and upon his ill-favoured deſcription, 1 
immediately reſolved my ſelfe of my former queſtion; andthen I was very urgent to 
know when I might meet with him; he told me about noon any day , but he knew he was 
reſolved not to ſpeak with me, and ſo indeed I perceived by a triend of mine, as ſoon as I 
was parted trom thence, whom I met, and in ſome diſcourſe, 1 acquainting him with what 
I had been abour, he told me that the other day he was chid by this rural Rnfws Rolandgs, 
or Orlando Furioſo; Perſwading him that he and none other had acquainted me with 
his lodging ; and then alſo I was aſſured and confirmed , thatit was him of that name 
which I knew, that was the Author (or at leaſt ſo in pretence) of that Pamphler. 
 Afﬀeer this, being very deſirous to meet with him, that I might ſhew him ſome of his ab- 
ſurdities and abuſes towards me, whom for matter of acquaintance he was a ſtranger to, 
I went twice or thrice about noon, thinking I might meet with him , but could not ; till 
the 22 day of Fanwury 1657. Iaccidentally rancountred him; it were here both ſuperflu- 
ous, and too tedious to relate what diſcourſe we had, he not being able to ſpeak one 
word without anger and choler , asif his heart were alſo on fire as well as his head , bur 
amongſt other paſſages, I fell into a yery great laughter, the which he not ſeeming to take 
notice of, ] asked him if he wondred.not at this my fuddain paftion,who anſwered, yes 1 
told him then, 1 could not poſhbly forbear laughing to ſee ſo ygung a man as he was, pre- 
tend to be the Author of that Book wherein 1amrtermed but a boy, and he not above 
three or four yeers (at the moſt) older then my ſelf, and therefore ! told him I rather 
expected to ſee ſome grave fellow, whoſe Beard was at leaſt as longas his waſte, and nor 
one whoſe Beard was hardly ſo long as his teeth. 

But both he and the Antient Door his Maſter , and Aughgr of that wiſe word 
(who confeſſed (to a friend of mine) nothing vexed him, but that he vas anſwered by lo 
Joung aman) muſt know that neither wiſdom, Jearning, knowledge, nor graceis to be 
meaſured by the Beard or age, and therefore but a moſt weak evaſion in his Arguments,

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ſince he cannot as yet confute with all his manhood, what a boy hath affirmed ; and if he 
thought I would take acceptions at this , with the reſt of his filly jeers and affronyg, rai- 
lings and abuſes, wherewith his Pamphlet is fraught , and therefore thought ir fit to 
make it proceed trom one ſo neer my own age , he muſt needs think it worthy cf much 
more notice, to procure laughter onely, but no otherwiſe ; perhaps out of a tender re- 
ſpec to my health he did ir, knowing me to be a melancholy man: for I know he isalſo 
a Doctor of Phylick; teſts Bredſtreet; nihil amplixs dico ; for the which good receit, be- 
tore the cloſure of this Book, (if I forget not)]I ſhall requite him with a double Fee, for ! 
abhor to be in his debt; but therein he did very ill to ſend me this medicine by ſo unworthy 
an Aporhecaries boy, or man (I crave your pardon) if he intended I ſhould ever have 
taken notice of it; otherwiſe he had been repayed longere now; I muſt confeſs | am 
not able ro compare Beards with the Doctor ; for mine is not by at leaſt two inches ſo 
long as a Goats, yet it was full as long as his (though not ſo hoary) the Sunday after 
the Eclipſe of the S»» in March laſt, when he beat down Aſtrology which Phreneticw, 
aud ſuch like Phrenſies ; and therefore inthis he ſhall have the preheminency for ſenex 
br puer, and fo being now in his dotage, I will give him leave to reckon up as many Boys 
of 26 yeers of age as he pleaſes, and make himſelf more ridiculous then already if poſli- 
ble,it being no unuſual thing with him to ſpeak repugnancies to both Reaſon and Senſe, as 
will appeare to any that ſhall peruſe his Book, and therefore I ſhall not need here further 
toinlarge. 


CHAP. X IH] 


Containins the fourth Reaſon, and a Vindication from ſome of their a-- 
buſes, and untruths. 


Aving tlrus entred, let us proceed to a fourth Reaſon. 

Fourthly,for that it is a diſcourſe patcht up with nothing but evaſions, as 
not diſputing ad idexs,and ſcurrillous railing language and abuſes towards 
me: amongſt hundreds of which, I ſhall here onely trouble thee with theſe 
three. 

Firſt, thag a godly ſcholler reported unto him, I was aſſiſted in the penning of my defence 
of bolerr Pane 32 of his diſcourſe ; the which he heatheniſhly, ub and Lone 
ly (+ willnot ſay fooliſhly) termerh #»chriſtianlike; I would he had not been thus hypo- 
critical, but had named his godly ſcholtars name (if any ſuch there were) and not have 
left his Reader and indifferent men thus in doubt ; nor ſo diabolically wicked asthus to 
invent untruths, rather then he will not diſgrace and diſparage me , which 1 ſhall prove; 
and alſo that he is asI here term him,and ſo conſequently not worthy the taking notice of, 
crediting, and that firſt affirmatively and then negatively. 


That heis moſt Firſt affirmatively , that ſince it is granted that no godly man will lye , he could not 


by any one be informed of any ſuch thing, ſince I never 1n the leaſt was aſſiſted, or inlight- 


wl wicked,and in- ned in any part of the Art, by any man or yeuy living or dead , much leſs in penning of 


that Book. which none ever ſaw till it was finiſhed and brought to be Licenced; beſides, I 
do here declare to all the world, I am not familiarly acquainted with any man living up- 
on the face of the earth, that is a ſtudent in this moſt Noble Science, and therefore Nefie 
that man whoſoever he be , that ſhall herein ſo groſly abuſe me, for 1 deſire any one 
(be it whom it will) that can herein diſprove me, to publiſh it to the world, and I ſhall be 
content to ſubſcribe my ſelfe no other(and then I am ſure I ſhall be bad enongh) then this 
moſt malicious and unworthy Orlando would perſwade the world of me. = 
ut 
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Bur he had done well for the prevention of this my Anſwer , to have acquainted j1s 
Reader (as I have ſaid) both with the name of his godly ſcholar, and the names of 
thoſe that | borrowed aid of; wherefore to any rational man, what hath been already 
ſaid , is ſufficient to conclude him not worthy my Anſwer to every particular of his 
Rabble, and that he is as I have affirmed him. And therefore I refer him co Rev. 21. 8. 
to receive his portion with ſuch 'as are there exprelt. 
Secondly negatively, that he is neither Godly nor Religious; for ſince there 1s nothing That he is nor 
| more certain, then that a godly man will not lye : ſo (by the rule of contraries) is there godly or religi+ 
any thing more affirmative,then that thar man that doth lye,is nowiſe godly or religious; 
& that he erred in this particular is cleer; Ergo,Not Religious nor godly himſelf, alrhough 
ſuch a pretender. And for the « ſſerrance therof let him but make it yet appear to the world that ; xm pioeg _ 
he was by any (whether goaly or no) informed of any fuch matter, and the names of thoſe wcrds, the Aus 
ſhould give me any aſſiſtance, that there be any in the world that Will juſtifie it , and I do here thor promileth 
promiſe (though if 1 overcome, [ ſhall gain thereby no credit ) I will hononr him fo far , as to bm char —_ 
let poſterity knoW he was worthy of RAMESETS Anſwer. = rv qe 
And ſuch is his malice, he cannot be content with this, but upon my expreſſion of the (herwiſe he 
Bleſſed (one of the Philoſophers which was but brought in by the way, he quibbles on 1t, holds him nor 
(leaving the matter ſtill in queſtion, and his Reader unſatisfied) and that with invective, worthy of- 
malicious , ſlanderous ſpeeches againſt my father , inferring by his rabble in the 39 page 
thereof, that my father was not onely ruinedby his ftudy in that martter, bur alſo lay in pri- 
ſon thereby, which is moſt notorioully falſe, as all that are of his acquaintance can juttife, 
for that he neither is in priſon or ever was upon any ſuch ſcore ; thereis nothing more 
certain. It is tt ue, much he hath expended in trying concluſions that way , but I detie any 
man living to ſay he put him to a peny charges therein; bur ſo intolerable is his turther 
abuſc herein, thar | cannot but deliver it ro the world, both for the clearing of my father 
and manifeſting this Furioſo's. maliciouſneſs; in the ſame place he hath theſe words , per- 
fiſting thus in his wicked {landers ; and ruly for this had he his due , his ears ſhould be 
cropt to teach him to keep his tongue within compaſs; afcer he had mentioned molt falſly 
and unworthily, he was in priſon thereby, he ſaith, rhough rhe Late: King bore With his de- 
feating him of hu expefations, and of ſcores of pounds, yet other men Will not , cannot bear 
ſuch wrongs; intimating as will ſoon appear to the judicious Reader, that he had mony | 
from the King for his charges in thoſe works, but to his great dammage brought naught 
to paſs, which of all miſchiefs and envies, is the greateſt ; for there is none who had any 
acquaintance with the King, but can acquaint the world, he was ever averſe to ſuch a be- 
lief, and had many times diſſwaded him from ſuch expenlive courſes (this truly is a 
pretty world when ſuch fellows as he ſhall ſpeak of kings ations and expeRtations) and 
ſo far was he from lending him mony, that he owed himin arrear when he died, 5500.1. as 
is teſtified under the hands of Sir Kobert Pye, Sir William Vuidale,Sir David Cunningham, 
Cap.

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his his Bal, that T being one of the ſillieſt & weakeſt Students in Aſtrologie was choſen 
out of all the other to contute the Doctor and vindicate the Art; Ha, ha, he ! by this, 
the Door and he are both very much credited that their ſtrong Arguments ſhould be 
refelled by the weakeſt Aftrologer, and that all that they can do cannot filence him, 
nor vindicate themſelves inthe leaſt point, ſave with railing, quibling, and evading with 
quillets nothing appertaining to the buſineſs in hand ; for if high words and abuſes are of 
ſufficient force to maintain an Argument, I will get an Oyſter-Belins-gate-wench ſhall 
confute them both in any Argument they dare mention ; and as touching my praciſing

I muſt confeſs they may eaſily convince me'; but to this definition I ſtand, upon which as 
I in the 100. page of that Book in anſwer to the Doctor fay, ſo here again I dare under- 
take the vindication of the validity and legality of the Arr, againſt not only what he hath 
ſaid, but all the Divines and men in the World put together in one can or will ſay againſt 
it : for ] am cc:tain he that can finde fault herewith,is not {ompos ments ; and therefore 
I ſhall appeal ro the learned and indifterent Judges that are judicious, whether my Argu- 
ments, that are grounded hereon, are not in full force, and remain as yet by them unſha- 
ken, notwithſtanding all their ſimple querks, whimſical tricks and quillets, and ridicu- 
lous quibles like themſelves, which ſoon vaniſh, not being worthy of any wiſe mans no- 
tice, they no wiſe diſputing ad idem. 

But this is not all; Who ſo ſhall but take the pains to compare my diſcourſe with their 
pretended Reply (although they pretend to the Reader they ſet down my chapters and 
-ſections verbatim) will ſoon finde their Sophiſtical juggles, and the Reader deceived ; 
for they not only omit here and there ſomewhat, which maketh abſolutely againſt them, 
but alſo in moſt ſeftions and chapters there is ſome very conſiderable points eſcaped their 
notice, for that rhey had diſparaged themſelves to have expreſſed them , knowing they 
could not give any ſolid or ſober Reply thereunto ,. I ſhall here only mention one whole 
ſion they have omitted,referring the reſt to your own ſearch at your leiſure; for ic were 
an intricate and too tedious a thing in this Book to particularize every one, and the 
reaſons why they omutted them ; ſince, { ſay. they have been herein ſo generally guilty, 
and not only ſo, but alſo in many places of what they have ſet down thou wilt Fade they 
have clearly wreſted the ſenſe and meaning of my words, and made them conformable to 
their own intentions, the better to have liberty for their bald jeers, abuſes and ſophiſti- 
cations; wherefore ſhould I rake notice of ſuch ſhufflers ſo as to trouble myF{elf. to re- 
turn them an anſwer, according to that of the wiſe man, Prov.

and 5. verſes, alleges by Doctor Hewes to condemn e4/tre{ogie ;. pretending to their 
Reader there is nothing therein contained, but.what was left ta me by Six Chriſtopher Hey- 
don, and therefore not worthy the ſetting down; and this the 'impudent Penner, indea+ 
vours to prove by theſe words, As 1 dare be judged by the learned in his oWn judgement ; 
andif ſo, T am ſure he will be condemned both for his falſe aſſertion and his-jmgudence 
thus to appeal to the Learned, in my judgement, in ſo untrue a thing, which his own con- 
ſcience accuſeth him of, and mult needs flie in his face for this, as for many other his abu- 
ſes and untruths; for Sir Chriſtopher in no part of his Diſcoyrle, ſo much asmentioneth 
that paſſage; for indeed, it came notat all in his way,not being alledged by Mr.'\Chambers 
whom he wrote againſt ; and therefore, before a friend of the pretended Replyersin the 
. aforeſaid 
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aforeſaid Inn where he lodged,the 22.day of Jar.1651.I offered him 10.]. to ſhew me any 
one paſſage inall that Section in Sir Chriſtopher Hezdon, or ſo much as that paſſage of 
Scripture mentioned by Mr. (h«mbers : wherefore what reaſon the Reader hath to cre. 
dit him in his other aſſertions and allegations through out all that Book, that dare thus 
peremptorily ſay and affirm any thing, Rouge never ſo falſe,let him judge ; but the truth 
is, he could not (though he ſtood upon Doctor Homes his ſhoulder, who had formerly 
wreited that rext, thinking no body underſtood the Scripture but himſelf, becauſe he is a 
time-ſerving Prone) anſwer, or give any ſufficient reply to my Arguments in that ſixth 
Scion, andtherefore omits it,that his Reader might not know what was therein, and ſo 
cemes ſneakingly off, with telling him it was not worth the ſetting down, being left to 
me trom Sir Chriſtopher Heydon ; the which if it had been true, being a paſſage of Scrip- 
cure, and brought by the DoRor to condemn Aſtrologie, and again his affirmation re- 
felled, it had not only been worth the ſetting down, but alſo anſwering (if he had been 
able ) had he had any defire to give his Reader any fatisfaRion in the thing in 
ueſtion. 
, Burt alas poor fellow, he never looks to that, knowing he cannot well loſe his credit 
more then he hath already; ſo he might have money for the fathering of it, what cared 
he what was in it, good or bad, ſenſe or nonſenſe, tis all alike to him. And thus much 
ſhall ſuffice for my fourth Reaſon , why 1 hold not that pretended Reply worthy 
my Anſwer.

of mine, wherein I ſhew Aſtrology not impugned by Scripture, 


but rather upheld thereby and allowed by that Divine Writ, and that thereby alſo the 
Stars are proved both ſigns and cauſes, notwithſtanding what theſe Punies have or can 
fay againſt it z now theſe being the conſiderablett points, and all others depending there- 


on, we ſhall in this place touc 
tothe diſcourſe it ſelf. 

In my 2. Section and 1. Chapter, being about to undeceive my Reader, that the Di- 
vine Writ allowed not of Aftrologie, and that it was not everywhere therein condemned, 
as was wiſely affirmed by Doctor Homes , who when all came to all could produce but 
fix places againſt it, and thoſe but imaginary neither, as may appear by thethird chapter 

* of my Lux Veritats ; 1 uſe theſe words, being penned by that glorious King Da- 
__ fears .,;4, who was a great Prophet, and had a large meaſure of the Spirit of God, being « 
by —_ man after Gods ovyn heart : The heavens declare the glory of God, Plal 19.1. The language 
y the Divine of the ſtars i heard over all the earth, or the uttermoſt parts thereof, Plal. 19.3. As if Te 
cripture. had ſajd (fay1 there) there is no part free from the power of their influences , for their 
power hath a general extent over all Nations, Kingdoms , Countries , Provinces and Lan- 
guages ; I pray who can refrain the ſweet Inflaences of the Pleiades? Job 38.31. Anddid 
| ; not 


on no other : but for your farther ſatisfaQtion, refer you 
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not the ſtars in thcir courſes fight againſt Siſera? Judg.5.20. One of theſe places had been 
exough to have convinced him of great Wickedneſs, in denying the Scripture doth anywhere 
allow of Aſirelogie, &C. 

To all which they reply thus, To that of P/al.19.1. they fay thoſe words ſhew only 
that the Heavens were framed by the Word and power of God the Creatcr, which if no 
other meanins were in theſe words to be underitood, the Prophet might as well have ſaid, 
a Dog, Cart, or any other Creature declares the wonderfull works and glory of the Al- 
mighty ; but the meaning thereof is, that he effefeth thereby and Worketh , and herein are 
his wonderfull works the more manifeſt, and to be admired. I thought the Docor and 
the other now of late pretending to be a * Miniſter of the word, had been better verſed in 
the ſenſe and meaning of that Scripture ; bur this by the way.. 


ways available to my Argument or purpoſe, diſputants like , alas, they tell their Reader, 
my interpretation muſt give place tothe Apoſtles, Rom.10.18. viz. preaching of the Goſpel, 
not of Aſtrologie ; and for the Pleiades in Job, ſay they, they are anſivered after ; and for the 
fighting of the ſtars againſt Siſera , compare 7oſ4.10.11. Exod 9.23. but name the words 
of none of theſe places ; for that would diſcover their wickedneſs in wreſting the Scrip- 
ture by affirming what is not ; as alſo their ignorance and weakneſs in not knowing how 
otherwiſe to anſwer the buſineſs, but by quoting the like number of Texts, and pretend- 
ingto their Reader, therein he ſhall receive clear ſatisfaRion , never regarding whether 
they were any thing or not to the purpoſe. | 

But ſince ye aie ſo cunning, I will be as cunning as you ; and ſince the point is ſo con- 
ſiderable, as that the legality of the Art, and the warrant thereof from Divine Scri- 
pture dependeth thereon, I ſhall ſhew you (becauſe you have thus played the Sophiſters 
with your Reader in this as in all other) what thoſe paſſages you quote ſpeak, and then 
ler any that hath but half an eye to diſcern between light and darkneſs, good and bad, 
truth and falſhood, judge of the buſineſs. 

But firſt, let me ſhew you what they have unawares confeſſed touching that of Judges, 
thinking it will confirm that ridiculous aſſertion of theirs, That the meaning of that 1 ext 
25, the ſtorms, Tempeſts, Winde and rain fought againſt Siſera : Ha, ha, he! | never knew 
in my life (nor (1 am confident) the antienteſt and wiſeſt Philoſopher that ever was )any 
ſtar that had the name of ſtorm, tempeſt, wind, rain or hail; the Divine Writ expreſly 
telleth us, that the ſtars in their courſes fought, ec. and yet theſe ———, what ſhall 1 
call them, render it ftorms, tempeſts, wind, &c. and therein themſelves both envious and 
ridiculous, having no better a come off; if all their learning cannot diſtinguiſh berwixt 
ſtars and ſtorms , they are not ſo fit tohold or maintain an Argument, asto g0 to ſchool 
to learn to ſpell better ; for although they are ſo antient, nanguam ſera eſt, &c. for (no 
diſparagement tothem) I have known wiſer, nay and far more ſolid and diſcreet at 18. 

\ yeersof age ; but perhapsthis theirerrour proceeded not from any defe of Judgement, 

hue of oldAge and wanting their ſpectacles miſtook & read forms tor ſtars, as their quon- 
dam brother read greex-bay-horſc for bay-tree ; wherefore ſince they are in their dotage, 
or at leaſt ſince theſe and fuch like miſtakes are uſual with them , I ſhall not farther take 
notice of ſuch animals; but return to ſhew you what a rod they have given me to whip 
themſelves, which they had very well deſerved,had they been thus tardy at School. 

In the ſame 22. page of their Pamphler, they confeſs ( but certainly unawares, as I ſaid 
before) that thoſe ſtorms, tempeſts, Winds, &c. were accounted by Junius to be cauſed by the 
Influence of the ſtars and heavenly bodies ; whereby you may clearly ſee how much they 
know what they write againſt, when the influence of the ftars is confeſſed by them to be 
the cauſe of thoſe ſtorms, tempeſts, &c. that diſcomfited Siſeras Army (this is as much 
as I defire)and yer in their very next words they deny that that paſſage of Scripture makerh 
any thing for Aſtrologie ; wherefore ſince you have at large already heard, and now here 
again by their own Arguments and words I have fully proved and warranted that the 
ſtars have influence on elementary things , I need not here ſpend time to ſhew you far- 
ther what might be underſtood, and is indeed to be collected affirmatively out of that 
text for this our pope ; buthaſten to ſhew that (notwithſtanding what they have ſaid) 
the ſtars are by the ſame teſtimony, viz. the word of God , proved to be both figns and 
cauſes; yet firſt let me ſhew youtheir impudence,wreſting of Scriptures,and concealedneſs, 
touching whom the wiſeſt of men, ( Selomon) Prov.26 12. teſtifyeth, Crap.

S touching the firſt, viz. Rom. 10. 18. Which they ſay s rather tobe 
taken then my interpretation , meerly hereby to deceive their Reader, 
not being indeed abie otherwiſe to give any ſolid anſwer thereunto (as 
hath been ſaid.) The words are (the Apoſtle having before ſpoken of 
the difference of that righteouſneſs which cometh of the Law, and 
that of Faith in the foregoing verſe, Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the Word of God , and then he faith) bur bave they not heard ? 
(meaning the People or Nations) yes verily ; their ſouna Went into all the earth, and their 
Words unto the end of the World ; ” about to ſhew that both Jews and Gentiles ſhall 
hear the word preached unto them ; but hereby they prove not (to any rational man) 
that becauſetheſe Texts agree and come neer to one another in words,, Gorehire they are 
one and the ſame in ſenſe ; for that were to render themſelves both void of ſenſe and 
reaſon ; ſor we ſee clearly the Apoſtle here promiſeth in a Prophetick way the Univerſal 
preaching of the word, or at leaſt that it ſhould ſhine inthe dark corners of the Gen- 
tiles, who were then unbelievers; but not one word or mention either in this Text, or to 
be gathered out of all the Chapter, of the ſtars or their influence : but in that 19. P/al/rn 
ll the third verſe we ſce clearly, there #5 no ſpeech nor language, where their voice 1s n0t 
heard ; meaning the voice of the ſtars, viz. their influence ; having (as you have heard) 
in the preceding words ſaid, 7 he Heavens declare the glory of God, and the firmament 
frewerh hu hanay work , and in the ſubſequent words, 4x. verſ. 4,5, 6. their line 
24 gone out through all the earth, and their words to the end of the World: in them hath he 
ſet a Tabernacle for the Sun, which as a Bridegroom cometh out of his chamber , aud rejoy- 
ceth as a ſtrong mantorunarace ; his going forth is from the end of the heaven, and ht 
circuit rauto the ends of it, and there ts nothing hid fromthe heat thereof; By which you may 
plainly ſee that David there ſpeaketh of all the Heavens in general ; the heavens declare, 
&c. and ſtars therein, when he mentions cheir voice, and particularly the Zodiack , which 
he calls a Tabernacle for the S$#» ; moreover, you are quite put out of doubt, that he be- 
fore ſpake of all thcie, and the influence of the ſtars by his mentioning this more parti- 
cularly, the Sun, 9m: eſt Rex aſtrorum, and his heat, and ſo comprehending all under 
him being the chief of chem ; intimating alſo that his influence is univerſal throughout 
the whole earth from the Eaſt unto the Weſt, the which courſe he rejoyceth to run « 4 
ſtrorg man to run arace; ſothat from hence here can nothing in the leaſt be gathered for 
the uniting thoſe two Texts in ſenſe being as different as the North is from the South , or 
as Heaven is from Earth, and alrogether as impoſlible to be united, as it is to joyn the 
Eaſt with the Weſt, or tlie Vole Artick with the Antartick 3 for it was meerly the margi- 
nal notes in ſome of our Bibles, which led theſe two learned Teachers of the Word of 
God out of the way, and into this weak buſineſs, ſerving no whit at all to their purpoſe; 
which they knew well enough ; and therefore it was they delivered not the words of the 
Text they quoted, perſwading themſelves that their telling the Reader it was St. Pawls in- 
terpretation of the P/a/m agreeing ſomewhat in words, would be ſufficient ; and truly ſo 
it is for the making them ridiculous, but for nothing elſe ; for ſure 1 am St. Paul, never 
made either an interpretation or expoſition of the Pſalms , or the marginal Notes 
in our Bibles; but me thinks they ſhould have taken the 4,5,and 6. verſes before mentio- 
ned with them, and have made all concur, they depending ſo unanimouſly one upon the 
other : butthis is clear, let us now to their anſwer tothat in 7ob by me alledged, andſo

Argument, and very eafie ! But whoſo ſhall peruſe St. e Fuguſtine upon 1ob, which here 
would be too tediousto diſcuſs, and ina manner (being ſoclear, and that by the teſti- 
mony of ſo good an Author) ſuperfluous ; I ſay no more on this matter, only deſiring 
thee alſo to peruſe but the preceding and ſubſequent words of that paſſage of St. eA#- 
guſtine which they bring, ſeeming to make for them, and thou ſhalt finde therein alſo 
their jugling tricks to deceive their Reader : juſt as they brought Pro/omie to condemn 
eAſtrologie, which I hinted at in the beginning of this Book ; tor it 1s very ſtrange that , 
Ptolomie ſhould ſpeak againſt that which he taught to the World in four Books in Folio x ode 
but if the ſenſe and meaning of the Author be not regarded, it is an ealie matter even 1n/?99/! 
the beſt of Writings to finde out ſome ſeeming contradiQtions. 95 -IY 

Bur I dare poſitively affirm and maintain that St. eA#gnſtine doth in no place of all his T-.} 
works condemn, and poſitively dif-allow of Chriſtsau Tudicial Aſtrolegre 1n its purity,and 
not abuſed; and this may ſufficiently be manifeſted by thoſe five opinions 1 have fer down 
in my Lux /eritats, chap.2. ſect.3.which he recordeth i» /ibro de Civitaie Dei, lib.5.cap.1. 
for though the ſuperſtitious abuſes thereof be by him condemned, it _ nor there- 
fore the natural uſes are to be aboliſhed ; and therefore though before his converſion he 
followed the Hereſics of the Mfanichees,who maintained the ſtars to be adored and pray- 1.;; cap. 4. 
ed unto, and afterwards wrote againſt them , yet can it not be made apparent, that he and lib. :o. 
utterly condemned this liberal Science,as will appear by theſe words of his in /ibro 5. cap. 6. <ap-$. contra 
de Civitate Dei; Non uſque quaque abſurde dict peſſit ad ſolas corporum d:fferentias. affiatus pros Man. 
quoſdam valere ſidereos, ſicnt in ſolaribus acceſſibus, & receſſibus ; videmms etiam ipſries : 
anni tempora variars , & lunaribus increments & decrementss angers & minui quedam 
genera rerum, ſicut echinos & conchas, & mirabiles «ſtus oceani, non autem & animi v0= 
luntates pofotiombus ſyderum ſubd : whereby we ſee nothing exempted from ſubjeQion 
20 the ſtars that is bodily, but only our ſpiritual part ; neither doth he aſcribe this power 
to the ſtars in rome, as that their ſpecifical vertues are not poſſible to be known by 
man ; for in his Book De ger. (ib.2. cap 5. he agreeth with Aſtrd/ogers that Saturn is 
cold. - 
Again ſhall we admit that St. Awgeſtine, and with him all the Fathers unanimouſly 
are againſt «ſtrologie ; yet may we not hence make our ſelves ſo ridiculous as to conclude 
eAſtrologie of no validity or efficacy, they being but men,and therefore ſubject to error; 
aft ſince it is nowiſe condemned by the word of God (which ſhould be the touchſtone of 
all mens writings) further then that men ſhould not give the power of the Creator to 
the creature, nor impoſe a fatal neceflity and truſt therein; and therefore St. Auguſtine 
inthe aforeſaid fifth Book, and firit chap. of h# City of Ged, delivering five opinions (as 
Ifaid) concerning deftiny, in his firſt ſheweth , that by deſtiny is underſtood The provi- 
gence, will, and poWer of God; andtherefore he warneth Aſtrologers, that they continue 
their opinions, but corrett their tongues ; for that through cuſtom of ſpeech the vulgar 
commonly underſtood nothing by the word fate, or deſtiny , but the inevitable power of 
the ftars ; and ſo becomesa means to draw them from a true truſt and confidence in God 
and his word. 

And truly were it not for fear of making this Treatiſe too great, 1 could ſhew you 
that every part of Afrologie, nay even monethly Prognoſtications(which ſome men think 
are condemned by the word of God) being grounded upon obſervation deduced from

M Ark how as touching this point, they tell their Reader iz 7s anſWered after, but Their Reply 
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cauſes in nature, have ever been permitted and ſuffered in all well ordered and Chrittian 
Common-wealths ; and that not only the Fathers and latter JDivines, but even Mr. Cat. 
vin himſelf mm h+ «dmonition, with others (that attribute as little to this Art as they ma 

do allow thereof, /o far forth as it extends to the ſtate of the Weather,of health, ſickneſs, 
plenty, dearth, and to the direttion of the Phyſitian when to purge by Pill, when by Potion, 
when by letting of blood ; this being as far as I maintain the Art, and make my ſtudy there- 
in procced, as ſhall be cleareg betore the cloſure of this Treatiſe ; but let us here proceed.

deliver the words, which are theſe, /2ſh.10,11. And it came to paſs as they fled from before 
Iſrael (meaning the hoſts of the 5. Kings) and were in the going down to Bethoren, that 
the Lord caſt down great ftones from Heaven upon them unto Azekah ; they” were more 
which died with hale-ſtones, then they which the children of Iſrael ſlew with the ſword : in all 
which, we ſee only the vengeance of God executed on thoſe people that To/2nah was or- 
dained to drive out from before the children of J/-ae/ : how doth this prove thar- the 
ſtars in their courſes ſought not againſt Sera, in the fifth,of /#dges?2 or that they did 
not indece fight alſo againſt theſe 5. Kings ? for by their own eonfeſlion, the ſtorms, hale, 
wind, and tempelts that diſcomfited Sseras Army,were occaſioned by the influence of the 
{tars ; ard therefore I know no reaſon to the contrary, but that they were alſo occaſioners 
of theſe hale-ſtones, ſo that they have gained little by this their 6 place to be there- 
with conipared. 

As touching the ſecond, it is this, Exod.g.23. The words are, 4nd Moſes ſtretched forth 
his Ked tuwaras Heaven, and the Lord ſent thunder and hale, and the fire run along upon 
the ground, und the Lord rained hale upon the Landof Egypt ; a ſtrong argument truly, 
that the ſtars in their courſes fought not againlt Sera ! what would they have it to be, or 
their Reader to underſtand by theſe their weak come-offs? would they have it the hand of 
God ? I ſay the ſame ; would they have it hale-Rorms? I ſay foto ; what would they 
bare it to be? Can they ſhew me in either, or both theſe their texts, that the ſtars in 
their courſes fought not againſt Si/era ? or can they ſhew that thereby we are taught and 
ſhewn to read that place otherwiſe 2 but they ma know this, that though in neither of 
them there is a word to be found or mention made of any ſtars,yet inthat of Judges there 
is both mention of them, and expreſs teſtimony they fought-againſt S;/era, The ftars in 
their courſes fought againſt Siſera. 

So that you ſee clearly my Arguments, proving Aſtrologie to be warranted by the 
word of God , do remain or unſhaken, and that notwithſtanding all that they have or 
can ſay ; no ſolid Reply can be by them produced to the contrary; wherefore it matrereth 
not (ſhould we make no more words) what either of them both or all the men in the 
World that are either ignorantly or obſtinatly or traditionally againit it,do fay againſt it 
for as1 end that 2. ſect of my 2. chap. where I prove the {tars tobe both ſigns and cauſes, 
I may here, you ſee, again triumphantly ſing, Ee 5 Scriptura, 6 ipſe Deus nobrſcum.quu 
contra nos? If the Scripture and God himſelf be with us, who can be againſtus ? 

Wherefore you ſee now what great cauſe the Penner of that rabble had to ſay after 
theſe evaſions and jugples, Thus With a touchit appears that Mr. Rameſey is decerved in 
ins contlufion ts the ſaid proofs, that one of them Were enough to convince any man the ſtars 
have infiwence 3 for, nor one, nor all, nor an hundred ſuch, are in «ry ſhew ſufficient to con- 
wince a prudent man of this, &C.

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Thus you ſee he denies the very teſtimonny of the word of God, nay although it were 
affirmed by an hundred places, and yet with all his wit he cannot refell the leaſt of theſe, 
fave with his facins down with a bold forehead , which to the judicious will be but a 
laughing ſtock ; for now it is moſt manifeſt, that whereas he ſaid, I was then in a dream, he 
is in ſuch a dream that he knoweth not where he is, nor how to beturn or betake himlelf 
for reſuse, but by railing and ſpitting his venome Viper-like againſt me and that where- 
with I have wounded him to the quick ; for itis moſt apparent, that (although he ſaith 
thus with a touch,e&c.)he hath ſo lightly touched my Arguments, that they yet ſtand un- 
ſhaken ; and had he not ſaid thus with a touch,we had not known whether he had touched 
them or no. Wherefore now lets ſee how my Arguments alſo by the word of God that 
the ſtars are both ſigns and cauſes,are ſtill left alſo unrefelled , and fo haſten to a con-

becauſe it would here be too tedious to rehearſe, Irefer unto thee to perule at thy 
own leiſure z to all which thou ſhalt finde no other reply returned then this at the Jatter 
end of the 73. page. The Dotlor denies nut that the ſtars arecanſes, and this [ believe 1s 
granted me, becauſe they knew no other reply, without rendring themſelyes ridiculous 
co the World; but if fo, and (asit is farther granted) that he allowerh of Natural A- 
ſtrology, and ſo conſequently that the ſtars are alſo ſigns; ler me ask any rational man 
what they argue againſtthen , if the ſtars be confeſſed ſigns and cauſes of wind , hale, 
ſtorms, tempelts and alteration of weather z or how isit then unlawfull, Diabolical, or a 
doctrine of Devils, to praGtiſe or prognoſticate thereby of theſe accidents? as Doctor 
Homes moſt wiſely and diſcreetly termeth it : And thus haſt thou briefly been ſhewn thc 
utmoſt of that diſcourſe for the refelling of mine, by which you ſee, notwithſtanding, 
Aſtrologre to remain in full force ; thatthe ſtars have influence, and are both ſigns and 
cauſes warranted by the Divine Word of God. Itreſteth therefore now, I only add this 
one place more in the 4. ſe&. of the 1. chap. of my Diſcourſe, wherein 1 prove that the 
Art of A4ſtrologie isnot prohibited by the word of God, nor the ſtudy thereof by God 
himſelf, but rather by him allowed,and then ſhall conclude with a Relation of the power 
and ſubje& of Aſtro/ogie, and how far it is by me defended or maintained, and pals over 
all the reſidue of that rabbling, railing reply as not worthy my notice, 

In that fourth Se. (I ſay) proving the legality of Aſrolopre, and that God doth not 
prohibite the ſtudy thereof, as is clear by that teſtimony of the Holy Ghoſt by St. Stephen 
in the 7. of the Acts ver. 22. ſpeaking in the commendation of oſes, he giveth him over

< that ſtudy Aſtrology (not tothe vulgar and proficient in other Arts) to forewarn his 
** pzople of the danger and puniſhment ro come; and if it were not ſo, he might as well 
*© ihew ſignes of his future pleaſure to the 1lliterate by common vulgar things, asin 
** heaven, to the learned Aſtrologer who can onely judge of theireffects. 

Now but warily obſerve their Reply, and thou wilt have fit matter of laughter; for in 
the 38 page, they ſay that my alleadging that God ſhews blazing-ſtars onely to Aſtrologers, 
t-+ 4 grots nutruth, Confeſſed by thouſands of the vulgar yet alive in England , Who 
ſer the blazing-ſtar many nights that appeared aforc the SWediſo wars in Germany ; for 
what hinders but ſhepherds, ſaylers, Watch-men , and Illiterates ſponld percerve that Which tu 
obvious to the common eys of man-kind , and dijtinguiſh a Comet from a ſtar by hu neerneſs, 
moti nd hu feather or long tale? 

And truly herein they have told us a long tale to no purpoſe ; for ſhould I deny that 
ſuch things can be diſcerned that are obvious to the common ienle of ſeeing,I ſhould in- 
deed render my ſelfe as ridiculous as they have in not apprehending my words , who deny 
not in the leaſt, but that they may plainly be ſeen of Sailers, Watchmen, Shepheards, 
iltiterate Hay-makers, alſo dolts, and Aſſes if they be not blind or afleep , which 1s no- 
thing at all to my Argument; for I was to let my Reader know that God more eſpecially 
(allowing of the ſtudy and contemplation of his heavenly creatures in his ſervants) 
ſheweth ſuch things as are ({omers and Blazing-ſtars to Aﬀtrologers onely; 1 fay becauſe 
they onely of all other men , arethe ableſt to judge of their effects and porterices , that 
the people might be forewarned of their miſery and the like ; for otherwiſe be might 
ſhew bis wonders in common vulgar things. 

Bur if we obſerve, it is wonderful to ſee how learnedly theſe zealous blades by this 
their Reply prove that God (contrary to what I have alleadged) doth not in the leaft 
allow of Attrology, or the Students thereof, by this his ſhewing of Comets or Blazing« 
ſtars; and that this my Argument conduced not to the validity of the Art or Artiſts, 
and not tocome off ſo blewly to argue on what was never affirmed ; but poor men they 
are to, be excuſed ; come once to talk to themof Comets and Blazing-ftars, and you pur 
them quite out of their ſphear : therefore I ſhall onely propound this queſtion to them, 
and look for an Anſwer when they are able to underitand Engliſh; they ſay 1 am ſhame- 
fully out in my Latin,becaufe I interpret not the words of the Bachharen Councell verba- 
tt, but deliver the ſenſe of them. I thought I had writ to men,which would have been 
content with the ſenſe, and not to children that mutt have ir word by word expounded; 
but however, this muſt needs be a Bull to affirm that therefore I was out in my Latin; but 
they cannot deny they are in this place outin their Engliſh , which is a far greater faulr,

fince he may be confidently aſſnred that ſuch inquirers are nowiſe either rational or religious,

holds another Planet in another fiery ſign (being in equal number of degrees) 
with a Trine; as alſo a Planet in an Aery ſign, another Planetin an Aery lign ; 
one in a Watry fign , another in a Watry 1ign ; in an Earthy ſign, a Planet 
in an Earthy ſign. And this Trine Aſpect, conſiſts of an hundred and twenty 
degrees, &C. , ; jo Tr 
| he 5$# and Jupiter have dominion in the Fiery-Triplicity , the Sz ay, 
raid Sg and Izpiter by night : the Sun, for that he is het lad fl. of the Hen o 
plicity. theſe ſigns: ar.d T-puer,for that he is temperate; and to moderate the extremity there- 
of, theretcre he ruleth this Triplicity in the night : yer ſome of the Ancients have 
added in government with them Sarzry, that by his cold natuae, he may temperate 
the exceſs of heat. This is the Eaſtern Triplicity. 
H and & the Satarn and Mercury have dominion in the Aery-Triplicity, which is Weſtern 
Acry. Mercury by night, and $a1#rz by day z Libra is his Exaltation (and you have heard 
for what reaſons) Aquaries is his houſe and ſign wherein he moſt doth joy , Gemini is 
CMercurys houſe ; wherefore Satzrs hath chief Dominion in this Triplicity ; yet 
ſome have joyned Jrpirer in fignification with them , by reaſon of his tempe- 
rancy. _ 
Highs both night and day, hath aſſigned him chief Dominion of the Watry 
Triplicity ; this Triplicity is Northern : certainly the reaſon why Ars was ailigned 
chief Ruleof the Water, was to cool his courage and abate his heat ; for we ſee he 
is more powerfull ro work his miſchievous pranks in Leo thenin (axcer ; for he ha- 
ving dominion and rule in Caxcer, he worketh not altogether ſo much miſchief (yet is 
he in Fall in Cancer, but 4 6. 69 in Zero) wherefore a Planet Peregrine is worſe 
then a Planet in Fall, if he be but ina term: yet ſome of the Ancients have joyned 
Venus and the A7ccn with Hars, by reaſon Carer isthe Hoons houſe, and Piſces the 
Exaltation of 7 «us. 
> hs Vexns and { *ra are appointed chief Governeſſes of the Earthy-Triplicity, which 
Earthy, is Feminine and Southern, cold and moyft, cauſing South-eaſt winds, cold and moyſt 
Ayr ; and therefore aſligned to theſe Feminine Planets.

Bur the reaſon why the Planets are after this manner divided into terms, is briefly 
this. The Sages and Philoſophers in former Apes followed this rule; firſt, ro obſerve The reaſon 
what Planet had moſt dignities in a ſign; whether by Exaltation and Houſe, Triplicity why the terms 
and Houſe ; or Houſe, Exaltation or Triplicity only ; and ro that Planet that had ** ſoartribu. 
two or more Dignities, they aſligned the firſk term, whether he were a Fortune or egy _"—" 
Infortune ; and if an Infortune have not two dipnities in a fign, they placed them 
laſt, and gave them the laſt term of the ſign, and the firſt term tothe Lord of the 
Exaltation,to the Lord of the Triplicity, or the Lord of the Houfe ; ever preferring 
him who hath two — before thoſe or him that had bur one, except only in 
Cancer and Leo; for becauſe Cancer is the oppoſite ſign to the exaltation of Mars, 

P12, (apricorn, therefore is the firſt term of (Carer aſfigned to Mears ; and becauſe _= 
Leoisthe oppoſite ſignto the houſe and joy of Satwry, is the firft term of Leo given bn 
b-- 
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to him; to the Infortunes are given ſtill the laſt of all the ſigns, except of Leo; the 
laſt term is given to #piter ; the quantity of the terms are thus divided ; when /wpiter 
and YVex have not two of the aforeſaid dignities in the ſame ſign, nor in the ſecond, 
third, nor fourth, they have ſeven degrees alotted themeor their term : Satwrny and 
IHars, becauſe they are infortunes (except in their own houſes) but five; ſome- 
times four, three, and two ; Mercary, for that he is of a mix nature, and naturally 
neither good nor bad, hath fix degrees alotted him, In hike manner, when a Planer 
hath the aforeſaid dignities, he hath aſligned him one more, as YVexxs in the firlt term 
of Taurrs hath aſligned hereight degrees ; and Sarwrn in the firſt term of Aqnaries 
hath ſix degrees alotted him ; and where Yen hath eight; you ſee Sarzry harh but 
two in Tawrns, being ſo much diminiſhed , he being very weak in Tawras : ſo alſo in 
Sagittary, you ſee 7upiter is increaſed one, being he is there ſtrong; and CMercnry 
being weak, is diminiſhed one ; 7#piter hath eight, CMercary but five ; but why they 
are ſo divided throughout the ſigns, I finde no Author give ſufficient reaſons ; I mean 
for this Table, according to Pro/omie, which, he ſaith, he found in an old rotten 
worm-eaten book, which was half conſumed with worms and age, in which, he ſaith, 
there was a long ſtory of the utility and reaſons of the terms : but by reaſon of the ſo 
much decay of the Book it could not be legible,ſo that he could not tranſcribeit; and 
ſo leaveth the Reader ſtill in doubt concerning this point , the clearing whereof re- 

uireth much time and ſtudy, which ſhall not be wanting hereafter in me to beſtow 
( God granting me life and health ) for the benefit both of the Arc and Students 
therein. In the interim be content with what I have now delivered,

Shewing the uſe which is to be made of the Terms. 


PO Emember that a Planet in his own Term is ſtrong, and that the more 

D dignities he hath there, the ttronger he is ; for I#pitey in the firit 
term of Sagittary, is ſtronger and more powerfull then in the firſt 
term of Aries ; yet they are both his terms; the reaſon is, becauſe 
Sagittary is both his Houſe and Triplicity ; e£ries is but his Tripli- 
city only; wherefore you ſee in Sagitrary he hath the firſt eight 
degrees for his term, in Ares but fix; and ſo obſerve the neerer 
a Planet is in nature tothe place of his term, the ſtronger is the Planet therein; for 
Izpiter being hot and moiſt, hath but five degrees for his term in Virgo, which iscold 
and dry ; yet in Gemni, which is hot and moiſt, he hath ſix, it agreeing with his tem- 
per ; yer in Caxcer, which is cold and moyſt (you will perhaps ſay) he hath ſeven, 
which agreeth not ſo near to his nature ; but the reaſon thereof is, Caxcer is his houſe 
of Exaltation, and ſo hath alotted him one for that, as you have heard before; for 
you mult know the more dignities a Planet hath ina ſign, the tronger he is, and hath 
the greater term alotted him. 

In like manner, if a Planet that is cold and dry, bein a term ſo likewiſe qualified, 
viz, cold and dry alſo, his cold and dryneſs is the more increaſed, and will work the 
more forcibly on the Inferiours he is ſignificator of; obſerve the ſame rule in all the 
reſt of the qualities and humors, ſtill remembring that a Planet is ſo much the more 
increaſed in ſtrength, by how much the more he is located in the places of his own 
temper and nature. 

, Moreover a Planet that is hot and dry,is leſſened of his vigour in a termthat is cold 
and moyſt ; ſo likewiſe is he augmented in heat if he be naturally cold and moyſt,and 
ina term that is hot and dry. ; 

In like mannerjnote, that if a fortunate Planet be in a fortunate term (I ſay note 

in 
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in general) his goodneſsis the more increaſed and augmented, having more power 
and ſtrength to operate in any thing whatſoever he is ſignificator of ; as if he have ig- 
nification of good, he is then ſo much the better ; and on the contrary anevil or male- 
volent Planet in a malevolent ſign and term is the more miſchievous. 

The Lord of a Term when he is in that Term, let it be what ſign it will, hath more 
power therein then the Lord of that ſign or the Planer that hath that fign for 
his Exaltation, if he be Peregrine anywhere, which is as much to ſay, Poſſeſſion 25 
eleven poiats of the Law G when there 1s but twelve. And if the Lord of any term 
be in his term, and the Lord of the ſign in another ſignin any Aſpect with him, the 
Lord of the term ſhall have more power in the ſign where he is, then the Lord of the 


ſign, and ſhall be principal ſignificator ; and if the Lord of the term be in his own 


cerm and ſign, his ſtrength and power is ſo much the more increaſed. 

What ever Planer be weak in a fign , that Planets debility is leſſened, when 
or by his being in that part of the ſign he be where he hath any term ; and if 
he be in term and fign both of his own nature , he is very ftrong and fortu- 
nate, as aforeſaid.

The Uſe of allthis is no more, but if you finde the cuſpe of the Aſcendent in the 
Nativity of any one, in any of theſe faces, you may judge the Native to be quali- 
fied as you here find ; your judgment will be the more certain, if you tinde the Lord 
of the Aſcendent, the C4o07;, Planet beholding the aſcendent, or Planet beholding 
the Lord of the aſcendent or the /Zooy, or both, in the ſame face or faces of the ſame 
nature ; todwell longer here were but vain, fince this is ſo clear and plain.

Oreover , the Planets are faid to be in their joys when they are in thoſe 
houſes where they are moſt ſtrong and powerfull, as, 
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The reaſon why theſe are their joys, is this. Saturn joyeth in Aguaries, and not in 
Capricory, although both are his houſes, becauſe in Aqmaries he hath both houſe and 
triplicity by day ; in Capricorz he hath only houſe ; ſo likewiſe Jupiter joyeth in Sa- 
gittary, andnot in Piſces, becauſe he hath in Sagizrary both houſe and triplicity, in 
Piſces but only houſe: and ſo of allthe reſt except Lxa, who although ſhe hath not 
triplicity in (axcer, yet is it a ſign of her own nature and complexion : Theuſe that is 
to be made hereof, is only this; £:t#r2 is more powerfull iti eAquaries then Capricors, 
and 7wpiter in Sagittary then Piſces ; Mars in Scorpio then Aries ; Venus in Taurus 
then Libra; Merogry in Virgo then Gemini, &c. Of which may many good Utes be 
made inthe praQiceof this Art ; as beneath in their due places will appears

neither any Conſtellations; only Nodes and Flaces of the Ecliptick which the 

CMoon cutteth, they have no Aſpect to any Planet ; bur they may be, and are 
aſpected by them; as touching their motion , 1t is according to the motion of the 
Moon. 

Their Nature is various according as they may be placed and aſpeted ; ſome of 
the Ancients have maintained that the head is good and fortunate;the tail bad and in- 
fortunate naturally, without any exception ; others are of a contrary opition, and 
ſay the Head is good when well placed and fortunately aſpeted by the benevolents 
and fortunate Planets; but when afflicted and aſpeRed by the malevolents it is bad : 
Alſo that the Tail is good with the good Planets, viz. being joyned with them, or in 
aſpect therewith, and bad with Ne bad: and ſome again will have the Head when 
joyned with the Malevolents to be good, and with the Benevolents bad : alſo the 
Tay! whan joyned,or in configuration with the Fortunes,they ſay is bad, and with the 
Infortunes good ; for my part, I have ſtill (by thar little obſervation I have made) 
found the Head to be good, and the Tail bad and unfortunate, as isthe nature of 
Saturn and Mars naturally, but accidentally they may alſo ſometimes be both good 
and bad, I mean contrary to what they are generally reputed ; thou mayſt follow 
which thou pleaſeſt ; experience will be thy beit rule when thou haſt done all ; there- 
fore let that together with reaſon be thy guide, till thou canſt inform thy ſelf in 
what is not fully comprehended by thee.

theſe are things now (by Gods bleſling)vulgarly known ; it is not our buſineſs there- 
fore here to dwell, only ſince in ſuch a work as this, it is neceſſary to ſay ſomewhat of 
the Planets, their dignities, ſigns, aſpeRts and natures, the whole Art conſiſting there- 
on, as the chief rock on which this moſt incomparable glorious Fabrick , viz. Aſtro-

ZN that which is above it, to which one of the Poles1s alwavs the Vertical point, and the 
other Pole the oppotite ; according therefore to the heighrh of the point of each 
place, doth the Horizon of each place differ z tor look how many vlaces there are, 
ſo many Horizons are there ; wherefore the Horizon of thoſe places which have the 
vertical or perpendicular point under the Equinoctial,is called the right Horizon ; for 
that it paſſeth by the Poles of the World, and equaily divideth the EquinoCtial at 
right Augles; 10 likewiſe it is called a right ſphear ; for that it ſeemeth to be right- 
ly placed in reſpect of that Horizon, and the ſtars to make their motion dire&tly by 
the univerſal motion of the ſphear. 

Now the Horizon of thoſe places whoſe Zenith is out of the EquinoGtial to» 
wards either of the Poles, is called oblique; for that that Pole which the Vertical 
point is next to, is elevated above the ſaid Horizon, and the other is ſo much depreſ: 
ſed; which therefore doth divide the Equinoctial at oblique angles, unequal one to 
another ; for which cauſe alſo, the ſphear is ſaid to be oblique ; being in compari 
ſon of the Horizon placed obliquely ; and the ſtars turn obliquely in their univerſal 
motion. Wherefore it is clear, that all direct Horizons are of one diſpoſition ; but 
amons the oblique there are as many differences as are diſtances between the Verti- 
cal point and the Equinoctial , or as the elevation of the Pole is divers above

| Er us now deſcend to the ſeveral diviſions of the ſigns: it reſteth now you 

know why they are ſo called, and wherefore there are no more nor leſs then 

twelve, which according to Albamazer and Bonatrs, is for theſe Reaſons : 
Firſt, as all things are made of the four Elements, which are ſubjec to the ſigns, 
every ſign through the whole Circle of Heaven ruling one element or other : now 
there are four elements,every ſign being over them; and they divided into three parts, 
as having relation to beginning, middle and end, as there 1s in all works, make juſt 
the number of 12. Beſides the number 12. is ſo compleat a number, as none is ro com- 
pare with it ; it having more particular diviſions then any other number, there being 
therein three fours, and four threes ; two ſixes and ſix twoes : beſides they are ſo 
conſtituted from the diviſion of the Heaven (as you have heard already) divided in- 
to twelve parts, every part being a fign ; the firſt called Aries , the ſecond Taxrmus , 
the third Gemini, &c. 


The reaſon why they are called by theſe names, are briefly thus; the firſt ſign is The reaſon 


called Aries (ſignifying a Ram,) becauſe when the Sx is therein, he approacheth to mw Aries Is 
his higheſt point ; heat thereby being increaſed, yet being mixed with che humidity of lic 

the preceding Winter, makes the temperature of rhe ayr hot and moyſt, which is ac- "7 
cording to the complexion of the Razz : but there are ſome of the Ancients ſay that 

the ſtars in the ſigns being particularly obſerved, and as it were meaſured with a line 

the one from the other, they reſemble each the thing they are nominated. 

The ſecond fign is called Tanrs ({ignifying a Bull) becauſe the Sz being there- Why vt. 
in, the heat is more fixt and fortified, and rhe moiſture conſumed or expelled ; the 
temperature of the ayr tending rather to dryneſs, which reſembleth the nature of 
a Bull. 

The third ſign is named Geminr (ſignifying Twins) becauſe the $1 therein cau- Why 1. 
ſeth a reduplication of heart ; and all Creatures couple and ingender, every thing de- 
lighting in its mate. - 

The fourth ſign is called Cazcer ({ignifying a (746) becauſe the Sun being there- Why 5, 
in, goeth, as it were, backward, (after the nature of the Crab) retiring towards the 
EquinoRtial from whence he came, declining contrary to that of the Twins. 

The fifth ſign is called Leo (ſignifying a Lion) becauſe the Su being therein,the Why £1. 
heat is increaſed in great ſtrength and dryneſs, after the nature of the Lion, which is 
of a ſtrong, hot and dry nature. | 

The fifth ſign is called Virgo (lignifying a maid) becauſe the Sun therein hath his Why i, 
hear diminiſhed, and dryneſs ruleth, ſo that things ceaſe to increaſe , and the earth 
becometh barren ; being of che nature of a Yirgiz, whois naturally tending to cold 
rather then hear, and is of her ſelf barren. 

The ſeventh ſign is called Libra ( ſignifying Balazce) for that the Sun being Why =. 
therein, both the length of the days and nights , as alſo the temper of the ayr, are 
in balance, as it were neither inclining one way nor other; the days and nights being 
of an equal length through the whole World ; and the temperature of the ayr be- 
tween the decayed heat of Summer, and the approaching cold of winter, is neither 
tending one way or other, bur as it were in a balance.

the natural temper of the ayr is hot and moyſt ; the ayris thereby corrupted ,' ſo 
that dangerous diſeaſes are ingendred thereby, as peſtilential Feavers, Plagues and 
the like. 

The ninth ſign is called Sagittarins(ſignifying an Archer or one uſing to caſt darts) 
becauſe the Sz» being therein, the heatis overcome by cold, whereupon enſue Fogs 
and Frolts, and ſuch like, being (for the nature of the miſchief and hurt they do) as 
obnoxious, or equivalent to venemous Arrows or Darts. 

The tenth ſign is named (apricornns ( ſignifying a Goat) becauſe the Sun being 
therein is farthelt from the vertical point ; ſo that by reaſon of the cold mixed with 
dryneſs, and the want of heat,which at that time js, the nature and diſpoſition of the 
ayr is melancholy, after the nature of the Goar. 

The eleventh ſign is called Aqraries (bgnifying a Watermay, or one pouring wa- 
ter) becauſe when the $# is in this ſign,drynels is overcome by moiſture beginning, 
yet the cold remaining, which cauſeth the temper of the ayr to be cold and moiſt, at-' 
ter the nature of water. | 

The twelfth ſign is named Psſces (ſignifying Fires) for that when the Sz» 1s there- 
in, the ayris inclined to cold and moiſture, yet having ſome ſmall heat , atter the na- 
ture of Fiſhes who are cold and moyit by reaſon of their Element the water, yet 
they retain ſome little natural heat ; ſo the ayr is then ſomewhat participating of ſome 
ſmall quantity of heat, by reaſon of the Ss approach to the equinoctial point. 

And thus much concerning the Reaſons of the names of the twelve Corleſtial ſigns; 
we come now to ſhew the Reaſons why they are reckoned from eAries, and ſo in.or- 
der to Piſces, and not from T axrrs or any other ſign ; as alſo the Reaſons why they 
are not placed according to the order of the four Elements, viz. Fire, Ayr, Water and 
Earth , but firſt a fiery ſign , next anearthy one, then an atery, and laſtly a wa- 
try, 6c. 
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Shewing the Reaſons why the ſigns are reckoned from Aries, and nt 
from any other ſ19n ; as alſo why they are not placed according to 
the order of the four Elements. 


w Have ſaid before, my intention in all theſe my Writings, is not to treat of, any 
thing that hath been already delivered to the Students of this noble Art by the 
wel-willers thereof, ina plain manner, and our vulgar tongue , farther then to 
give me occaſion for what is my drift, viz. to render to my loving Countrey- 

men and wel-willers of this Science, the reaſons and grounds of the Art, accordirg 
tothe moſt rational of the Antients, that they may be both confirmed in their way, 
as alſo the better able to anſwer the weak Arguments, or rather cavils of their 
puny Antagoniſts , I mean the vain-glorious ignorant praters and ſcriblers againſt 
this Heavenly Science. I come therefore now, God enabling me, to ſhew you the 
Reaſons of the Ancients why the ſigns are ſtil] reckoned from Aries, and fo Graard, 
ſince the Zodiack as well as the Heavens is round ; and what is round hath no begin- 
ning, and what hath no beginning muſt needs have no ending ; and what wanteth 
beginning and ending, muſt needs have no middle: yet the twelve Celeſtial ſigns are 
ſaid to begin at Aries, which is called the firſt, and ſo forward to Taurus, which is 
the ſecond, to Piſces which is the twelfth and laſt, for theſe reaſons. 


Why we reckon Firſt, becauſe the Equator cutteth and divideth the Circle of the Zodiack in the

after him Gemini which 1s acry, and then Cancer whichis a watry fign ; and then 

again beginning with a fiery {ign, then an earthy one, after an a&ry, and laſtly a wa- 

try, and fo following the ſame order rhroughout the twelve ſigns, and not accord- 

ing to the order of the four elements, viz. Fire, Ayr, Water and Earth ; but the rea- 

ſons hereof are briefly thus; for we will haſten to conclude this our firſt Trea- 

tiſe, being meerly an Introductory Diſcourſe before. we come to peruſe the fol- 

lowing Tracts.

Now for that Generation 1s the chief and more noble quality, they began with 
that ſign which is the author of Generation; wiz. a fiery ; Next unto which 
quality is conſervation, fixation, durability or continuance, which is cauſed by thoſe 
{1gns by which nature is moved to conſtancy or duration, as corruptible things re- 
ceive permanency and fixation, and they are earthy ; After which is corruption 
the more inferiour quality ; wherefore they placed inthe third place that ſign which 
is author thereof (according to that of Ariſtotle, Aer vita eſt vivorum deſtrultio 
mortuorum : Ayr isthe life of every living thing, but the death or corruption of eve- 
ry dead thing) viz. an Acry ſign. Lattly,the moſt ignoble and rejected is deſtruction, 
which is cauſed by the watry figns , wherefore they placed in the fourth place a 
watry ſign. ' 

Secondly, they have placed the ſigns in this manner , for that heat and cold are 
active ; Drought and moiſture paſlive ; and heat being ſtrong and more noble then 
'l cold, ſignifying or cauſing generation, as moſt deſerving , 1s placed firſt , viz. a 
fiery ſign; ſo likewiſe for that dryneſs is the ſtronger of the Patients, it is put 
firſt of them, and next after heat, being an earthy fign, cauſe of durability, and 
therefore placed next to generation; and becauſe corruption goeth before , de- 
ſtrution is an atry ſign placed before the watry ; and becauſe generation is the firſt 
beginning of any living thing, and therefore firſt placed, ſo is deſtruction being the 
laſt, placed laſt ; continuation and corruption in the middle, &c.

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hey bave alſo thus appointed the order of the ſigns, and placed a fiery fign firſt , 
for that heat ruleth in fire, by which all hung: are quickned and vivifyed, and there- 
fore beins the more noble quaity (as aboveſaid) they place it firſt ; and next unto

it an earthy ſign, by reaſon of the nearneſs of its quality with heat, it being a dry

It hath ſignification of the life of the Native , for that it is the firſt houſe , as life is 
the firſt and chief beginning of any one,and firſt eſteemed or preferred before any 
other enjoyment under the £un ; for whatpleaſure can there be in any thing when in 
the enjoying thereof the life is taken away ? Certainly, though ir be never 
ſo much -ro be deſired ujon this conſideration, it wil! be altogerher left un- 
attempted. 

It hath ſignification of the life of the Native alſo, and the beginning of any Why the A- 
work , for that the Infant is unrevealed or known till it is borne : fo is this ſceadant hath 
firſt houſe or Aſcendent unſeen, and is in obſcurity ( asunto us ) till it doth a- wr prog of 
riſe. in our Horizon, &c.

The Second houſe which is the ſuccedent to the Afcendent , is ſo called for that it WE began.

houſe, it hath ſignification of the Riches and Subſtinee ofthe Native or Querent , as huule. 
alſo their alliance; for that next unto a mans life , is his wealth or livelihood to be 
regarded, and as wealth is an aſliſtance and aid in all matters or buſineſſes of or in 
the affairs ordinary of mans life, hath it alfo ſignification of aſliſtance , &c. 

The Third houſe is ſo called for that it in order followeth the ſuccedent of the A- 
ſcendent ; it hath fignification of Brethren, Kindred , Neighbors and Alliance , for of the third 
that it is in ofthe Aſcendent, ſubterranean: it hath alſo fignification of ſhort jor- houſe, 
nyes , being the houſe oppoſite to the Ninth , ſignifying long journeys, the reaſon 
of which you ſhall have hereafter in its place, 

The Fourth houſe or Angle of the Earth ,; or Northern, is ſo called for that it in Of the fourth 
order followeth the third ; it hath {ignification of immoveable goods for thar it is an houſe. 

Angle , and that of the Earth which is fixed zalfo heritages , lands and houſes , for 
that it 1s a terranean and earthy Angle; alſo it hath ſignification of hidden treaſures 
and the like , for that it is ſubterranean and not viſible in our Horizon ; it ſignifieth 
alſo the father of the Native or Querent, for that he is the firſt cauſe of generation , as 
the earthy Chaos was the firſt original of Adam, &Cc. 
The Fifth houſe is the ſuccedent of the Angle of the Earth , and therefore is ſo Of the gfh 
called. It hath ſignification of mirth and jollity , it being in A to the Aſcendent ; al- houle. 
ſo private pleaſure and delight, it being ſubterranean and in A with the Aſcendent, 
aud for the ſame reaſon hath ſignification of all manner of paſtime and recreation, as 
drinking , revelling , ſporting , gaming and all kind of recreation pleaſing the fancies - 
and tempers of men. | 
The Sixth houſe is the Cadent from the North Angle, andis in order the ſixth of the viach 
houſe fromthe Aſcendent : ir beholdeth not the Aſcendent ; it hath therefore ſigni- houſe. 
fication of ſickneſſes, of what kind ſoever it be; ithath alſo ſignification of Servants, 
Bond-men and women and Slaves ; and of Cattle of the ſmaller ſort for the ſame rea- 
ſon, as having no loving familiarity or correſpondency with the Aſcendent in friend- 


ſhip, &c. 
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The ſeventh houſe is the angle of the Weſt, and by reaſon 1t in order followeth 
the ſixth, is the ſeventh from the Aſcendent; it hath ſignification of open enemies, 
{or that it isthe oppoſite houſe to the Aſcendent; and for the ſame reaſon hath ſig- 
nification of rhetr, orthe thins loit ; adverſaries in Law-ſuits, and the like ; it hath 
in like manner fignificatioa of women 1n general, of marriages. I could never finde 
the reaſon why the ancients have ordained the ſeventh or oppoſite houſe to the A- 
ſcendent; to ſignifie the wite of the Native,and women1n general,except for that they 
are ſo contrary tothe diſpoſition of men, the one heing tor the moſt part ſolid and 
reſolved. the other fickle and unſtable as their mother the AZoon as allo thar they of- 


ten prove the deſtruction of men rather then aſliftants and comforters,(tor which they 


are made) as Eve wasthe deſtruction of ,idam, Delilah of Samſon ; and many the 
like examples I could here relate both out of the Holy Writ, and other writings ; but 
ſince the ſubject is ſo vile and mean it is not worthy the pains, wherefore that very 
example of S$o/or0,, the wilelt of Mortals,may ſuffice, who notwithſtanding he had 


ſolarge a portion of the ſpirit of God, was by this Sex,drawnto Idolatry and many

he was ſaved or no : bur lets return to our buſineſs, ſince I may thus conciude of 


them that they prove either the greateſt comforts or the worit of afilitions to men. 

The eighth houſe, being the ſuccedent of the angle of the Welt, is ſo called ; itis 
a houſe which beholdeth nor che Aſcendenr, and is above the earth, and 1s the ayd 
and ailiftance of the open enemy, as the ſecond is of the Native, it being in oppoli- 
tion thereunto ; wherefore it hath ſignification of mortality, death, poyſon, de- 
ſtruction and miſchief which is to happen the Native in his life. 

The niath houſeis ſo called for that it followeth nexr after the fuccedent of the 
angle of the Welt, andis called Cadent ; itisina 7 rine of the Alcendent, and above 
the earth ; wheretore it hath ſ1gnification of all goodneſs, as Rehgion, learning, re- 
velation by Dreams; as allo of all religious men and orders, as 0ivizes, Hcyrmites, 
Monks, Fryers, &c. Allo all 'manner of Students, as e-ſtrologers, Phyfitians, 
Lawyers, and all Students of other good learning whatioever. | 

The tenth houſe or the ſouth angle in order folioweth nexr after, and thereſore is 
the tenth houſe ; this hath ſignitication of the mother of the Narive, for that it isthe 
oppoſite houſeto the fourth ſignifying the tather ; ir ſignifyerth alfo dignity, prefer- 
ment and honour of the Native, for that it is rhe vertical point of the Heavens, or 
the highelt pitch thereof, and alſo for the ſame reaſon, ſignifiech Emperours, Kings, 
Princes, Noblemen and great men, or the Grandees of theearth, and ſuch as are in 
authoriry mutt be underitood if there be no King, &c. 

Theeleventh Houſe being the ſuccedent of the angle of the ſouth is ſo called ; and 
for thar it is in Sextile of the Aſcendent, and abovethe earth it hath ſignification of 
triendſbip and amity, hope, faith, &c. * 

The twelfth houſe, being the Cadent of the angle of the South following in o:der 
the ſuccedent thereof, is therefore the 12. houſe; it is above the earth not beholding 
che Aſcendent, and therefore hath ſignitication of private and occult enemies, im- 
priſonment, poverty, miſery, and diſgrace, Witchcraft and Sorceries ; it hath alſo 
ſ1snification of great cattel, asthe 6. the oppoſite houſe had of ſmall. And ſo much 
concerning the reaſons of the ſignifications of the twelve houſes or manſions of 
Heaven. | 

Yet note here, as the ſecond houſe from the Aſcendent, ſignifieth the ayd, afiſt- 
ance and wealth or ſubſtance of the Native : the third, his kindred, brethren,neigh- 


' bours, &c. the fourth, his father, lands, houſes, and the like : the fifth, his children, 


&c. {0 you muſt know that the ſubſtance of the brother, neighbour, kinſman,and the 
like, is ſignified by the fourth, being the ſecond from the third , the fifth doth ſiz- 
nifie his brethren , the ſixth his father , the ſeventh his children, and fo round the 
whole Heaven, according to the fignification aforeſaid : ſtill remembrins thar the 
houſe ſignifying any party of whom the queſtion is, is his Aſcendent; The fecond from 
it his ſubſtance ; the third his kindred ; as the fifth houſe in the Natives figure hath 
ſignification 
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ſignification of the wea|th or ſubſtance of the father : the ſixth, his kindred and bre- 
thren, alſo the Uncle or Ant of the Querent by the fathers ſide : the ſeventh his Fa- 
ther and the Querents Grandfatiier or Natives; and ſo you mult underſtand of the 
reſt of the Houſes, ſtill varying v our rules according to diſcretion ; for much doth 
the thorow-knowledge of the ſgrmfication of every houſe conduce to the perfetion 
of the Student inthis Art. I think good here (notwithſtanding in the 21. chapter of 
this firſt Treatiſe you have heard already ſomewhat as touchins the diviſions of the 
Heavens) to give you the diviſion thereof more plainly in this tollowing chaprer. 
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Of the diviſion of the Houſes into twel-ve equal parts. 


vens into two Hemiſpheres, the upper and the lower, parting (ix of the hou- 
ſes into one Hemiſphere, and fix into the other, v:z. the upper hath 12, 1x, 

10,9,8, and 7th. houſes, the lower the 6,4,5, 3. the 2d. and firſt houle. 
And as the Heavens are divided into two Hemiſpheres by the Horizon, ſo are they 
alſo cut by the Aleridian into two equal parts, fo that by theſe two Circles the Hea- 
vens are divided into four equal parts, and every of the parts by ſections and points 


N\ Ow then you are firſt to know that the Horizox cutteth or divideth the Hea- 


of other Circles are divided into three parts, ſo thatthe whole Heavens are cut into 


12. equal parts ; which the moſt learned in this Art have called Manſions or houles. 

The diviſion which the Zeridian makes, is to divide the Heavens into the Orien- 
tal and Occidental parts, ſix houſes being Oriental, ſix Occidental, or ſo inclining : 
Oriental are the third, ſecond, firſt, rweltth, eleventh and tenth ; Occidental ninth, 
cighth, ſeventh, ſixth, fifch and fourth. 

Now you mult know that the four equal parts aboveſaid are called {by the learn- 
ed in this Science) quadrants, becauſe each part is the quarter or fourth part of the 
Heaven. 

The firſt Quadrant is that part of the Heaven which lieth between the middle of 
the Heaven and the Aſcendent or Horoſcope ; and this is the Oriental, Aſcending, 
Infant, Maſculine, Sanguine and vernal Quarter, and it hath the twelfth, eleventh,and 
tenth houſes. 

The ſecond Quadrant isthoſe three houſes, or that part lying between the points of 
the tenth and ſeventh , and this is the Youthfull, Feminine, Meridional, Cholerick, 
Summer Quarter, containing the ninth,eighth and ſeventh houſes. 

The third Quadrant is fromthe point of the ſeventh houſe to the mmm Celi or 
point of the fourth, and iscalled the Occidental, _— Maſculine,Melancholy and 
Autumnal Quarter, including the ſixth, fifth and fourth houſes. 

The fourth Quadrant is from the [mum {xlito the point of the Horoſcope or A- 
ſcendent, and is the Septentrional, Feminine, Phlegmatick, old Age, and Winter 

uarter. 

Jh Angles are the moſt powerfull houſes ; for a Planet therein hath more power 
and efficacy then another (in any other houſe) that is but equally dignified ; but 


know that the houſes are in firength as followeth, yet Pro/omie preterreth the mid-

A Planet is ſaid to be dire& when he moveth in bis Natural motion, directly for- 
wardas Stern inthe firſt degree of er:es, goeth into the 2, 3, and ſo forward; this 
is direction. 

Retrogradation, or a Planet is ſaid to be Retrograde when he goeth backward or 
contrary to the ſucceſlion of the ſigns , as Satzr» in the firſt degree of Arzes, going 
into the 30,29,and 28 degrees of P:ſces, &c. is Retrograde, or goeth backward. 

Stationary is, whena Planet ſtands ſtill, or moveth neither backward nor forward, 
as the Superiors do ſometimes four days together, &c. as you have heard before,and 
this happeneth both before dire&ion and retrogradation. 

Application is, when two Planets (it mattereth not which) draw neer the rays or 
bodies of each other by (oxjuntion or Aﬀpect ; and this may be done three ways ; yet 
you are to know that a more weighty Planet, or that which 1s ſuperiour cannot apply 
unto the lighter or inferiour, except when he is retrograde. 

The firlt manner of Application is when two Planets are direct, the weightier in 
more degrees,and the lighter in fewer ; as :f Satrrz be in five degrees of .4ries, and 
Jupiter mthree , here Fupirer applies unto Satursz by Conunttion, and this is a dire&t 
Application 

The ſecond when both are Retrograde,as 7#piter in three degrees of Aries,and F in 
the firſt,here Jzpiter applies unto the (onjunttion of Suturn by a Retrograde motion. 

The third is when the one is Retrograde and in more degrees of a lign, and the 
other direct and in leſs, as if 7apiter were in four degrees of eAries direct, and Satars 
in ſeven Retrogfade, here Satzrn applyeth to the (onjzntion of Tupiter, and Fupiter 
to him, andthis is a mutual Conjuntion ; underſtand the ſame when they apply by 
Aſpect. | 

Sedation is,where two Planets have been either in Partile Conjuxicn or aſpet,and 
are going from it ; as if Satrry be in 8. degrees of Aries, and /wpiter in g.here Jupuer 
is ſeparated one degree from the Parti?

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Now to erect a figure of Heaven, or Scheme at any time, hour or minute of an 
year for the judging of future events(1 mean by Revolutions of the years of the Wor 
Ecliples, Comets, or great Conjunctions) you are to do no more then this. 

Have regard to the place of the Szx at noon (according as you will finde in an 
Ephemers)tor that day wherein your figure is to be made,and ſee in what degrees and 
minutes you finde 1m; for if he bein any degree or minute under 30. you muſt then 
look for the ſame degree he is in, inyour I able of houſes (viz. in that page wherein 
you finde Sol in Aries, Sol in Teurns, &c. If the S#z be then in any of theſe ſigns or 
any other , you muſt {till look for your number (viz. the degree or place of the Say 
in that page where you finde the 5 inthe ſame fign inthe Table of houſes that you 
tinde him in your Ephemeris) &c. But if he bein more then 30 minutes, you muſ 
look for the next greater degree ; as if he be in 1. degree of Aries and 29. minutes, 
you are to look in your Table oft Zouſes in the page where you tinde Sol in Aries for 
1. degree 3 but if he were in one degree 30 minutes or 31. minutes, and ſo to the end, 
you are to look for 2 degrees inthe aforeſaid page, in that Column where you finde 
over the head thereof Dom. X. ſignifying the tenth houſe. 

Having thus found out your number or place of the Sx at Noon ; ſee what num- 
ber you finde over againſt it in the left hand column, which is tituled time from nun 
inthe ſame line, and add that number, iz. the degrees and minutes you finde there 
to the hour and minute of the day, for the which you would ere your Scheme. 

And if they make not above 24 hours,look in your table of houſes for the number 
they make in the aforeſaid column of t79e from noon ; but if they make more then 24 
hours, caſt away 24 hours,and enter with the remainder, and where your number fal- 
leth there is your figure. 

For firſt, you are to look in the ſame line what is over againſt your number in the 
column of the tenth houſe,where you finde Dom..X. and what number you finde there 
you arg to place upon the cuſp of the renth houſe in your Scheme; and then in the 
next colum where you finde Dom. X7. in the ſame line what degrees and minutes you 
finde, you are to place on the eleventh houſe in your figure, and ſo obſerve in the 
reſt, viz. the tweltth, firſt, ſecond, and third houſes, placing as hath been ſaid the de-

(if the queſtion be radical) the Querent ſhall have the ſame ſignificator or one of 
the fame nature in the-queſtion as he hath in his Nativity ; and this I have ever found 
true in all that ever I met with that could produce their Nativities ; wherefore it is 
that the Antients conclude (as well indeed they may) that G OD the omnipotent 
and omiſcient Creator of the Heavens and the Earth, and all things therein, hath 
made the earth of the four Elements, but the Heavens being the quinteſſence of them, 
he hath made to ſurround and incloſe it, that by the ſecret working of the . Anims 
Mundi, orſoulof the World, which Zahelcalleth Rem ſubrtilem, the which (faith 
he) ſciant ſapientes,a ſubtile or ſpiritual quality which is known to the wiſe, which oc- 
calioneth ſuch a ſympathy as between the Iron and Load-ftone, a+ thar all Inferiour 
things and actions have their dependency and government from the ſupertour. 
But although thus be the Judgement of the Antients who tay, Look to the aſcend-_ 
ent or the Nativity or Queltion and make your Election accordinvly; YetlI ſay (

As for the Qualities of every Manſion in the next Column in the ſame line, 
with each Manſion, you have its quality or nature , over the head of which 
Column you have this word 2zaliries : As for example, over againſt } , you 
ſee Temperate, intimating the firſt Manſion to be ſo qualified ; and over againſt 
the figure 2. being the ſecond Manſion, you have dry, and fo obſerve of all the 
reſt; this being underſtood, you may alſo ( over againſt each Manſion in the 
fifth and laſt Column) finde the ſeveral ele&ions which are then to be en- 
terpriſed ; as over againſt the firſt Manſion, you have theſe words in the ſame 
Line, Take thy journey and Phyſick, laxative: and over againſt the ſecond Man- 
fion, Take thy journey by water, buy Cattel, plant, &c. And thus by the ſame 
way you finde the ſeveral Elections for every particular Manſion, as you ſee 
| over the head of them written Elefions. And thus much ſhall ſuffice for the 
Explanation of this Table, and the ſcope of this Chapter : let us therefore now 
proceed ; yet if thou doſt but well underſtand and apprehend what hath been 
already faid , thou haſt ſufficient to lead thee through the whole Art of EleRi- 
ons without any more words.

T hath been the cu tofity Tf the Aﬀtients to/ deliver inſtructions for ele ing 4 
time for putting out children to Nurſe; wherefore leaſt 1 ſhould detract from the 
Arr, eſpecially writing for the edification of all ſuch ingenious ſpirits as ſhall ap- 
ply their Study to 4ſtrologre, T thought good to be ſo caretull, as not to let flip the 
leaſt matter ( ſo neer asI can) that hath been delivered unto us by thoſe learned - 
Rabbies,1 mean,as are found in ſuch Authors as are with us extant. 

Wherefore then in ſetting children to Nurſe, let the foo» when the Nurſe firſt 
begins to give the childe ſuck, be in Conjunttion of Venus, but if that be nor, let her 
be in a Sextile or Trine of her,with reception out of Taurns or Lib-4, and if Venus 
be deſcending in her excentrix or epecicle,it isthe better ; alſo fortifie the 2oon and 
Venxs in the radix and the aſcendent and other ſignificators ; bur if you cannot for- 
tifie all theſe, ſtrengthen as many as you can, but be ſure you put them in Conjurtior, 
or at leaſt in Sextile or Trize, as 1s ſaid before.

lo that they had need again (the remedy being or proving (by the ignorance of the 
preſcriber)) worſe then the diſeaſe) to take Vhy lick toexpel that Fhy ſick they have 
already taken ; and this ſometimes cannot but indanger the Patients life ; for that 
nature being far jpent before, muſt needs by this raſh act of the unskilfull Phyſician 
(who is rather (as Galen and Hippocrates ſay) tobe termeda Fol. then to be ho- 
noured with that noble term of Phyſitian) in preſcribing their remedies at ſuch im- 
proper times that they work contrary effects (as Purges vomet, and Vomets purge) 
be more weakened and prejudiced ; nay and it doth often fall out ſo, that nature to-

a thing in Nature : but it mattereth not what ſuch ſtupid Dolts conceive out of their

vis. The Stars: Itis not his looking in an Urinal of water, or feeling the pulſe of 
the party, or queſtioning with him how he feeleth himſelf, and in what places of 
his body he is moſt afflicted, that can give a through underſtanding of his malady; the 
water is eretrsx, the pulſe is Fulax, the patient himſelf is [gnorens :; Theſe, I ſay, 
are not ſufficient grounds for him to work on ; and without a good foundation, the 


fabrick 15 not ey to be well built, or at leaſt to ſtand long; they are indigent and 


inſufficient, and the patient perhaps ſo overcome with torment, or deſire of relief, 
that he cannot well detine his own milery.

Piſces ; and again , ſome of the latter deprees, or more plainly the laſt fifteen 
degrees of Libra, and the firſt fifteen degrees of Scerpio; alſo that the Aon ſhould 
be in one of theſe places ; ſo that the Learned in this moſt heavenly ſtudy have been 
of ſeveral opinions 1n this matter ; there is none of them but had reaſons for thei 
rules, and any of them maybe followed according as the caſe may ſtand with the

Secondly,through inflammation of the Spirits and huamours, Phlebotomy inflaming 
them more. 
Thirdly, becauſe the Ayr as a Bath draweth the Humours from the Center to the 
circumference, and the effe& of Phlebotomy is to draw the humours from the cir- 
cumference to the Center, though it for the preſent extracteth the blood. 
The ave of Secondly, the age is to be regarded; for before the age-of fourtcen, and after ſixty 
thoſe that are three, Phlebotomie ſhould not be adminiſtred, for that it diminiſheth that which 1s 
to uſe Phlebo. the greateſt nouriſher both of the decrepid age, and the tender youth, viz.blood ; 
Oe whereforc in theſe avoid Phlebotomie,unleſs the caſe be deſperate, as in ſome Hectick 
Feaver or the like, and then draw not much blood neither, but only open a vein for 
the cooling of the body. | 

Thirdly, the cuſtom of the Patient is to be regarded;for as V/i« ef? ſ[ecunda natura, 
Uſe is a ſecond nature, as we ſay, Phlebotomy is not any wiſe dangerous to thoſe that 
are accuſtomed therewith, but it may,prove dangerous to the unaccuſtomed; for ſome- 
times it may breed an infirmity ; wherefore let fuch refrain Phlebotonue, unleſs ne- 
ceſsiry very much require, 

Fourthly, the ſtrength of the Patients body is to be obſerved or conſidered ; for 
upon every flight occation, weak conſtitutions are not to draw blood, bur ina ſtrong 
conltirurion, there is not altogether ſo much danger, &c.

CHAP. 


0f Ele&t:9s appertaining to the ſignification of the ſeventh houſe, 
and touching Marriage- 


as come under the hgnification of the ſeventh houſe, having done with the 
{ixth, and give you the moſt authentick Rules appertaining to the Elections 
of any work having relation thereunto : we ſhall therefore according to our former 
method proceed, and ſpeak firſt of Marriages, being the chiefeſt or principalleſt 
matter under its ſignifications ; but firft I ſhall here ſhew you what other Elections 
are here in this houſe to be handled, &c. ; 

Elections under the ſignification of the ſeventh houſe, are ſuch as appertainto 
Marriage, Wars, Duels, to the making of Inſtruments for War, Partnerſhip, or 
ſuch things as are done between two, to feek Fugitives, to make Thieves, confeſs the 
truth, to hunt, fiſh or fowl, to buy Arms, to ſtorm Caſtles and make Batteries, and 
to play at any Game, and the like ; thus much then of the Elections in general ; let 
us now deſcend to particulars, and firft (as hath been ſaid) of Marriages. | 

Know that in this manner of Judgment, it is moſt requiſite to know exactly 

your fignificators; otherways it 1s impoſsible ever to frame any fure or ſolid 
judgement. 
Fiherefore then obſerve, that the Aſcendent, its Lord, the Sz» and the Planet 
from whom the Ivor laſt ſeparated , are ſignificators of the Man; the ſeventh 
houſe , its Lord , Yenzs and the Planet ro whom the 44002 next applies, of the 
woman, 

The tenth houſe, the Lord thereof, and the Planet or Planets therein or in con- 
figuration therewith, or with the Lord thereof, hath ſignification of thoſe things 
that ſhall happen berweenthem,viz.whether good or ill. 

The fourth houſe, irs Lord, and the Planet or Planets therein, or in configura- 
tion thereof, or with its Lord , hath fignification of the event and end of the 
Marriage. 

Wherefore in this matter when you make any Election, have ſpecial regard 
tothe 17ooy; for according to her fortitude or debility, thou mayeſt judge the g00d 
or bad event of any of theſe. 

Mercrry 1s not to be rejected, for he hath fignification of the children which 
they are to have, ſo thatif at the time of Marriage or contract, he be well digni- 
fed, and in Conjunttion or Aﬀpet with the Fortuncs, thou maylt afſuredly ſay the 
married couple ſhall ſoon have a child. The Antients have faid the fame, he being but 
in configaration with the Fortunes ; but T hold it moſt true if he bein his own drgni-

venth in Sextile or Trine of Venus, the X1oon, or Lord of the Aſcendent ; but make 
the Lord of the ſeventh apply or elſe be diſpoſed of by them either by houſe, exal- 
cation, triplicity, term, or face ; but by houſe or exaltation is beſt, &c. 

Vote. Let the Moon, Zupiter, and Venas, 1f poſsible, be in Sextile or Trine of each 0 
ther, bur the T7ine is beſt, and our of the watry triplicity ; but be fure then you let 
them not be in ſuch ſigns or parts of ſigns asare to be avoided : For the Ancients 
have taught that the Aſoor, or indeed (as 1 hold) any of the ſignificators, 7wpiter, 
or Venus, 1s not to be placed in the Aſcendent at the time of Marriage in any of 
theſe ſigns following which are to be avoided or ſhunned. 

\\ hat figns or Aries, Cancer, L'bra and Aquaries, are to be avoided in Marriage; yet I conceive 

part thereof (with ſome of the Ancients ) £:bra may be choſen for betrothing or contraRing,

ed or choſen. Taurus fromthe firſt degree to the twentieth is good, from the twentieth to the 
end bad. 

The firſt fifreen degrees of Geminz are good, the laſt bad. 

The whole ſign of Leo is good , only it cauſeth the one to deceive the other 
of their ſubſtance, 

irgo ſignifieth the woman ſhall ſoon loſe her husband; wherefore it may be bene- 
ficial to her, though pernicious to him, women ſeldom loving ſo affeRtionately as 
men. 

The firſt fifteen degrees of Scorpio are good to Marry a Maid or Virgin in, for 
that it denotes ſhe will be obedient, good and chaſte, alſo loving to her hus 
band : but the latter fifreen degrees are altogether to be rejeted in that 
it cauſeth the Woman to be of diſpoſition quite contrary ; viz. lewd, a 
Brawler, Perfidious , unconſtant , envious, malitious and diſobedient, &c. 

Sagittary is indifferent, as ſome of the Ancients hold ; I for my part cannot 
agree to reject it. 

The firit tendegrees of ( apricorn are to be neglected, yet the other two laſt faces 
are good, and ſignifie the woman ſhall be loving and traQtable to the will and deſire 
of the man, and they are bet erin a Widow then a Maid , excepting they cauſe 
but few children. 

Note that the Hoon in Aqunaries at the time of Marriage, cauſeth the woman to 

| be of a manly ſpirit. and diſobedient to her husband. 

Piſces is good, inthat it denotes the woman to be loving and juſt ; yer it will alfo 
cauſe her to be addicted to twatling and prating, which will now and then leſſen che 
mans love towards her.

or its Lord, be in them, but place them in common ſigns, and fortifie them to thy 
utmoſt power, free from both impediment, and the Malevolent Configurations of 
the fortunes, but if poſſible place them in aſpect of the Fortunes. , 

Moreover, let the {oor be increaſing in light and motion ; but if thou canit not 
obſerve all this, yet ſee that thou fortifie as many as thou canſt, and thoſe chiefly 
ſuch asare eſpecially to be regarded, as are the Aſcendent, its Lord, the Moon, its 
Diſpoſitor, the Lord of the ſeventh, and cuſp thereof, as alſo ©, its Diſpoſitor, and 
the Mediam and [mum ( &li,,and their Lords; and if poſlible, make them behold 
one another, or at leaſt as many thereof as thou canſt, eſpecially the Lord of the 
Aſcendent and ſeventh, or in reception of each other, or with the Lords of the 
tenth and fourth, &c. let diſcretion and judgement be your direfors, and you can- 
not fail of your deſire, but to obtain it, you muſt dive into the reaſons and grounds 
of the Art, as have the Sages in former times ; otherwiſe neither what they, my ſelf, 
noran hundred after me (ſhould ſo many endeavor to inſtruct thee) can well dire&t 
thee : butcontrariwiſe, whenthou haſt ſearched the depth thereof, thou wilt ſoon be 
able to write as authentickly and truly as any that hath gone before thee, &c.

Theſe rules might ſufficiently ſerve for any buſineſs of this nature ; but ſince the 
Ancients have hereon been ſomewhat large, I hold it not fit for me to bury their 
ſayings in ſilence ; they may very well ſerve both to confirmthy judgement, and en- 
able thee to order it according tothe moſt rational rules , which thou mayſt accord- 
ing ro diſcretion pick out thereof.

ſigns and 1igns of right aſcentions thou haſt had already taught thee inthe 22 Chapter 
of our ſecond Treatiſe in this work, or, [ntrodnttion to the [udgement of the STARS: 
bur if thou haſt ſeriouſly weighed the foregoing rules , thou wilt find this of ſmall or 
nouſe or importance. 

Know that Part of Fortune ( if thou deſireſt ſucceſs tothe beginner (as hath been Of pare of 
ſaid) or other) ought to be placed in their Confines or Houſes appertaining to them ; Fortune in

venty two following again after, fortunate; and ſo throughout all the month thou 
maylt judge exactly hereof , by duly obſerving the number of theſe hours night and 
day: This is ſo plain, I ſhall not need to give you any example. 
Onely know thus much , that you are to reckon your Combuſt hours from the 
very hour and minute of the Conjunttion of the Luminaries either day or night ; and 
ſothe fortunate hours from the time the Combuſt hours leave off , allowing ſtill ſe-

according to diſcretion frame your buſineſs; for ſince you have had the fundamen- 
tal Rules of Elections delivered you at the beginning of this third Book, you mult 
notexpe& I ſhall do any more then hint at any thing we are hereafter to handle in 
this Book ; for if your own ingenuity will not lead you andenable you to go through 
with any election pertaining to the life of man, by what thou haſt already heard, thoy 
wouldeſt never apprehend the myſtery thereof,ſhould I inlarge as much as is poſſible 
upon every particular. 

In teaching of Dogs to Runt, ſuch as are Hounds, Grew-hounds and ſuch like, 
place the Moon in Aries in Conjunttion of Mars; for this will make them ſoon learn, 
and put vigour and courage in them to flay and bite ; but let Zpirer be alſo in aſpe& 
unto them , for the better preſervation of them from danger in hunting. 

In teaching of Setting-dogs, place the cov in an earthy ſign, and the Lord of 
the Aſcendent in an Aery in Conjurttion with the ſoon, and in good aſpett of Mer- 
cnry, and Venus, that he may be the more docible and gentle. 

In teaching of Hawks, Faulcons and ſuch like, let the CAHoon bein Aquaries ap- 
plying to Mars, and let 1ars be in Scorpto. 

Note, that if the 1700» be applying to a Retrograde Planet when any one begins 
either to Hunt, Fowl, or Fiſh, it ſignifieth they ſhall ger nothing but weari- 
neſs, pain and trouble ; bur if ir be in the Afcendent , it denotes great agi- 
tity in Hunting or in the Sport; and if Cars be in the mid-heaven, it de- 
notes the ſame to the Birds or Beaſts purſued : And if the Moon be in

But let thoſe that delight much in hawking place the Joon in Aries apply- 
ing Fo wo” in Capricorn, for this denotes good ſport both in the ayr and on

To be ſhort, in hunting it is moſt neceſsary you place the Moon in the mid- 
heaven and a moveable ſign in the aſcendent, and 7»piter therein in good aſpet 
of the Moon, and Mars mn the ſeventh, and Saturn Cadent, and in no aſpe& of the 
Aſcendent, and YVenws in the Aſcendent or mid-heaven, and the Moon applying un- 
to her ; forthereby ſhall both man, horſe and hounds be elevated and ſtrengthened 
to undergo the buſineſs chearfully, and they ſhall obtain their deſire without much 
pains, toil, or trouble, neither ſhall they be much wearied,

When thou makeſt thy W ill, let not the 2700 be in a movable ſign nor

all ; ſome of the Ancients have placed returnings in the tenth Houſe, by rea- 

ſon it is the next after the ninth that hath ſignification of long journeys and 
voyages, which returnings follow ; others have placed this matter in the eighth, ma- 
king the pinth houſe to follow it, becauſe a man muſt journey to return ; but be- 
cauſe one cannot return without voyaging or travelling, contrary to both theſe, I 
have placed it in the ninth houſe it ſelf. 

And as1 diſſent from the Ancients in placing this EleRion, ſo do I alſo much de- 
viate from them in the matter thereof; yet if thou wilt follow them thou mayeſt, 
pleaſe bur thy ſelf and I am content. 

Fortifie therefore in this manner of judgement the ninth houſe at the time of 
your ſetting forth, the Lord thereof and the Moor, as alſo the ninth and its Lord, 
and the place of the Afoo» in theRevolution of the year of the World or Quarter 
(if it be a year wherein ſuch are admitted) andif poſlible, let Jwpirer , or Vers Of 
both bein the ninth,or applying thereunto,or to the Lord thereof, or the 4con in _ 
theſe 


| | Very man hath ſome Fancy or particular way to himſelfthat is not commonto

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theſe Schemes, and let theſe places however you do, be free from the malevolent 
configurations of the Infortunes, and ſee that there be no 1nfortune in the ſecond 
houſe in a return, nor in the eighth when thou ſetteft firſt out ; for che ſecond is then 
in lieu of the eighth, being the eighth from the ſeventh which hath ever ſignification 
of the place intended or travelled to ;. and therefore it ſeemeth requiſite unto 
me, that you alſo fortifie the ſeventh houſe at the time of the firit journey. 
as alſo its Lord, and the place of the 99x at that time. Bur thou wilt che 
better underſtand how to make an Election for returning , by knowing how to 
ſet out at firſt, 


Wherefore you muſt knov7 the Aſcendent is the ſignificator of the City, Town or Of polio ©: 
place from whence any one Travels; the ſeventh of the place intended or journeycd j vurneys ot 
to; the tenth houſe, hath ſignification of the ways or paſſages in the journey,and the V oy2gcs: 


fourth of the ways or paſſages in the return. 

Look then how theſe places are affected, and accordingly judge, for if they are 
aſliſted by the preſence or aſpects of the Fortunes, good is promuted ; if by the Ma- 
levolents, evil, according to the Nature of the thing ſignified by the houſe aftlited 
or aſliſted ; as if the ſeventh be fortunated, you may judge ſucceſs and happineſs tc 
the Traveller in the Country or place to which he goes ; if the tenth, he ſhall have 

ood ſucceſsin his journey,ſhall be ſafe and merry and in good health ; if the fourth, 
judge the ſame at his return, &c. 

In beginning of any Journey, let the oor be increaſing in light and motion, free 
from impediment and afMlition of the Infortunes; for an Infortune aficting the 
Hoon doth more hurt then when it afflicteth the Aſcendent ; and Jet her not be in 
the ſecond, eighth; fourth, ſixth, nor twelfth, bur inthe fifth, and if poſsible , be- 
held of the Fortunes; however it cauſeth good ſucceſs,and gain in the journey,health 
of body, and that he ſhall quickly return to his own content; and let Mercary be 
free from combuſtion and the malevolent aſpeRs of the Infortunes, as alſo the Lord 
of the Aſcendent, and let him be placedin a good place of Heaven; place alſo a 
Fortune in the Aſcendent or ſome Angle, for ſuch an EleCion denotes ſafety,agility. 
joy and gladneſs in the journey; and letnot the Zoo» be inthe Aſcendent neither 
going nor returning, for it ſignifies ſickneſs, and much grief in the journey. 

Butif thou canſt not obſerve all this, ler the » apply unto the Aſcendent, 
2s alſo the Lord of the Aſcendent, and let them be free from the malevolent 
aſpects of the Infortunes ; alſo proſperity and good followeth if the AZoos be joyn- 
ed to Jupiter or Venus, or be beheld of them by a Sextile or Trine. 

But you muſt know there can no EleQton be framed without reſpec to the Revo- 
ſution of the World, and the true ſignificator of every man therein, according to 
his quality ; the which when thou haſt found, fortifie it and its Lord, the ſoon and 
the tak and Lord of the Aſcendent at the ſetting out, and the ſign ſignifying the 
thing or buſineſs occaſioning the journey, and the Lord thereof, and have a ſpecial 
care, the Aſcendent be not Cadent ; and if the journey be to the King,let the tenth 
in the Revolution of the year of the World be the ſign of the Aſcendent in the ſet- 
ting forth; and if it be to obtain areward at his hands, let the eleventh in the Re- 
volution be your Aſcendent, and fo of the reſt, according to the ſignification of the 
thing deſired. | | | | 

It is goodalſoto place the ſoo at the. beginning of any journey inthe tenth 
or fifth beholding her diſpoſitor, free from impediment and the afflictions of the In- 
fortunes. and in good aſpe& of the Benevolents, and they alſo eſſentially dignified, 
and the Moox increaſing in light, and Mercnry free from combuſtion, and free from 
impediment ; and let not the /oon be in the fixth, nor twelfth , for that ſignifierh 
impediment and delay in the journey.  _ 

But if ſhe be increaſing in light and motion, it will be ſoon accompliſhed , and 
that with ſafety and quiet ; but if the), or Sata», or both bein the Aſcendent or 
ſeventh, or Satzrs in the Aſcendent, and the Moor in the ſeventh , there ſhall hap- 
pen in the journey or place to which the Traveller tendeth , many grievous infirmi- 
ries, loſſes, quarrels or ſlaughter unto him. F 
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If ſhe be in the 10th. or 11th, it is good ; butif ſhe be in the third, fitth, or 
ninth, it will not be ſo well, in the ſeventh or fourth, worſe ; but ſhe denotes miſchief 
moſt in the Aſcendent, ſecond, ſixth, eighth or twelfth. 

And ſome of the Ancients have ſaid , that if any let forth in the day time Ariz, 
aſcending,they ſhall meet with Thieves; yet if they ſerupon the Thieves they ſhall 
overcome them; alſo if at ſuch a time any go againſt a Caſtle or ſtrong hold , they 
ſhall cakeit; andif the Aſcendent be 7 anrns when the Traveller ſetteth our, he ſhall 
gain and profit by Cattel, as Cows, Oxen and Bulls and ſuch like ; if it be Gem; 
that Goth then aſcend, he ſhall protit by arms or expert ſervants. 

Alſo if it be Cazcer , he ſhall be ſafe in health or fortunate in all things he under. 
takes ; if Leo, he ſhall overcome, and win, and there ſhall evil happen to others fox 
him ; if Virgo, he ſhall be merry, and profit by ſervants. 

Again, if it be Libra, he ſhall have a mean both of good and evil ; in Scorpio, he 
ſhall coyl and labour, but ſhall not obrain his defire, and there ſhall happen much 
ſadneſs unto him, but afterwards he ſhall gain a little ; If S«gittary, he ſhall obtain 
his deſire, and ſhall profit by horſes and arms, and ſhall act ſomething, for which 
he ſhall receive a great reward. 

Moreover if it be Capricorn, he ſhall be tyred, and the journey ſhall be tedious, 
and his deſires ſhail not be obtained ; if it be Aazarres, his hopes ſhall be truſtrate, 
and his enemies ſhall deceive him ; but if it be P:ſces, he ſhall advantage himſelf by 
precious ſtones, ſhall obtain his deſire and ſhall have his health. | 

Note that ſome of the Ancients have taken that pun&um of time wherein the 
Traveller ſteps out- of his houſe onward of his journey , and the degree aſcer- 
ding then to be his ſignificator, and that degree which aſcendeth when he is 
juſt out of ſight of his houſe to be the ſignificator , together with its Lord, 
of the journey. 

Some of the Ancients have in this place given us Inſtructions, if any journey be 
to Kings, Great men, Generals of Armies, Judges , Lawyers, Women, Learned 
men, Poets, and ſuch like, of what kinde ſoever they be, by making the ©: von ap- 
ply to the {ignificator of the ; ara of the perſon a man intends to go to,and by pla- 
cing the ſignificator in a good place of Heaven, viz. inthe Aſcendent, tenth, or ele- 
yenth, or inthe houſe whereby he is ſignified, but by no means in the ſeventh nor. 
fifrh, for that ſignifies labour and trouble; as alſo if he be in the fourth or 
Occidental ; but ſince I have already given you the exa&t fignifications of 
the ' ſoon to the other ſix Planets in a Table in the third Chapter of the 
firſt Section of this ſame third Book, as alſo hinted art the ſame in the fixth 
Section and tenth Chapter , I ſhall notin this place make any repetition , but 
proceed. | 

If thou wouldeſt ſoon return from thy journey , place Jupiter in a wartile 
of the Sz, and YVenws in his Sextile betwixt both the Fortunes, ſeparating from one, 
and applying tothe other ; or place the 4o0z in the room of the Swx increaſing in 
light and motion. 

And if thou wouldeſt go ſecretly to any place , let the A700: be under the 
S$z#n beams, ſeparating from the I», and applying to a Fortune, and free from 
all other impediment ; ſome of the Ancients have ſaid, if you would do any 
thing that you would not have revealed or come to light, begin it when the 
0o0n 15 1n Scorpio, and under the earth ; others have concluded with the for- 
mer Rule ; yet ſome have adviſed to place the A700» and Lord of the Aſcen- 
dent both SE þ the Su» beams, but not in combuſtion , and free from im- 
pediment, and that the Aſcendent be not beheld of the S», nor Lord thereot ; 
and to make it the more ſure, let the Hoon be in the fourth houſe, or the ſigniti- 
cator of the thing. 

And as touching walking abroad, ſome of the Ancients have been large ; 
bur I ſhall omit their Rules as ſuperfluous in ſuch a matter which depends on the 
Will of Man ; only I ſhall add thus much , that if the Afoon be en. in light 


and motion, and free from impedition, applying to a Fortune, it will be che better, 
and 
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and the walk will ſeem more pleaſant and dele&able then tireſome ; for commonly 
when ſhe is weak, and in Square or Oppoſition of Satura , the time feems tedious , 
and the walker will be very ſad and pentive; and perhaps be fubje& ro fals and other 
caſualties, when ſhe is ſo aſpeted of Aars. 

And take this for an approved rule, that if the walker go to viſit any one, or to 
look for any thing , if the Lord of the ſeventh Houſe art the time of his ſetting out be 
inthe Aſcendent , and the Afoos in aſpe& of any Retrograde-Planet with reception 
at the ſame time, he ſhall meet the party or thing he ſeeks or intends to viſit. 

Now as touching any Travellers entring into any Place, Town or City, you are to Of entring 
fortifie the ſign af the ſecond Houſe, and the Lord thereot , and place him in a good into any 
houſe above the earch, and the 0x in the third or fifth , orelſe inthe eleventh , p!=ce- 
apnlying to a Planer receiving her, whether it be a fortune orno; and Jet your ſigni- 
ficaror never be under the earth , unleſs your bulineſs ſo require , or is to be kept 
ſecret. 

Beſure the 1706» be not inthe fourth , eighth, tfixth or twelfth , bur place her in 
the ſecond, if poſlible, ſtrong and free from impediment, and applying to the Lord of 
the ſecond, or in reception of him. 

And if he that entreth into any place would fain ſtay long there, let the Iſoon + 
and the Lord of che ſecond be placed in angles; and it will not be amiſs in this buſineſs ue " 
if he place the /Zooz 1n reception with Saturn by a good aſpect, and ler rhe fign of 2 
the Aſcendent and its Lord at the firſt entrance be fixed. 

But if he would ſoon return from thence , let him place the Zoos in the third, in 7, ,@n 
a moveable {ign received ; as alſo let the ſign of the Aſcendent ar the firſt entrance quickly. 
be moveable, and the Lord thereof alſo in a moveable ſign , and place the Lord of 
the ſecondin the Aſcendent, and the Lord of the Aſcendent inthe ſecond. 

Moreover, if his coming tothe place be to require ought of the King or Grandees, To make his 
let him have recourſe tothe mid-heaven and its Lord, and make him receive his ſigni- EleRion ſuras 
ticator by a good reception; and place if poſſible the Lord of the tenth inthe Aſcen- Þ*<*9 his bu- 
dent or ſecond , and inthe tenth the Lord of the Aſcendenr or ſecond; and ſo under- m_ 
ſtand of any thing elſe he requires , or for which his entrance into the place is, {till 
remembring to order his !ignificators aright. 

Wherefore generally in all entrings into any place, be ſure the ſecond Houſe and 
its Lord be free from impediment and affliction of the Infortunes , as alſo Com- 
buſtion and Fall , neither let him be Cadent, for if the Lord of the ſecond be com- 
buſt, it denotes the party ſo entring ſhall there dye ſuddenly; neither is ir good for 
the Lord of the ſecond to be in the ſeventh , eſpecially if he be therein afflicted , be- 
cauſe it ſignifies damage both to his perſon and goods , and thar he ſhall be troubled 
with many diſſentions and quarrels, and have much trouble by and through his ac- 
quaintance; alſo if the Loox be in the fourth Houſe, he ſhall dye there before he goes 
away , eſpecially if the Moon be weak and afflited of the Malevolents , or the Lord 
of the eighth. 

But the beſt Ele&ion in this matter 1s to let 7zpiter be I ord of the ſecond, located 
in the eleventh Houſe, ſtrong and free from the malevolent aſpects of the Infortunes , 
or let him be in the ſecond inconfiguration of the 14o0x , and let Part of Fortune be

But to clear this point yet more fully, (for I would not have the ingeni-

Students, Merchants, and Lawyers, and Scribes, Clerks, and all Fen-men, Pifture- 
drawers, and ingenious wits ; alſo youth and young men in general, are ſignified by 
CHercury. 

Feaus generally denotes women and all females (fee chap 5.Book the 2.) and the 
Moen the vulgar and rural fort of People: as the Sw, you have heard, doth Empe- 
rours and Kings. 

And laitly,all ſuch as live obſcurely and devoutly to the ſervice of God,as Monks, 
Abbots, Fryers, and the like, amongk the Papiſts (as inthe 1. chap. of the ſecond 
Book) and amonglt us ſuch as flight all things in the World, in compariſon of Gods 
Service and Divine Meditation, are ſignified by Satwry. As touching Cities and 
Countries ſubject both to the ſigns and Planets, you have allo fully heard them de- 
cared in the Second Book, where we treat of them. 

Now to know the ſtate and condition of any of theſe in a general way in any Annual 
Revolution, you have no more to do but this ; look to your ſignificator, from which 
judgement is to be required , and ſee if he be eſſentially or accidentally ſtrong or 
atſitted , and judge according to his ſtrength or debility good or bad to the parties 
ſignified ; for if well dignitied and located, good may be expected: if afMicted, and 
impedited, the contrary, &c.

more £rievous and troubleſome : So alſo if your ſignificator be in the terms of a 
forcune, if he be ill-affeted , weak and in the Houſes of the Malevolents ; bur if he 
be free , the evil will be the leſs ; eſpecially if he be in his own Houſe or Exaltation, 
or triplicity, eſſentially well dignified. | 

Now as touching the ſignifications of the impedition of the Lord of the tenth 
in any annual Revolution ; and then let us proceed to the rules of the Ancients 
in judging the true ſtate and condition of the Common-People in any Region, by 
any Revolution of the year , over and above what hati) heen already ſaid, for the 
becter illuſtration thereof, that ſo the Student may be ihe better able to retain 
and underſtand the rules of Art, as alſo to juds: of theſe matters tlie more ac- 
curately. 

You have heard that the ſign of the tenth Houſe in any annual Revolution, to- 
gether wich the Lord thereof, hath fignification of Kings and chief Rulers ; the 
which if ic be combuſt in any of the Angles , it {fignifteth deſtruction to the King or 
chief Rulers during that Revolutions effects. | 

A- :t it be inthe Aſcendent , and the 3x be 1 ord thereof, you may from hence 
conclude ( if other teſtimonics concurr ) that the Common People or Subjects will 
riſe up againſt their Superior or Governers, and kill him or them or depoſe them, or 
at leaft grievouſly moleſt and afHict them, according to the power and ſtrength of 
the figmificators; for if Mars do then atflict him by Conjunttion or aſpet, and be 
cither Lord of the eighth or fifth , or therein located, death is the more to be feared; 
but if Satzr7 be then in aſpect or Conjunion with the Lord of the tenth , it is likely 
ſome Saturnian diſeaſe or evil will aMi& his perſon if he be not Lord of the afore- 
ſaid Houſes, and bear dominion either by eſſential dignity or bodily preſence in the 
iixth, or clſe ſome other misfortune will befal him according to the nature of Sas 
tzrn and the place and ſign of Heaven wherein he is located, 

If the Combuſtion fall out ſo as to be in the ſeventh or fourth Houſes of Heaven 
Judge the miſchief to be according to the fignification of theſe Houſes, as you 
have heard of the Aſcendent : for if it be in the ſeventh you ſhall ſay ( becauſe it 
hath ſignification of the Enemies of the People ) that the diſaſter ſhall be occa- 
ſioned by them; in the fourth ( being the ſeventh fromthe tenth ) from his own 
proper Antagoniſts , &c. if inthetenth it ſelf this combuſtion be , ir ſhall proceed 
trom his own unrulineſs or wilfulneſs, &c. this is clear. W herefore now alſo have 
regard to the condition and ſtate of the People, but firſt let us conſider the durability

Meon , you are to ſee what Planet is Hy/ech or Alchochoden or Giver of Life in your 
Figure, and A/mntes or Chief Ruler of the Aﬀcendent, to know the ſtate of his body 
or perſon ; what of the mid-heaven, to judge of the ſtate and -ondition of his 
Kingdom or Regal power ; and having thus done thou mayſt eaſily judge of either 
of theſe in this manner, 

Obſerve what ſign, degree and minute aſcends and culminates, what ſign, degree 
and minute the $z» and 47o0n poſleſſes, - and where to a very minute allo is your 4/- 
mutex and Hjlech of each Houſe ; then ſee in every Revolution, Eclipſe or great 
Conjunction, how theſe places and ſignificators are diſpoſed , and how aſpected by 
the Malevolents, and judge the continuation or ſubverſion of their Government ac- 
cording as you ſee occaſion. 

If your Hy!cch or Giver of Life be afflicted , judge the evil ( according to the 

ſrength of the aftlifting Planet ) to fall on the perſon or perſons of the Rulers, or 
touching their lives: if the «//muren of the mid-heaven, upon their Regal power ; 
and ſo contrariwiſe if they be aſſiſted and fortunately beheld, or come to the pla- 
ces of the Fortunes , or the Fortunes fall in any of their places in any Revolution , 
Eclipſe or great Conjunt:on , judge the contrary ; ſtill remember the good or evil 
doth depend on the power of the Benevolent or Malevolent Planets; tor if much 
afflicted , much evil is to be expeRed, and ſo on the contrary as you have already 
deen taught. | 

If any of the aforeſaid places or ſignificators fall in the place of any Eclipſe or 
oreat Coujunition , judge the miſchief threatned to happen according to the ſignifi- 
cation of the Eclipſe or Planets fo in Conjunttion ; warily judging according to the 
nature of the Houſes wherein they are 1a the Scheme of the Eclipſe or Conjunttien , 
and the ſignification of their own nature, and the nature of the Houſes which they 
rule and are l-»cated in at the time of the Kings Coronation or Election ; This 
you ſhall more fully underſtand in the delivering the rules of this Arc touching the 
Judgement of Eclipſes and great Co-jznons at the latter end of this Treatiſe.

you may judge the clean contrary, as ſadneſs, poverty and little or no mirth , &c. 

If you find Mercary in your Figure placed as you have heard, the People ſhall 
gain by Merchandizing, and increaſe their riches by Traffique , ſhall love and delight 
in knowledge , good inſtructions and ingenious Artsand Sciences ; ſhall alſo cheriſh 
and propagate all good Learning , and the Studious therein, and ſhall love one an- 
other : but if he be afli&ed and unfortunate, they ſhall ſuffer much loſs and vexati- 
on by contrary winds, decay of Trade and Merchandizing, and have no diſpoſition at 
all to any good Learning or Education; and to be ſhort, he ſignifies the clean con» 
trary to what you have but now heard. 

In like manner if the 17002 be well placed, and be Almzter, and eſſentially ſtrong, 
as hath been ſaid, the year ſhall be ſeaſonable, fortunate and fertile , and the People 
during that Revolution happy , ſucceſsful and in a proſperous and iortunate con- 
dition, and ſhall be preſerved from death, ſlaughters and ſickneſs : Allo if ſhe beill- 
affected and impedited , much damage and miſchief ſhall happen unto the People, - 
the year ſhall beunſeaſonable, deſtructive, ſickly and unfruitul or ſcarce, by diſti|- 
ling unſeaſonably rain and dew when no need is thereof, and withholding of it when 
Tis requiſite and thirſted after by the earth. | 

£0 likewiſe as thou haſt judged of the 1002 and the Planets ( in a general way, as 
beins -1/mnten ) mayſt thou judge of the Lord of the Aſcendent, who if he be for- 
tunare, and well dignified and aſpeRted , thou mayſt judge the fortunate condition 
and ſtate of the Common People during that Revolution; alſo their miſ-fortune , it 
afflicted , impedired , &c. Judge the nature thereof from the nature of the Houle , 
Planet aMicting, and ſign wherein it is, whether it be good or bad, as you have been 
already ſufficiently taught ; wherefore it were needleſs and ſuperfluous here to run 
over the nature of the Planets fortunate and unfortunate, afflicting or aſliſting

moiſture if Sat»7z prevent it not, | 

If Leo, andthe Sz» be alſo weak, ſuch places, Cities, Nation, or Kingdoms as 
are ſubject thereunto ſhall ſuffer dammage through extremity of heat and drought, 
warm peſtilential ayr, &c. the people through intemperancy and diſeaſes incident _ 
unto the heart and brain, unleſs Saturn by his coldneſs reſtrain and alter the fury 
thereof. 

If it be Sagittary that aſcends, and 7uprter 1impedited, thenthe Regions and places 
under Sagitrary ſhall be aftlited with infirmities in the head and legs, and theſe ſhall 
in the firſt half of the year be incident to the perſons of men, and in the other pare 
to beaſts of the greater ſort, as are Horſes, Oxen, Cows, Bulls, &c. If the ſign be 
Piſces which then aſcends, the places where it Rules ſhall ſuffer inundations, and 
grievous infirmities both in the head and feet, asthe Gout, Dropſie, and the like, 
it Mercury mediate or prevent it not. : | 

Laftly, if Capricorn aſcend, and Satzrn be impedited, the places ſubject to Capri- 
corn ſhall be perplexed with extream cold and dry weather , and ſterility, and the 
people with griefs and aches in the joynts and knees : and if Aguaries aſcend, the 
places ſubject thereunto ſhall ſuffer by over-moiſt ayr and high winds,and the people 
ſhall have many infirmities in their legs and heads, if the $#» and Moon contradict 
itnot. Inthe like manner mayſt thou judge the good condition of the People of any 
Country, and the happineſs of any place if thou findeſt the Lord of the A- 
ſcendent fortunate and free from impediment ; obſerve theſe Rules, and ponder the 
reaſons thereof, and thou ſhalt not need any farther example or illuſtration for 
any other inthe like Caſe. 

For after the ſame manner mayſt thou alſo judge of the ſignifications of 
the ſecond, third , fourth and fifth houſes , and ſo of them all round the 
whole Heavens, by having ( I fay) regard unto the Fortitudes or Debilt 
ties of the ſigns on every Cuſp, and their Lords, &c. Take notice alſo that 
proportionably , according to the afflition and ſtrength of every Sign and 
Planet , and the Signs wherein the Planets are afflicted and alliſted, ſhall 
the good or evil threatned fall on the Perſons of thoſe ſisnified or their 
Eſtates, &c. and on the Þlaces, Regions, Cities. Towns, Countreys and 
Provinces ſubject to the Signs wherein the afflicted or aſlitted Planet 
Falls. 

And thus much hall ſuffice for the judging of the true ſtate and con- 
dition of the Common People in any Nation or Kingdom , in any Revo- 
lution; yet by other teftimontes and Significators , viz. the Lord of the year, 
and the Planet or Planets in the AGeviens accidentally at the time of the in- 
creſs, thou wilt have their condition farther declared and inlarged in this fub- 
ſequent Diſcourſe.

the cuſp of the tenth houle, and if ſo, he ſhall be aſſuredly Lord of the year ; but 
if Retrograde or Combult, not; and ſo you muſt conſider the Lord of the Exal- 
ration of the tenth houſe , if there be any, and the $# and 4o0n, the Lord ofthe 
20, of the tenth, and the Lord of the Triplicity as you have heard of the Aſcen- 
Ent, &Cc. 

And if ſtill thou art to ſeek for the Lord of the year, have regard unto the ſe- 
venth houſe, after the ſame manner thou haſt to theſe; and then to the fourth, af- 
ter thac to the eleventh, fifth, ninth and third ; firſt conſidering the Lord of the 
{ſign uponthe cuſp of the houſe, then the Planet therein exalted, afterwards the Lu- 
muinaries, the Lord of 'the term then, and laſtly the Lord of the Triplicity, &c. and 
ſore of the Ancients alſo have had regard to the Lord of the face ; but both that, as 
alſo all the reſt, Ido not much eſteem, yet mayeſt chou, if thou pleaſeſt follow them, 


net to be admitred Lord of the year , but ſuch as are dire& and free from Impe- 
diment and Combuſtion, and fo conſequently the year in every Revolution 
mult always be fruitfull, and the People always ſucceſsfull, never croſſed or trou- 
bled, &c. which we ſee repugnant both to reaſon and experience ; and therefore the 
Ancients in this matter are no wiſe, I ſay, conſented to by me. 

For this is molk certain, that if the Lord of the year be free from Impediment, 
well dignified. and aſpected, the year during that. Revolution ſhall be plentiful], 
remperare and healthfull, and the People in good condition, fortunate, ſucceſsful, 
and inefteem ; but if the Lord of the year be impedited, afflicted and unfortunate, 
judge the contrary ;. eſpecially if the 4Zoox concur in ſignification : for ſhe is ſtill 
to be conſidered, being a general ſignificatrix of as well all things ſublunary, as men 
and women. | 

Whar the Lord of the year ſignifies in any Revolution , whether good or bad, 
ſhalbe manifeſted chiefly in thoſe Regions and Cities ſubject to the ſign wherein he is, 
the Quarter of Heaven he is located in, and to the ſignification of the Planet who 
1s Lord of the year ; if the Lord of the year be unfortunated or afflicted in rhe 
Aſcendent, or aſtilted by the Fortunes and eſſentially dignified therein , the 
People ſhall be ſucceſsfull or aflited in their perſons according to the forti- 
rude or debility of the Significator , and the nature of the houſe : if in the ſe- 
cond, in their Subſtance ; in the third , in their ſhoct Journeys, Friendſhip and 
neighbourly Converſation ; in the fourth , in their Lands, Grounds and Heri-

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things appertaining to the life of man , whether good or evil, by running over the | 
ſigntfication of every houſe, and contidering the nature of the Planet aMicted or 
ailiſted therein, &c. 
1 might here ſtill run on with the Rules of the Ancients for the finding out of the 
Lord of the year,and inlarge this Chapter to the confiſtence of two or three ſheets, for 
(omitting the ſayings of other Authors) Boxatzs alone hath no leſs then 54. ſeveral 
Rules or Conſiderations for the finding out thereof, but ro rehearſe them all were bur 
co tire thee and my ſelf both, to little or no purpoſe ; for were they of any moment, 
ſhould there be as many millions as units in them, I ſhould be very willing and ready 
to acquaint thee therewith.

We ſhall imagine at the time of the Sn his ingreſs (being Diurnal) eAries to 
aſcend upon the cuſp of the firſt houſe in any horizon, and the firſt degree thereof ; 
the Lord of Ares I finde to be Mars, who by reaſon he is therein eſſentially digni- 

| fied by houſe, hath five eſſential dignities therefore allowed him ; the term of che 
cuſp being one of the firſt ſix degrees of the ſign is /zpiters,the exaltation is the Swns, 
who hath therefore four dignities allowed him, the Triplicity (if by day) is alſo the 
Suns, for which he hach alſo three dignities, which makes with the other four ſeven; 
then if we examine yer farther what face the cuſp is in, it being in the firſt ten degrees 
of the ſign, we ſhall finde it to be ar his, for the which he hath one dignity aſ- 
ſigned him, which together with the aforeſaid five, makes ſix and no more ; hence 
then, I am to conclude the S#» to be Lord of the year being A4/mnten of the aſcen- 
dent, or the Planet bearing moſt dominion therein , whoſe dignities you ſee were 
ſeven ; yet Afars ſhall be joyned in judgement with him, bur ſtill the Sz» ſhall be 
chief Dominator or Significator whether of good or evil,according to their ſtrength 
or debility , as you have already ſufficiently been informed ; yet becauſe I de-

For if he be impedited, and behold him not, they ſhall be ſad, ſolitary, fearful, 
ſhall be moleſted with War, Trouble, and Anxiety ; for thou ſhalt judge the clear 
contrary to what thou haſt heard.

And thus much briefly, rouching the general ſignifications of the Planets, when 
they are Lords of the year, and either ſtrong or weak, which you have been ſhewn 
ſomewhat more briefly, yet altogether as plainly before in the preceding Chapters of 
this ſame fourth Treatiſe; yet by reaſon the Ancients ſet them down thus large, nay 
far larger, and leaſt the ſignifications of the Planets ſhould not be well apprehended 
by thee, 1 thought good (notwithſtanding what had been ſaid) to ſpend one quar- 
ter of a ſheet more for thy better underſtanding ; and that the rather becauſe there- 
by the ſubſequent Diſcourſe, I hope, will be the better underſtood. 

Now we are to ſpeak of the Aſpects of the Planets to the Lord of the year, that Of the aſpects 
we may know how to judge of future events thereby ; the Ancients as in ſome other of any Planer 
things, ſo in this have not been ſo plain and full as I could wiſh they had been for *2 th Lord of 
the inſtructing of ſuch as are but young Students therein;wherefore I ſhall endeavour EE any 
to be as plain therein as ſhall be requiſite for the inftrutting even the weakeſt capa- my 
city, if he obſerve what is beneath expreſſed, which is not much, yet ad rem, it is 
more then hath been delivered by any Author that ever I met with for all their tedi- 
ouſneſs : At the beginning of the firſt Chapter of this ſecond Section, I have in few 
words fully delivered ſufficient Rules for the judging of any Aſpect of any Planet to 
any Significator, ſpeaking of the Significator of the King, and how to judge there- 
of, by which Rules, I ſay ( having regard ſtill to your Significator) thou maylt 
judge of the condition of any perſon or thing to be conſidered in any Annual Re- 
volution, and the natural inclination, and accidental fignification of the Planer in 
Aſpec therewith, whether it be by Sexti/e, Trine, Square. Oppoſition, or corporal 
&, together with the ſignification of the tigns and places of Heaven they are loca- 
ted in at the time of the revolution. | 

As for example (becauſe I defire thou ſhouldeſt be well and perfectly ſeen in this 


particular ; for then haft thou attained to the accompliſhment of the whole Art,

ving regard tothe places of Heaven and ſigns they are placed in ; for we lee even the 
moit pernitious Planets Fortunes ſometimes,as they may be Significators and placed; 
and the moſt beneficial and Fortunate Planets, Intortunes,as you have already heard, 
for every Planct muſt perform the Natural Office whereunto in any Revolution or 
other Scheme of the Heaven it is conſtituted, as we {hall further inſtance ; Admt the 
Sr be inthe 12th. you ſhall then ſay the Peoples enemies (the Aſpect being by Op. 
poſition as aforeſaid ) ſhall Clandeſtinely and Treacherouſly by ſome underhand Plot 
or Device, ſtudy the overthrow or prejudice of the People, the twelfth houſe light. 
fying ſecret Plots and miſchief; and ſo judge according to the ſignitication of the 
other Houſes when therein located, be ſure you ever remember the true ſignificati- 
on of the Planet in his own proper nature, and accidental ſignification , by his Poſt- 
tion in the Heavens, aſficting your ſignificator, or aſliſting him, and the nature of 
the ſign and houſe wherein he is , and you ſhall never tail (if accordingly you pro- 
nounce Judgement) of giving not only a rational bur ſolid conc]ution on any confi-

And this (1 ſay) if thoucanſt attain unto, thou haſt accompliſhed not only the 
way and manner of judging the ſignification of the Aſpects of any Planet to the 
Lord of the year, but alſoto any other Significator in the whygle Scheme, and art 
Maſter of the whole Art; and chis thou ſhalt never be capable of by any inſtruction, 
bat only by a diligent ſearch, and contemplation of the natures of every 1ign, houle 
and Planet, and the Reaſons why they were ſo conſtituted ; wherefore I ſhould de- 
ſire thee for thy better inſtruction and aſsiſtance, to read over and over,and ſeriouſly 
conſider every title of our ſecond Treatiſe of this Book, being an [nrrodufion to the

if hebe ſtrong; forthis is his own houſe; and if he be weak, how c&mes he to be ſo 
ſucceſsfull to Vines and nothing elſe ? they ſay alſo he ſignifies peſtilencies and death, 
inflammations,ſwellings and eruptions ; he denotes alſo much dew and moiſt ayr: I 
believe, it ſhould be a wholſom good ayr, and health and proſperity to the Feople 
in general; the Antients ſay, if 7»piter or the 4» behold the Aſcendent of the Re- 
volution, Peſtilence and Sickneſs will be leſſened, and that there will be a diminution 
of theſe evils, and men in the Eaſtern parts ſhall be ftronger and in a better and hap- 
pier condition then before ; it 1s clear to me all this will happen without their aſſiſt- 
ance, ſo Mercary be but free from impedition and the malevolent aſpects of the In- 


fortunes when he is located in this ſign. Reader, thou maytt follow the Ancients in 


every thing they ſay if thou wilt, and bea Drone for ever; for my part I am abſo- 
aneſy reſolved to- the contrary , eſpecially in theſe and ſuch like whimſies of 
theirs. 

If Mercnry be Lord of the year in Cancer, he ſignifies ſlaughter and bloodſhed 
in the Weſtern parts (I believe it ſhould be in the Northwelt parts ; a little time and 
experience will ſoon decide the controverſie) ſcarcity of proviſions and the fruits of 
the earth, miſchief and detriment to Trees and Seeds, many infirmities _—_ 
Rheums, Defluxions and Swellings, and thoſe chiefly in the neck, throat,and breſt, 
ſuch as are Squincies, Kings-evil, Obſtruions and ſtuffings in the peRorals,through 
thick, groſs, tough Flegme, unnatural Swellings or Hydropical Humours in the legs: 
If he be joyned by either body or aſpe& to Mars and YVenw both together , he de- 
notesthe murthering and ſlaughtering of great and Noble men, or perbaps of ſuch 
as are rampant in authority in any Nation for which your Revolution is made; bur if 
Venus and the ©Moon be fo joyned tohim, judge the contrary. 

Alſo if he bein Leo, and be Lord of the year, he denotes exceilive and vehement 
hot weather in Summer ; alſo hot and warm winds; alſo if he be beyond the tenth 
houſe, viz. towards the ſeventh, he ſignifies impediment and dammage to thoſe parts, 
or to that Quarter of Heaven, viz. Southweſt, Southweſt and by South, and South- 
weſt and by Weſt, and a diminution or a ſcarcity of Proviſions and Fruits, but not 
an abſolute Famine. If he be in any Configuration of the Fortunes, the evil will be 
leſſened by ſo much as the adjuvant Planet isin ftirength, and the aſpeR in goodneſs; 
but if beheld by the Infortunes,by ſo much the more is the miſchief increaſed by how 
much the worſeis the aſpe& and power of the malevolent Planer; he alſo ſignifies 
the death of Lions, Wolves, and ſuch beaſts as are ravenous. 

Again, if he bein Virgo, and Lord of the year, there ſhall be much rain and plen- 
ty of Corn (and the fruits of the earth too,T may add) and there thall be many In- 
firmities of the eyes and death in the Southern parts. 1 ſhould truly rather conclude 
(this ſign being the houſe wherein he is both exalted, and effentially dignified by 
houſe) contrary to the precepts of my Predeceſſors in this moſt heavenly Science, 
that there will be a pleaſant wholſom healthy ayr, and a diminution of infirmities 
both of the eyes and other parts of the body, comfortable and ſeaſonable ſhowers, 
and guſts of winde, and plenty of all manner of fruits and proviſions convenient for 
the life of man, unleſs the malicious beams of Sarury or Mars prevent it. 

Mercury in Libraand Lord of the year, denotes great and high winds, and if he 
be free from impediment of the Malevolents (faith my own Natural Reaſon ) the 
ayr ſhall not be ſo troubleſom, and the year ſhall be pretty plentifull ; yet the Anct- 
ents ſay (without any exceptions) there ſhall be a diminution of Proviſions if he be 


in Libra ; and truly I am of their opinion , if he be then aMiRed, otherwiſe _ 


wo 
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If Satwry: be either joyned to him in this ſign by either Conjunion or Aﬀpet,he ſig- 

nifies men ſha!l be troubled with pains and infirmities in the head and belly; (1 know 

no reaſon why they might not alſo have ſaid in the neck, throat, back and reins) but 

if the 4211 do then behojd $4r#r»,the malice and miſchief of Sarzrn is taken away. 

Allo if he be Lord of the year and in Scorpio, rhere ſhall be much ſnow and cold Mercu;y Lord 
weather in thoſe parts wherein ſuch are natural or uſual ; alſo Wars and Quarrels inf *'< year in 
the Northern and Weſtern parts ; and if he be beheld of Hars, they will be rather as $9 
Northern then Weſtern ; and there will be alfo much thieving, pillaging and robbing, 
both by Sea and Land ; the Sea ſhal! be very turbulent, and there will be many Ship- 
wracks and miſchiefs therein, alſo peſtilencies and contagious I'caversin the Northern 
parts (why not in thoſe Regions and places ſubject to Scorpio?) andatlt manner of in- 
firmities and diſeaſes of the eyes. 

Much ſnow during that Revolution ſhall fall in Winter when you finde 2ercary Mercnry Lord 
Lord of the year and in Sagittary, eſpecially in thoſe parts of the Workd where fuch of the yer in 
accidents are moſt uſual, as alſo inthe place under which your Revolution is, an un- Stay. 
conſtant turbulent ayr, a ſcarcity and dimunition of the fruits of the earth,and pro- 
viſions for the uſe of man ; and Wars and diffentions in the Weſtern parts, ſay the 
Ancients ; but if it ſhould prove in the Eaſtern parts, I know no reafon why we 
ſhould ſo much confide inevery thing they write. 

Againin Capricors, Mercury fignibes if he be Lord ofthe year in your annual Re- Mercny I.ord 
rolution, Wars, Tribulations and Sorrows to the Southern parts and places ſubject 9 che year in 
tothe fign; this is if he be aflited ; bur if aſfliſted by the benevolent afpes of the ©7777 
Fortunes, and ſree from all other impediments, the year will be pretty truitfull and 
healthy ; but if he be afflicted by the Malevolents, judge the contrary. 

Alſoif he be in 4qzaries and T.ord of the year or Quarter, he ſignifies many Mercury Lord 
Catterpillers and Locuſts in ſuch places where they are naturally , and diminution of of the year in 
rain ; alſo that men ſhall be moleſted with Plurifies and Puſtules or Eruptions in the 4947s. 
skin, eſpecially in the thighs; and this ſhall chiefly be occaſioned through corruption 
of the ayr , and ſeveral changes thereof; and-if he be thenin a corporal Conuntioz 
of Yen, there will be earthquakes inthat Revolution, eſpecially if the Sz» do then 
behold them or be joyned unto them ; and if Mars alſo, or Sarurn behold them with 
a Square or Oppoſition, thou maylt be confident thereof, and that there will be peſti- 

{ential Diſeaſes, and many Thefts and Robberies ; andif Sarwr, be corporally joyn- 
ed to Mercury, there hall be an increaſe of waters and rain. 

Laſtly Mercury in Piſces in any annual Revolution when he is Lord of the year or Mercury Lord 
Quarter,denotes very much wind and rain in the Northern parts,alſo death; Fiſh ſhal of *he year in 
abound, and want of proviſions and fruits of the earth; detriment alfo to the Sea and © 
thoſe that converſe therein, many Shipwracks, 8c 

Now although Mercury at time of the Sx his ingreſs into Ares cannot poſſibly 

bein ſome of theſe ſigns (by reaſon he is never diſtant from the Sz» above 28. de- 
Srees, as you have heard inthe ſixth Chapter of the ſecond Treatiſe of this Work) 
yet!may not any one conclude theſe Rules ſuperfluous,and the Antients therein ridi- 
culous, ſince as you have heard inthe firſt Chapter of the firſt Seion of this very 
Treatiſe, it often falls out that there are four Schemes to be erected, and ſometimes 
two, for the judging of annual affairs inthe World; and therefore it was requiſite 
that his ſignifications ſhould alſo be knownin any ſign of the Heavens; for in theſe 
we ſhall otherwiſe be to ſeek, &c. 
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(ontaming the Significations of the Moon, when fhe u Lady of the 
Year in any of the twel-ve Signs. 


but (in a manner) meerly reiterations, and an inlargement of ſuch rules 
as were more briefly delivered before, that the Students in this Art nught be 
very well verſed in their rules, and perfected in the reaſons and grounds thereof. 

It refteth therefore now we alſo handle the ſignifications of the /1o0n 1n every one 
of the twelve Celeſtial ſigns when ſhe is Lady of the year ; but 1 muſt contefs I am 
almoſt tired and wearied out with this kinde of repetition ; wheretore I {i:all only in 
leſs bounds, [yet as largely and plainly as the Ancients for matter ot Inſtruction, Jde- 
liver unto you the ground of theſe rules, and ſo proceed to the fignitications ot the 
Dragons Head and Tail. 

Know then that the 27:0» (as you have heard inthe 5. Chapter of this ſecond 
SeCion) doth denote all the good that can poſsibly be defired to the Conumors and 
People in general when ſhe is Lady of the year and ftrong or well digriticd , it ite be 
weak, the contrary according to her debility and umped:ment you are to judge. 

Well then when you ſee in your figure ſhe is ſtrong either eſſentially or accident- 
ally, look to the Nature of the ſign ſhe is in, and artificially commixing their Na- 
tures and their ſtrength therein, judge thou good to ſuch things ard places as are by 
her and the ſign ſhe is in ſignified or underttood either naturally or accidentally as 
they are placed in the Heavens, according as you have heard ſufficiently before ; if 
ſhe be weak, judge the contrary after the ſame manner. 

For you muſt remember that the 20x in humane figs ſhews her events whether 
good or bad on mankinde, according to the Sex of the ſign ſhe is in; ifin atry !igns 
in the ayr ; in watry, inthe water ; in earthy, inthe earth; in beſtial in and upon 
beaſts of the nature and quality of the ſign ; as if it be .111es, on ſheep; (upricorn, 
on Goats; Tamru, on Bulls, Cows, Oxen and the greater ſort of Catcel , and the 
like, ; 

Neither oughteſt thou to forget to make commixtures according to the nature of 
the Planets in configuration or Conjunttion with her at the time of the Revolution 
for uponthe true and exact commixtures (which you have been ſhewn in the forego- 
ing Planets, and therefore needleſs here again to make repetition) dependeth the 
withle ſecret and key of the Art, and theretore Jet me here admonilh thee once more 

(although I have often already) to be perfe& in the nature and temperature of eve- 
ry Planet, eyery ſign, every aſpeR, every houſe, every dignity, every Triplicicy,eve- 
ry exaltation, every term, every face, every detriment, every fall, every eſſential dig- 
nity and debility of every Planet in every Sign, and then thou haſt attained above 
half che Art, nay three parts and three quarters (being divided into four) and there- 
fore let the ſecond Treatiſe intituled A» /ntroduttion to rhe Jrudoement of the Star's 
be readover and over,which will perfe& thee in theſe particulars, ſo mayft thou bold- 
ly venter upon theſe two other Treatiſes, which will then be moſt eaſily comprehen- 
ded,and the greateſt myſteries therein quickly attained. 

And thus much ſhall ſufficeto be ſaid of the ſignifications of the ſeven Celeſtial 
Planets in the 12 ſigns whenthey are Lords or Ladies of the ycar ; the {ame alſo 
ſhould ſerve for Rules to the judging the Portencies of the Dragovs herd and Dranons 
rail, but that perhaps (their natures having not been beſore diſcuſſed, ſo much as 
have the Planets) they might remain obſcure, and the knowledge of the young Stu- 

dents therein defeRtive ; wherefore I (hall yer ſpend one quarter of a ſheet more for 
their further inſtruRtion in this. matter. 


A LL that I have ſaid from the 15. Chapter of this ſecond SeQion hath been 
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Shewing what #s ſignified by the Head and Tayl of the Dragon, as 
they are placed in any of the Twelrve Signs in any Recvolution. 


Any are the ſignifications of & and +; therefore to particularize every 
poo thing,would be both tedious, and in a manner needleſs, yer I 
old it very neceſſary you be well acquainted with their denotations in 
every ſign of the Zodiack in any Revolution,as followeth. 
If therefore in any annual Revolution of the World you finde & in eAvies, it N, in V 
ſignifies the riſe of great and noble men, and the dejetion and ſuppreilion of vile 
and ignoble ; and if UF be in Aries, it ſhews the ill ſtate and condition of noble and qp ;, +. 
great men, and that they ſhall be injured and damnified by the common ſort of 
People. 
If N bein Tanras , itdenotes the ſlaughter of Kings, Noble , Great and Rich Q ia &. 
men in the Northern parts, and in the Weſtern parts many controverſies and Diſſen- 
tions amongſt great and noble men and the Pleabeans: if q5 bein Taxrw, it ſignifies <5 in o£, 
little Piety or Mercy 1n men and women , and imany troubleſ9m and unprofitable 
journeys in the ſame parts. | 
$% in Gemins ſhews ſickneſles and divers infirmities to Rich and Noblemen, or © in 
ſuch as are the Grandees of the earth , which ſhall happen through tempeſtuous 
and noyſom gales of wind, earthquakes, and unwholſom infe&ious Miſts ; it ſignifies 
alſo Wars and Diſſentions betwixt great and rich men, and men of a middle degree, 
and that the Trees ſhall be much damnified by Catterpillers, and ſuch like Worms. 
If xy bein Gemini, the Commons ſhall be exalted and elevated, and they ſhall ſpurn Qs in Tr, 
at, and deſpiſe their Superiors and Rulers, and indeavour to ger all power and autho- 


rity into their own hands. : | 
Alſo if & bein (arcer, it denotes honorable and bountibus acts of the King and £, tn 55. 


Rulers towards their People and Subjects; and if 4 be in Caxcer, it denotes great {F in 55. 
mortalities and peſtilencies, ſudden deaths, fornications and little or no juſtice, rea- 
ſon or honeſty amongſt men, the deſtruction of treaſuries, and the flitting of great 
and noble men out of one place into another, alſo their ſad condition and baniſh- 
ment through the works of their own hands, as writing, or ſome other thing ſigni- 
fied by the ingenious Planet Mercary. 
Again © in Leo in any Revolution ſignifies much lightning and apparitions in N in KN. 
the ayr, much dammage trouble and vexation, and alſo infeftious ayr : Dragons tail I in A. 
in Leo, ſignifies a dark obſcure ayr, earthquakes, increaſe of waters and wet wea- 
ther and deſtruction to the fruits both of trees and the Earth. 
Alſoif & be in /irgo, the fruits of the Earth and of trees ſhall be deſttoyed, N in 1. 
there ſhall be many Catterpillers, and dammage and hurt ſhall purſue even thoſe 
fruits both of Trees, and of the Earth that are gatheted into the Store-houſes or E 
Barnes, and they (ball ſuffer great detriment : and if <p bein Virgo ſhame, hatred, Vf in tr. 
and diſgrace ſhall fall upon noble and great men, and there ſhall be much diſſention 
and controverſie amongſt them, Religious houſes, and ſuch as ſtudy Divine matters, 
alſo ſhall greatly ſuffer dammage, trouble and loſs, many diſcords, debates and quar- 
rels amongſt men in points of Religion and Faith, Schiſms and Hereſies, &c. 
Moreover & in Libra, ſhews that Kings and the Grandees of the earth, ſhall ex- Q, ia 
erciſe their power and authority over their People, both againſt Juſtice and their own 
Honour, taxing them with crimes, whereof they are innocent, and impoſing Taxa- 
tions, and heavy extortions and burthens on them, inſomuch that by reaſon of their 
poverty, which they ſhall be reduced to, and their grievous ſad condition, they ſhall 


fink under the bnrthen as not being able to ſultain it; but if Vf be in' Libra, it de- qo in 
notes 
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notes the mortality of fourfooted Creatures , eſpecially thoſe of the ſmaller ſort; 
alſo in Summer, extream drought ; and in Winter, very hard cold weather ; the Fruits 
of the Earth ſhall be deſtroyed, alſo the Seeds, Plants and Trees ſhall be damnified, 
ſo that they ſhall produce little or no increaſe. 

Dragons Headin Scorpio, ſignifies joy, ſucceſs and gladnefs to men of mean de- 
oree, and ſadneſs, grief and trouble to great men, and thoſe in high degree; alſo 
diſſentions, quarrels and bloodſhed amongſt them (if other teſtimonies concur) and 
amongſt the common people, decear, treachery and fornications, for the which mif- 
demeanors, they ſhall (many of them) fall into the hands of their Kings and Rules; 
if Dragons tail be therein, men ſhall be moleſted with many feavers and infirmities 
inthe breſt \ catarrs and defluctions in the throat, but noble and great men ſhall be 
ſafe, quietand in a peaceable condition. | 

Again, if Dragons head bein any annual Revolution in Sagittary, the common 
people of Babylon ſhall be afflicted by their King and Superiors, and ſuffer many 
vexations and injuries by them ; alſo their beaſts ſhall ſuffer much derriment, and 
thoſe that are in an hoſtile poſture, eſpecially if it be in the laſt fifteen deprees 
of Sagittary, it ſignifies alſo an hot and dry ayr, alſo a thick. and obſcure face 
of heaven; And if Dragons Tail be therein, it ſignifies the dejection of Noble 
and Great men and their misfortune, but the riſe of Ignoble baſe fellows, and 
the fad condition of Judges, Councellors, Learned and Wiſe-men, eſperially if 
'Dragens-Tail be in the firſt fifteen degrees. 

Alſo if Dragons-Eiead be in Capricorn it denotes joy and gladneſs to Rich, Noble 
and Great men, and their honour and preferment, but the dejection of the 
baſe and Ignoble ; but if Dragons T ail be therein , it ſignifies Earthquakes and 
dammages eſpecially in the ſouthern parts. 

And Dragons-Head in Aquaries ſignifies the death of religious men and ſuch 
as ſtudy the Law, this to ſome few, but in one kinde or other they will all ſuf- 
fer detriment and vexation, many Sects and Shiſmes ſhall alſo ariſe: and if Dragons 
Tail be therin, Kings, Great-men and Land-Lords ſhall be very injurious and 
tyrannical over their ſubjects, ſervants and tennants, and ſhall aMiict, tax and Stinde 
theire faces beyond common humanity and honeſty. 

Laſtly Dragons- Head in Piſces ſhews the Honour and dignity of Great and 
Noble men, and of every man according to his degree; and if Dragons-Tail be 
in P:ſces, many Noble and rich men ſhall be ſubjugated and brought under 
the power of the militia or men in armes, and be removed out of their ha- 
bitations for their faults, and much controverſie and debates concerning Sects and 
the apperance of ſome new Hereſie or Schiſm. 

And ſo much for the ſignifications of the Head and Tail of the Dragon and 
what we have to ſay in this ſecond Section ; Let us now proceed to the third

ie ſhall be the eccaſioner of ſome great alteration in C hurch-affairs and matters 
JPivine ard appertaining to the Law, and that for the bercer ; but if they be afflicted, 
weakard impedited, judge the contrary , viz. that the alteration ſhall be for the 
worle. 

Again, if atthe Sz his ingreſs you find Aars in the .28 degree of Capricory , be- 
ing his exaltation, he denotes many and great Mutations , jet not altogether ſo no- 
table and ſtrange as the two other preceding, and the nature and quality thereof 
ſhall be according to his own proper ſignification , viz. wars, fire, combuſtions, up- 
roars, ſlaughters, thefts, rapines and robberies, and ſuch like , unleſs he be beheld of 
Satarn by a Sextile or Trine, and Satarn be then alſo well dignitied ard free fromall 
manner of impediment and action, or behold other Planets of whom he is received 
and well aſpected, and thoſe Planets alſo fortunate and free from all manner of im- 
pediment ; burit otherwiſe, it ſhall be the worſe. 

There is nothing to be ſaid of the Sax in this particular , who (by reaſon the Re- 
volution is ſtill made by his return to the firſt point of Aries) can never be inthe 
point of his exaltation in any Revolution of the World: neither indeed have | 
found any of the Ancients regard any of the inferiour Planets in this matter; onely 
Bonatus teſkifieth of : Albumazar ( a moſt learned Arabian in this Heavenly Scierce ) 
that in every Revolution of the World we are to have regard to the exaltation of 
Mercury, which is the 15 degree of Virgo, and ſee what Planet is then therein re- 

ceiving Mercnry, or fercary him, for he ſhall be Lord or chief Denoter or Signifi- 
cator of what is portended by him according to his ſtrength or weakneſs, as you have 
heard of the Superiours; for after the ſame manner muſt you judge , &c. And 
truly 1 ſee no reaſon why we may not after this rule judge of Ycns and the

ſome miſtakes or errours might ariſe much to the dammage and puzzeling 
of the younger Student ; which is this; In the foregoing Chapter you have 
heard the ſignifications of the Flanets (eſpecially the Superiour) whenin any Revo- 
lution they are in the point of their proper exaltations ; but inthis Chapter when we 
ſpeak of their being exalted one above the other , we mean as to their places in the 
Heavens at the time of the S#» his ingreſs into Aries; for he or ſhe that is neareſt to 
the Cuſpe of the mid-heaven or tenth houſe, is the Planet moſt elevated or exalted, 
and ſhall have ſignification as followeth ; yet note that it is not meant barely by the 
poſition of one above the other at that time , but when any two are in Conjunttion or 
other Configuration and elevated the one above the other at that time , then I ſay 
ſhall their ſignifications be as is here expreſſed. 
Contrary to the Ancients who begin in this matter with Yen , I ſhall as all along 
I have done begin with Sarzr-, and fo give you their lignifications ſtill in order as 
they are placed in the Heavens; as Satzrn being in (onjunfion , Square or Oppoſition + 
with any Planer, the Dragons Head, and Tal, or Blazing Star , and exalted above 
them, we ſhall begin thus : Sarzrn exalted above 7apiter, and then above Mars, and 
afterwards above the S#x and ſo forwards ; and not as the Ancients have done who 
* ſet down his ſignificationsas he is exalted above the ooz firſt , then above Ipiter , 
then Iars, then Dragons Head, Dragons T ail , Blazing-Star , and laſtly Ven ; 
omitting his ſignifications when in any Configuration of Mercary or the Sux,. and

ſecond houſe(which you know denotes che wealth and riches of the people) therefore 
from hegce ſhall che evil or miſchief threatned proceed : Now as touching the na- 
ture thereot, or manner how it ſhall come to paſs, you ſhall ſay ir thall be by che 
{word, thetts, wars, murthers and the like , which are the natural ſignifications of 
Mars; orelſe by the power or treacherous plots of their Enemies , which is his ac- 
cidental ſignitication as being Lord of the ſeventh, which you have heard js the houſe 
of Enemies, &c. orif the ſign of the ſecond be Libra, and ers therein , look tohis 
ſignificarions in L:b-a, as you have been taught in the ſeventeenth Chapter of the 
tecond Section of this ſame Treatiſe and ſay it ſhall be occaſioned fo and ſo as you 
have it there expreſſed; in like manner if it be any other ſign or any other Planet, 
judge according as you ſhall ſee moſt requiſite and agreeing to art and nature ; if 
the afflicting Planet be1n che third, the evil ſhall proceed from ſhorr journies , neigh- 
bours, kindred, or brothers and ſiſters or aſfociates ; if in the fourth , from fathers , 
heritages, loſs of poſſeſſjons, houſes, farms, or deſtruction of ſeed and fruits, &c. judge 
ſtill according to the nature of the houſe wherein your atHictor ſhall be found, which 
you have been taught elſewhere ſufficiently. 

Having hereby now fuly declared unto thee the manner how thou mayſt exactly How to judge 
and truly judge of the fate and condition of what is ſignified by the Lord of the _ oy 
Aſcendenr, fo alio is it requiſite to acquaint thee that thou mayſt (following the ſame  EPSg Hi >Y 
method ) judge of what 1s alſo {ignified by the Lord of the ſecoad , third , fourth, ,F Heaven. 
fifth, ſixth , and ſo round the whole Heavens of every thing apperraining to the lite | 
of man in a natural way, there beins nothing in the worl\ but what 1s ſignified 
by one houſe or other, and by which a man may judge of the qualiry and nature 
thereof. | | 

Asifthe Lord of the ſecond houſe be ſcrons, free from misfortune and impediment, 
judge the $00d ſucceſs of all rhings thereby ſignified , and to all Nations and Places 
ſubje& unto the lign thereof and its Lord ; but if unfortunate, impedired, weak and 
aſicred, judge miſchief, trouble, croſſes and loſſes , &c. according to the ſignifica- 
tion thereof, and the aforeſaid Places and Regions under the ſign and Lord thereof ;

If to J#piter, Nobles, Judges, and ſuch as converſe in the Law, and are ſignified 
by him, ſhall receive honour, liberty, and much good from the Kings hand, &<. 
And ſo judge if any other Planet and if any other Significator transfer his light 
to any, remember the Nature of your Significator; transfering his light, and che 
Natural and Accidental ſignification of the Planer to whom it 1s transferred, and 
judge according therennto and you are right, and will ſoon be able to judge of 
any matter mutatis mutands, varying your rules according to Art. 

And thus far have I in a manner reiterated rules and words for thy through 
underſtanding and inſtruftion in ſuch matters as have been delivered in a more 
ſhort and compendious manner before , and indeed ſo much the rather, be- 
cauſe that though what was at the beginning of this Diſcourſe ſer down, was 
ſufficient to and for any one that is any thing entred into this Art, yet would 
it pr have ſeemed ſomewhat difficult to thoſe who are as yer altogether 
unſeen therein, and therefore I hope this fault will be by the Judicious deemed 
yenial; Wherefore let us now proceed.

Alſo if the Lords of thoſe two Aſcendents, or one of them being ſo unfortunated, 
apply tothe Lord of the Eighth Houſe, there ſhall be many general infirmities and 
alſo death ; but if otherwiſe, there ſhall be many infirmities and general diſeaſes,but 
not mortality, and if death, it will not be great. 

Moreover, if the ſtrongeſt Planer of theſe Significators apply to the Lord of the 
Eighth, there ſhall be many ſudden deaths, without any greac or tedious ſickneſſes ;

Itherto we have proceeded in a plain and eaſie manner of InſtruQion, for it 

H is my moſt earneſt deſire that knowledge may flow as a ſtream amongſt all 

judicious ſouls, eſpecially thoſe of this my native Nation of England; 

and therefore I ſhall here again defire the more quick and nimble apprehenſions 

to pardon both my largeneſs and plainneſs, ſince I write to thoſe that are altogether 
to ſeekin theſe matters. 

Whereforethen know, that years of War, Diſſention, Quarrels and Bloodſhed, 
are to be judged from the Conunttion of Satwry and 7xprter, as alſo from their 
Square and - 1 Car from the Aſcendent and Angles of the Revolution of the 
year; forif theſe Superior Planets be either in Conjunttion, Square or Oppoſition 4 
EAC 
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each other,or applying to each other by any of theſe Configurations, wars are wo 
be feared, and that they ſhail then begin when they are in Parti! (onjunttis or 
Aſpect, if they are in Angles, or elſe they ſhall begin when 7zrirer enters his ex- 
altation or one of his houies,or any of the Angles of the Figure at time of the Revo- 
lution ; and judge that party to have Victory that 1s ſignified by the Pijai - -. oft 
elevated inhis excentrick ; for if 7#pirer be moſt elevated, and be exalte« above 
Satzrn, they ſhall overcome who make inſurreRion or begin the ſtrife.

with much grief, ſadneſs, trouble, ſorrow and anxiety : alſo if the Planet that is 
their Signiſicator be combuſt, it ſignifieth the ſam. - and if Retrograde, they ſhall 
fly from before their enemies, and grow weakerand weaker, ſhall be indigent and 
caſt down; judge alſo the ſame, although he were at firſt well placed , and after

quarrel; burif it be weak judge the contrary ; you may alſo judge of the time 
when the War will happen, from the diſtance of Saturn and Mars,if their Conjuntion 
or Aſpe& be a forerunner thereof;' or of any other Significators, by ſeeing how 
many degrees they want of the Parti! Conjunttion or Aﬀpe, and giving a moneth, 
day or week to every degree, according as they are in ſigns fixed, moveable or com- 
mon, as you have been taught before ; or elſe you may have regard to the Planet 
denoting War, who if he be Dire&, it will happen when he becomes Retrograde ; 
if he be Retrograde, ſay it will be when he becomes Diret, or when his beams 
are joyned in Configuration or ConjunQtion of the Significator of the King ; and 
ifhe behold the Significator of the people, he ſignifieth much thieving, pillaging 
and robbing, eſpecially if the Malevolent. Planet bein an Angle; but if he be not 
in an Angle, but only in a ſuccedent or cadent, the evil will not be general, but on-

will happen, 
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ly in fuch Towns, Cities and places under the ſign wherein he is, unleſs his 
beams be mixed in 7/pett or Conuntiox with the beams of the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dent ; for unleſs he have rule and Dominion in the Revolution, he ſhall not then 
ſignitic generally evill. 

Alſo it 4ars bein any of the Angles, ard the Diviſion apply to any term of 
his, andthe Revolution apply to the place where Mars was, inthe laſt ConunTion 
of che Planets preceding, or to the place in which Aars was, in any great Crn- 
jwnthion, 1t fignifiech in that year fighting and quarrelling in thoſe places and Re- 
gions ſubjec to the ſign wherein Mars was, and the application is; Diffentions 
and quarrels alſo are threatned when Mars is in Sqnaire or Oppoſition of Saturn, 
and Aars received; but if Aars be not received, neither Sarzwrn, it ſignifieth 
but little quarrelling; alſo if in any Revolution he be under the .#n beams, 
he denotes Wars, eſpecially if in a moveable ſign, butin a common ſign he pro- 
miſeth not much 3 and if Mars be in Gemini, in the Tenth Houſe, the King ſhall 
be very laviſh and ſpend his treaſure ; Note alſo that if the Lord of the Fourth 
be in the Ninth Houſe of Heaven, it ſignifies the priſons and goals ſhall be ſet 
open, and many Captives and Priſoners ſhall eſcape. 

Moreover, thou art to remember, that in what ever Revolution of the World 
thou lookeſt, Wars are ſtill to be known and judged from A7-rs, who 15 the occa- 
lioner of alldiſſentions, quarrels, wars, blood-ſhed and commotions 1n the Ele- 
mentary world generally ; but if thou wouldſt know the Immediate cauſes and 
fomenters thereof, look from what Planet Mars laſt ſeparated before the Sun his 
ingreſs into the firſt point of Aries ; for although they be Fortunes, yet ſhall they 
and ſuch as are by them fignified be the occaſioners thereof; as, we ſhall admit 
Mars laſt ſeparated from ( onjunition or AſpeR of 7upirer, from whence we ſhall 
judge that Noble men, rich and great in power, authority and eſteem, ſhall be the 
fomenters of the War threatned ; or Biſhops, Pope, Cardinals, Church-men and 
Religious people, they being all Sgnified by him; In like manner if it Venus, Sa- 
turn, the un, the Afoon or Mercury, you have no more to doe then judge in 
the like manner according to their ſeveral Significations which you are ſufficiently 
taught in the ſecond Book of this Volume. 


Now when thou haſt found in any Revolution, that wars are threatned, have re- 
predi& peace, oard unto the Planet ſignifying it; for if he be direct and well dignified, the war 


ſhall not continue or laſt ſong, but ſhall be broken by the King of that Region for 
which your Revolution is, tor it ſignifieth a ceſſation of arms, and thatthere ſhall 
be peace; ſee alſo how he is aſpected, and by what Planets, and by how many, for 
many Planets beholding him, (eſpecially being then eſſentially firong) it ſignifies 
the people ſhall he in good condition, ſhall be ſtrong and able to defend themſelves, 
and offend their enemies, ſhall overcome them and have aſſiſtance from others, ac- 
cordins to the nature of the Planets fo aſpeCting him. 

Bur if he be retrograde, they ſhall be beaten, ſhall run away and be dejeRted ; and 
if ſtationary to Dicettionchey ſhall be ftrong and powerful in war ; but if ſtationa 
to Retrogradation, at the beginning of the war they ſhall be ſtrong, but it. ſhall 
50 hard with them in the end. In like manner have regard to the Significator of 
their enemies, or thoſe that begin and firſt foment ſtrife, and judge of their conditi- 
on mutatis mutandi, as you have of theſe ; for if their Signiticator be dire there 
is a probability of peace, and that to proceed from their deſire and willingneſs, or if 
there be war that they ſhall overcome ; but if thou wouldſt know by what means 
they ſhall thus become viRorious , if thou findeſt their Significator ſtrong eſſen- 
tially, and not beheld by any other Planet, ſay by their own ſtrength and policy ; 
bur if it be aſpeRed and aſliſted by the benevolent rayes of other Planers, their 
Significator eſſentially not being very ttrong, ſay by the help of ſuch as are ſignified 
by thoſe Planets ſo aſſiſting and beholding their Signincator thall they become vi- 
Rorious ; as if it be Saturn, ſay by the help of ſome King; ifthe Sz», by ſome Prince 
or Noble man (for the Sx» {ignifieth rather petty Princes then $a:urn) if Murs, 
by ſouldiers and warlike men ; If 7#piter, byjnoble, wiſe and diſcreet grave men

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If Mercury, by ſcholars, and learned, —_—_ politick men ; If Yen, by riches or 
by ſome noble ſpirited women ; If La»xa by Merchants, Sea men or the common 
people of any place; but if thou wouldſt particularly know the place, or from 
what Countrey, Nation, or Province, it is no more then thus, Jook to the Sign 
wherein your adjuvant Planets, or Planet is,and judge according to diſcretion, that 
they will be ſuch asare of the Nation or place thereby ſignified, remembring that 
antient Aphoriſm 2te & a ſcientia, for you muſt not judge impoſlibilities, or what is 
contrary or repugnant to reaſon, | Bn 
Again, If thou wouldſt know by what Nation or men the war threatned is to be By what Nati- 
begun or acted, look to which part Xars ſeems to be aſliftant, remembring that the on or People 
aſcendent, the Lord thereof, and Planet from whom Mars laſt ſeparated are Sig. *h< war ſhall 
nificators of the Kingdom, People or Nation wherein your Revolation is; the e begs,

uch actions as they are never able to perform, or are worthy of the name, yet at- 
tributing that unto themſelves which was acted and accompliſhed by others, ſhall 
boaſt of great and high matters, but ſhall perform little or nothing, and lay the 
burthen of the war on other mens ſhoulders, and ſhall themſelves only thieve, 
pillage and plunder, and cutby the high ways; and if Mars be ſtationary (as 
aboveſaid) the war ſhall be the more greivous and hot, and the men more firong and 
couragious. 
Have regard alſo unto Saturn, who ſtirs up moſt deadly fewds and heart-burn- 
ings above any of the other Planets, when he is Significator of difſentions and 
troubles, and that to thoſe to whoſe fide he takes: alſo grievous troubles and 
miſeries unto thoſe Cities and Towns ſubject unto the ſign wherein he is , accordin 
to the fignification of the houſe of Heaven he is in, as if in the ſecond, the ſhall 
be damnitied in their eftates, ſubſtance and riches; in the third, in their ſmall jour- 
neys, brethren and kindred, and ſo (as you have been taught above) you may run 
over the ſignification of every houſe of Heaven; if he atom he ſhall ſignifie 
the ſame miſchiefs which you have heard of Mars, butthey ſhall be more grievous 
and mens.

Teaching how to know the price of any thing in any Year. 


T abarim amonglt other of the Antients hath been herein molt large ; what is 


A that which may be ſuperfluous 


In this manner of judgement, you areto haye regard to the ingreſs of the Sx 
into Aries, from whence you are to require Judgement, as alſo of the Poſition of the 
Heavens at every (onjunftion and Oppoſition of the Luminaries ay moneth, and 
from the Conjxuntion preceding every Ingreſs, as well quarterly and half-yearly as 
yearly, for all things happening in this World in a natural way, are occaſioned by 
the Stars, and may be known by the Poſition of-the Heavens, Stars and Planets at 
the time of the Conjunttion and Oppoſition of the Luminaries if rightly under- 
ſtood, ſo that by the ConjunGion, the Generation and beginning of things are 
judged ; by the Oppoſzr10y, the deſtruction and decay thereof; for the Moon , 
neereſt of all the Planets to the Globe of the Earth, and the ſwifteſt, doth immedi- 
ately convey untoit and men thereon the vertue and fignification of all the other 
Planets, and therefore we ſee by reaſon of this her great power and influence, all 
things,as well Vegetatives and Minerals as Animals, increaſe and decreaſe in vigour 
ſtrength and growth in ſome ſenſe according to her motion, and that the corruption 
and generation of all things arc appropriate unto her and the S#», and therefore 
by their C:njunion and Oppoſition theſe things may perfe&ly be known unto us if 
we be but ſearchers and contemplators of Nature and its Cauſes. 

Now if thou wouldſt know what ſhall happen generally touching the price of 
any thing in any year, have regard unto the Poſition of the Heavens at the Swns 
Ingreſs into e-Y-:es if there be but one figure to be erected, but if two look to 
their Poſitions at his Ingreſs into Aries and Livra, if four, or for every quarter , 
at his Ingreſs into Aries, Cancer, Libra,and Capricorn ; and if you would more parti- 
cularly make monethly obſervations thereon, have regard unto the {"o»ju20n of 
the Luminaries eyery moneth , and remember that the Aſcendent thereof, or the 


ſign aſcending art that inſtant for which you defſireto erect the figure of the Heavens, - 


its Lord and the Planet or Planets therein located are ſignificators of the condi- 
tion and ftate of Man and the Ayr, and you may join alſo in ſignification with 
them the Diſpoſitor of the Lord of the Aſcendent, if the Planets or Planet therein 
located be peregrine and afMlited, judge miſchief and detriment in theſe according 
to his nature , fignification and ftrength ; and ſo judge the contrary if he be then 
ſtrong and eſſentially dignified. . 

Tf there be any Planet in an Angle: who hath dignity and powerin the Aſcen- 
dent,. eſpecially Exaltation, he ſhall be the Significator of the price of things, or 
any Planet in an Angle Eſſentially dignified and ſtrong; and if the Lord of the 
Aſcendent be remote from this Houſe and the Planet in an Angle Peregrine, yet 
he ſhall be Significator as long as he is in that Angle; But when the Lord of the 
Aſcendent is in any of the Angles, or in the eleventh or fifth Houſes, he ſhall more 
manifeſtly ſhew his ſignifications then any other, eſpecially if he be Oriental and 
going from under the S#uz-beams:; ever take this for a general and true rule, that what 
ever Planet you finde fortunate in any ſign, he ſhall fignifie and denote the dearneſs 
of ſuch things as are under the ſignification of that Planer , and the ſign whercin 
he is; ſo alſo on the contrary, it he be weak and impedited, judge they will be of 
little or no eſteem or value, and may be purchaſed at a ſmall rate; wherefore it is 
very neceſſary you be throughly verſed in the Nature of every Planet and Sign which 
you are ſufficiently taught in the ſecond Book; and this rule without any war's 
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moſt expedient to be known, I ſhall here ſet down, and as neer as 1 can omit. 
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words may ſuffice for ſufficient inſtruction in theſe matters, yet may we apply it 
thus 

Look if the Lord of your Aſcendent be received or diſpoſed of by any Planet and 
the receiving or diſpcling Planer be ſtrong 1n an Angle, it ſignifieth that Corn and 

ſuch things as are molt neceſſary for the uſe of man ſhall be ata highrate all that 
moneth; And the Diſpoſitor of the Lord of the Aſcendent in Oppoſir:on of the Lu. 
minaries or that of the time promiſeth the ſeme ; as alſoif the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dent be received or diſpoſed of, and he together with the receiving and diſpoſing 
Planet be aſcending; But if the Lord of the Aſcendent and the Planer in an Angle 
apply to any Planet Cadent, ſlow in motion, or afflicted, the price ſhall fall ; ſo 
likewiſe if the Lord of the Aſcendent, its Receptor or Diſ| politor be Cadent, weak 
and aMiRed it ſignifieth the ſame, according to their affliction ; if much weakned 
and afflicted, they will be very cheap, if a little affiCted their price will fall but not 
altogether ſo much &c. And if the Lord ofthe Aſcendent, its Diſpoſitor and Re- 
ceptor do then alſo apply to any Planets weak, cadent and aftiited, this will be the 
more certain. 
See alſo what Planet you finde in the Aſcendent, for he (hall have ſignification with 
the Lord of the Abendene and ſhall according to his ſtrength or weakneſs denote 
the cheapneſs or dearneſs of proviſions; But if the Lord ofthe Aſcendent be not re- 
ceived by any Planet, he ſtall not have ſignification with him, but the Planer therein 
placed ſhall be Significator onely : If your Significator, or | ord of the Aſcendentr, 
(it he have participation with him) and the Luminaries be in the Aſcendent,or in an 
other Angle at the time of their monthly Conjunttion, the price of Corn & other neceſ- 
faries for the life of man ſhal<continue and remain as it wasin the preceding moneth; 
butif your Significator and the Luminaries be received and ſtrong, and be in the 
eleventh, or fifth , the price (þall be raiſed, and that according to their fortitudes ;

Alſo if the Planet in the Aſcendent apply unto the Lord of the Aſcendent, theprice 
ſhall be raiſed that day you tnde your ſignificators in Partil Con'ut##ion or AſpeR; but 
if the Lord of the Aſcendent and the Luminaries be weakand aflitedin the third, 
or ninth,or rwelfth, or eighth Houſes,it Ggnifierh their price ſhall be abated and fal'n; 
Bur the Angles ſignifie the fixation and durability of what is; ] fany afflicted 
Planet alſo apply to the Lord of the Aicendent, judge the abatement of the | 
price, _ that eſpecially if the Lord ofthe Aſcendent apply to any Planer' weak or 
afflicted. 

Moreover if the Lord of the Aſcendent be weak and aMiited, and its Diſpoſitor 
ſtrong, yet ſhal not he by his ſtrength _—_ any thing, forthe Lord of the Aſcendent 
ſhall i] be Significator of the price of things unleſs he were in a Cadent Houſe,and 
ſome Planet be thenin an Angle (as hath been ſaid) forthenthar Planer ſhall be Sig- 
nificator : Laſtly, if the Aſcendent be any of the houſes of the Luminaries, have re- 
gard unto them,and according to their fortitudes or debilities and places in the figure 
and Configuration with the Aſcendent, judge. 

Some of the Antients have taught that weare to regard the Planet in the tenth 
Houſe, if any be there at the time of the S#x this ingreſs into Aries, or the Planet 
applying to the Lord of the renth, and make him ſignihcator of the price of things; 
As if the Planet locatedin the tenth or beholding the Lord thereof be firong and 
dire, ſuch things ſignified by the ſign wherein your Significator is ſhall be deer

But as rouching the cheapneſs and dearneſs of any thing, have regard to the In- 
oreſs of the Vuz into Aries, or any other quarter (if it be ſo that ſo many figures 
are to be made) and therein diligently conſider the ſtate and condition of the Planet 
and Sign ſignifying that concerning which you would require judgement, and accor- 
ding to his ſtrength and debiliry judge ; for if ſtrong, the things will be deer and ofan 
high price or value ; and if weak, judge the contrary. 

Some of the Antients have alſo taught that for monethly obſervations in this 
matter we have regard to the Conjun#:on of rhe Luminaries,” and Haly faith that 
we oughtih every year to have regard whither Saturn or 7upiter enter the ſign ofthe 
Kingdom, Nation or Countrey for which you erect your Figure, and from their 
then places, ſtrengths and debilities we are to judge; for thatif the Planets are un- 
fortunate in theſe places, it ſignifies things ſhall be cheap ; but if they be there for- 
tunated and ſtrong, judge the contrary. | 

Moreover you are to take notice that every Planet in his Exaltation or ele- 
vated in his Epicycle whether he have dignity in the Aſcendent or no, figni- 
fieth things ſhall be deer that- are of the nature of that Planet and the Sign 
wherein he is; and therefore 1 ſay again it is moſt requiſite you be throughly 
acquainted with the ſignifications of the Planets and Signs taught you in the 
ſecond Book.

Have regard alſo to the fixed ſtars of the firſt, ſecond, third and fourth Magni- 
tudes, riſing, culiinating and ſetting; and ſee how they are aſpected by the Sig- 
nificator, and ſee whither any of them be in Conjuntion with him ; conſider their 
nature and manſion they are in; alſo have regard to the nature and quality of the 
Lord of the place of any great Conjunttion, or Eclipſe of any of the Luminaries ; 
and to what Planets or fixed Stars they apply, as alſo the Moon after her Conjur- 
ion and Oppoſition with the .S#n, and as you finde it requiſite, having regard to the 
major teſtimonies, judge of the nature, quality and temper of the weather. 

If your Significator be free from impediment, ſtrong, no wiſe beheld by any of

ToFuficer, On the contrary, if ſhe then apply next nnto 7-pirry although ſhe and he both 
be in moiſt ſignes and manſions yet ſhall they denote onely ſweet ſhowers and mo- 
derate dews and the like, but in other ſignes and manſjons hardly any rain at all; 


How ever it will be but very moderate , ſcaſonable and pleaſant if there be ny, 
whic 
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which ſometimes ( as other cauſes may concur) perhaps may be ; But if either 
Venus or Mercury, or both do then caſt their beams unto either the 4400» or 7«- 
piter or both, there will happen rain in ſome meaſure ; judge the quality from the 
nature of the manſions and nature of the ſigns they are in; as if moiſt, then it 
will be the more wet ; if dry, the leſs ; if in ſigns aiery, windes and ſhowers by fits ; 
bur ſeldome 1s any rain or weather produced or occafioned by 7#rzrer that is 


deftrutive or unſeaſonable, bur it is ſtill moderate, temperate and wholſome. 


Again if the Hoon apply next unto ars after her Conjunftion or Oppoſition To May:. 


with the Sw, and Satwrn be then alſo in any Aſpe&t with her or Aars, or 


with the Su, rain is threatned, and that immoderate if they are in moiſt ſigns and 


manfions , and if in temperate, and yet the Zoos be ina moiſt ſign and manſion, it 
ſhall denote rain though not ſo much ; bur if ſhe be in a moiſt ſign and manſion and 
they in a dry, there ſhall be but very little wet ; but if Venus do then Aſpe&t Mars 
alſo,you ſhall judge the contrary,that there ſhall be much rain,and if it be in ſummer, 
thunder and lightning with all. 


Alſoif at the time of the Conjan#ion or Oppoſition of the Luminaries you finde To the 544. 
them in Aſpe& with none of the Planets nor any with them, judge it will be tair - 


weather and little or no rain; butif Sarwrn or Mars, eſpecially Saturn behold ei- 
ther ofthem, or any other Planer in a moiſt ſign and manſion, eſpecially from an An- 
gle and the S#x then Peregrine, much rain ſhall follow, and ſo on the contrary 
judge. 


thereon follow, (but ic will not be ſo much, if the ſigns be atery) eſpecially ifrhey 
or either of them be beheld of either Saturn or Mars; but it will be infallibly true 
if then they be beheld of both Saturn and Mars, _—y if Satern behold the 
Z1oon, and Mars Venus, becanſe theſe are Openers of Gates as you have heard ; but 
you muſt note the rain will not be ſo great, if but one of them behold the 70» and 
Venus or either of them : But if J#piter behold them in like manner, judge there 
will be no rain, but contrariwiſe fair weather,or at leaſt ſuch moderate,gentle ſhowers 
as ſhall be very ſeaſonable and acceptable ; aud if Yen be free from impediment, 
when ſhe is thus aſpeRed of the *ALooz, and fortunate, and not in moiſt ſigns nor 
manſions, there ſhall not be any rain.ontheir then Configuration, whether it be Cox- 
quenition or Aſpect, but clowds and dews. 


Andif ſhe immediately apply to Mercury and they be in moiſt ſigns and manſi- T, a4,,c,,y. 


ons, there ſhall be continual rain and that dayly , eſpecially if Saturn and Hrs doe 
then behold them ; alſo if Venus have then any dignity in the place of the Conjur- 
ion or Aſpect of the Moon and Mercury, there ſhall be unuſual wet: weather; ſo 
likewiſe if (when the S»# and the 1700s are in (onjrttion) Mercury be alſo inthe 
ſame degree with them ina moiſt ſignand and manſion and apply to Venus ; And if 
you finde theſe Configurations in other manſions and figns, you ſhall alſo judge 
wet weather is threatned , but not ſo abundantly: And if Aercrry and the 
Aſoou be alone in Conjunttion or Aﬀpet, dews and gentle ſhowers are moſt com- 


. monly produced ; but if Jzpiter behold them when they are in Conjuntion, or Aer- 


c#ry at any time, he ſhall cauſe much rain and windes according to the nature of the 
ſigns and manſions; and thus much ſhall ſuffice to be ſaid of the 7o0n her ap- 
plication to the other Planets, having been immediately before in Conjuntiow or Op- 
poſition of the S#n ; I know the Antients have been more large,but I queſtion whither 
all their rules will be agreeable to the nature of the Climate wherein we live ; where- 
fore if what hath been already delivered unto thee, and what is beneath on this par- 

ticular further ſaid,_be not infallible rules forthe judgeing of weather as I ſaid before, 
being very intricate, eſpecially in Iſlands, I ſhall defire thee lovingly to accept of my 
weak indeavoursand well wiſhes to the propagation of this Divine Science, and 
alſo to ſtudy (by a diligent obſervation and trial of theſe rules and others thou ſhalc 
in thy praRiſe find out) to perfect ſome rules which may exactly and infallibly point 
out unto us the true ſtate of the weather in any quarter ofthe year, or day in any 
quarter,

Teaching by other Rules how to judge of the alteration of the Ayr, and 
to know when Rain 1s to be expefted. 


you require judgement, and place the Planets therein being (reduced to the 

& time of the day) and ſee whar Planets arethen in Conjunt:on Or Aﬀpect with 
the Sw» and Moon, eſpecially ifthe figure be made at any Lunation, for if it be «- 
piter or Venus and they corporally joined to the S#n and Moon, or Fuprer in a Sex- 
tile or Trine of them, and they be then free fromthe Conjunttion and Aﬀpett of all 
the Malevolents, neither apply unto them after their ſeparation from 7pzer, it is 
an aſſured teſtimony of fair weather ; but if 7#prter behold them by a Square or 
Oppoſition, and they free alſo from the Malevolent Configurations of the Infortunes 
(as hath been ſaid) he ſhall denote gentle pleaſant ſhewers. Burt if any of the Ma- 
levolent Planets, eſpecially Saturn be in Aſpect with them, or Conjunfion, although 
by Sextile or Trine, or they apply unto him after their Conju»&#ion eſpecially if by 
Square or Oppoſition, rain ſhall inevitably follow, for it is the natural property of 
the Malevolents to diſturb and thicken the Ayr with offenſive groſs vapours, as it is 
the diſpoſition of the fortunes to diſperſe them and clear the ayrthereof, reliſting 
the quality ofthe Malevolents. * 

Now you muſt know, that — Venas be one of the fortunes, yet doth ſhe 
by reaſon of her moiſt nature diſpoſe the ayr and weather to moiſture, eſpecially 
if ſhe be in any Configuration with the «z in moiſt ſigns and manſions, or have 
any commixture or participation with the malevolents, but yet ſhe ſeldome ſends 
noiſome or unſeaſonable wet weather, unleſs, when ſhe participates with the infor- 
tunes ſhe be then alſo very weak and afflicted, for then ſhe 15 not able to leſſen their 
malicious influence, 

Tf the Sn bein the South part of heaven and Yerxs under his beams, and the 
Moon be then in Corjunttion with either of them, eſpecially with Yexxs, or apply- 
ins unto her by any Aſpet , you ſhall aſſuredly judge when that Configura- 
tion is, viz. that very day and hour there ſhall berain and ſhewers , and if then 
Mercury alſo bein the ſame part of Heaven applying to the Moon by Conjunttion 
or Aſpe& , itſhall prenote rain, eſpecially if the ſoo» be in Scorpio : ſo alſo if 
Mars and YVexus bein Conjunttion, feſpecially allo in Scorpio; and when the Sus is 
in e-fquaries and the eos applying by Opooſuion unto him, and YVenas be alſo 
placed as aforeſaid, you ſhall judge rain at that very hour, ſo alſo when Mar: ap- 
plyes at that time to either the $#» or Vers, and the ſoon in 3 quare or Oppoſition 
of the S#», and when Yenws applyes unto the Su» ,and Mercury then alſo in Con 
3z#nfion with her or ſhe with him, rain is to he expected at that very inſtant; again, 
if the Sn be in Libra, and Yenw in Sagittar is: inthe ſame number of degrees , 
and the Moon applying, eſpecially to Venus , that very day and hour you may 
predi& rain; alſo when the Su» is either in Aries or Aquaries and the Aeon in 
Oppoſition unto him many ſhewers follow in that day from the hour of their 
Oppoſition ; judge the ſame if the ſoon bein Sagitary, yet Leois a cauſe of more 
ſhewers a great deal ; alſo if the aforeſaid Configurations be out of the houſes of 
Mars and Venus, judge the ſame, viz. wet-weather, alſo thunder, lightning, rain in 
Sreat drops, and ſometimes hail: Again, if the Sun be in Aries or Piſces, and 
the Moon in Libr: or Virgo, or Sagittary, there ſhall be ſhewers in that hour 
wherein they come to a Partil Oppoſition or Square; In like manner if Yeyws and 
Mercury in any of the aforeſaid places behold the $7 out of Leo, and the Aooy 


apply 


Y Ou muſt ſtill remember to ere& your Figure for the exact time for which 
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apply alſo then unto lim, eſpecially if ſhe bein Leo, it ſignifies many flaſhes of 
lightning and thunder, yet lictle or no tain, eſpecially if they are in Partil Cow- 
junftion or Aﬀpe&t; alſo if the 3u» bein Aries, Leo, Libra, Scorpio of Aquaries, 
and the Moor in a right diameter joined unto him by Conjunttion or AſpeR, or ro 
Venus by 'Oppoſition from either Aries or Libra, it denotes after rain many flaſhes 
of lightning and thunder : Laftly, if the S#» or the Moon be in Piſces no wiſe up- 
held or aſpeed of the fortunes, and Mars do: theft behold them with a *quare 
or Oppoſition, it ſhews there will follow much rain, thunder and flaſhes of light- 
But you are hereto note that there are ſome places of the Zodzack called Places 
of rain, and again others which are not altogether ſo effetual; thoſe which moſt 
conduce and incline to rain, are ('azcer, Leo, Capricorn and Aquaries, for if the 
A1o0n be in any of them and corporally joined to Venus, or by any Aſpect doth 
participate of her nature, and their beams touch each other within one degree 
either before or after che Partil Conjunttion, or Aſpect, eſpecially if the Aſpe& be 
a quare Or Oppoſition, there ſhall follow many ſhewers, but you are to take no- 
tice that the firſt 15 degrees of Capricors is leſs effetual, or conduceth leaſt to 
rain of any of the other, and the laſt fifteen degrees inclines rather to cold, ſothar 
you are warily to judge cape. to diſcretion ; thoſe places that are leſs effe- 
tual are the laſt term of Aries, and the ſigns Gemini, Virgo and Libra. 

And here for the manifeſtation of the AE: and admirable power and influence 
of the Heavens, Stars and Planets, I may juſtly reprehend ſuch as deny their influ- 
ences on Sublunaries by theſe ordinary and common ſigns of rain; As, _| 
The unuſual crowing of the Cock, viz. at times unaccuſtomed, denotes rain : Alſo

The abſence of Sea and Water-fowl from the Sea, and frequenting the Land : And 
Land-fowle frequenting the water : The chirping of Sparrows in a —_— Vit, 
about Sun-riſing or a little after : The ſudden motion of Beaſts out of one place in- 
to another, _ their making then anoylſe : The frequent licking of their feet and 
hoofs ; and this is very remarkable in the ar, who ſtill before rain and tempe- 
ſtuous weather, will run up and down the houſe, turning over and over, and playing 
with her tail,and aſcend up by hangings, beds,or ſuch like to the roof of the room; and 
this ſhe will do very often rogether, although each time ſhe endangereth her ſelf by 
deſcending : Even as though (and as I indeed conceive it) ſhe were by the influence 
of the Heavens conſtrained to ſuch mad freakiſh a&ions : You may alſo obſerve 
that theſe creatures make a greac ſtir at ſuch times in licking their feet, and rubbing 
their feet about their viſage and head, whence the verge uſually ſay ar ſuch times, 
The Cat waſheth her face, &c. The greedy feeding of Beaſts alſo denotes rain : and 
their ſanffing up the ayr with their head held up againftthe wind : The reſorting of 
Poxltry to their rooſt being covered with duſt : Theegreſfſion of #orms out of the 
Earth: The tumbling and rubbing of Dogs in the duſt: The buſfie heaving of 
Moules : The quick pratling of the Crow : The high flight of Birds : The cloſe 
flying of the Swa/low to the water, and the flapping of her wings thereia : The 
buſie working of the Spider in her web : Alſo the buſineſs of the 4zr with her 
Egges: The ſound of Bels when they are heard further then uſually : The inordi- 
pate ſweating of Srones in dry weather : The hankering of Bees about home in fair 
weather : The exceſlive pain of Cor»sand old ſores and wounds in men and women 
which are either very great, or not well cared : The buſineſs of F:-wls mn pruning 
themſelves, eſpecially if it be in winter. And here I would have the Reader to 
take notice, that unleſs they be ſeento ſqueeſethe ſmall Puſtule ( as it were) that 
oney on their rump, and then anoint their feathers by flightly ftroaking their 

ils thereon, it is no certain ſign of rain, for in their time of moultring they will 
prune and peck their feathers all day long; but in this Puſtule (as I may .cafl ir for 
the reſemblance it hath therewith) there is acertain unious matter or _ ſub- 
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tance wherewith they ſmooth their feathers and anoint them, be better to keep 
out the wet, and this thou mayeſt eaſily perceive to be true by takinga feather and 
pulling it aſunder with your fingers gently, and you will ſoon ſee how the beards on 
the edges thereof will ſtick rogerher. | | | 

' I might here inſtance many more ſuch like ordinary ſigns of the mutations of 
the Ayr ; but ſince I deſire not to be tedious, and to the judicious and ſearchers of 
Nature, many ſuch like teſtimonies will be frequently offered to their confide- 
rations, I ſhall here deſiſt, deriding fuch as ſhall deny by their ignorance the ad- 
mirable and powerful vertues of the Heavens, Stars and Celeſtial Planets, being 
convinced even by theſe bruit creatures, Fowls, _— things, and the very ſtones ; 
wherefore ſuch muſt needs be concluded worſe, or at beſt no berrer then Stocks, Dolts 
or Ales,

Shewing Haly lis judgement 0n Weather and the alteration of

E are to judge and know the alteration and Mutation of the 
Ayr and Weather from the various Configurations and Poſiti- 
ons of the Planets at certain times,eſpecially at the Con'unttion 
and prevention of the Luminaries before the Sx his entrance 
into Aries,whoſe Aſcendentsare chiefly to be regarded,and the 
places of the Conjunttion and Oppoſition, alſo the places of the 

= Luminaries in the figure at the Ingreſs of the S#n into Aries , 

& and the places of the Planets in theſe aforeſaid Scheams, 
be in any .of the Angles from the Aſcendent or in any of the 
Angles from the Lord of the Aſcendent, ſtrong and eſſentially dignified, eſpecially 
in the mid Heaven, he ſignifies a various and divers temper of Ayr, thick and dark 
clowds; andin hot weather he leffeneth the heat, and im winter or cold weather 
the cold is by him augmented and increafed ; bur if he be not in an Angle, the 
times ſhall be more ſtable and natural; alſo if Satzr» be in any of the Angles from 
the Lord of the Aſcendent, he ſhall not work ſo forcibly his effes as when he is in 
any Angle from the Aſcendent it ſelf. 

And if Aars be located as you have heard of Satary, eſpecially in the mid- 
Heavens, the heat in Summer ſhall be increaſed and augmented, and the cold in 
Winter diminiſhed and abated, and the Spring and Autumn alſo ſhall incline rather 
to heat then cold. 

If Zwpiter, Venus or the Icon be ſo placed, they cauſe a temperate, good and 
wholeſome ayr , and cauſe every thing ro grow, increaſe and frucifie well and 
kindely that is fown or planted in the Earth. 

Again, If Mercyry be found as aforeſaid, viz. in the mid-Heaven in the figure 
of the Preventional Conjunction or Oppoſition, in an aierylign and any of the In- 
fortunes in any of his Angles, it denotes much change of Ayr, great and high 
winds and very hurtful ; in like manner judge the contrary if you find any of the For- 
tunes inany of his Angles, or he in any Anglefrom them, for this ſignifies the ſame 
as if they were in Conjwunction. 

Wherefore if any Planet be ih an Angle or ſuccedent Houſe from the Afcendent of 
the Preventional Conjunction, make him your Significator, & then ſee what commix- 
ture he hath with Sarzrn and Mars oretther of them ; forif he be in a Square of 
Mars or Oppoſition,or ('onjuntion,and Mars be ina fiery fign, heat in Summer "_

ſhall be temperate and good, and if it Fe by Sexrile or Trizeit ſhall be the 
better. 
Allo if Mars have commixture with the Significator, and he be in Earthy Signs 
which are cold and dry, or in watery which are cold and moiſt, and it be by { o»- 
 iunition, Square or Oppojition,the ayr will be good and temperate, but if it be by Sex- 
tile or Trine, it will be much the betrer, and will more effetually produce the fruits 
and ſeeds of the Earth. 
See alſo in the aforeſaid figure of the ConjauQion you have chief regard to the Part 
of Air or Weather and make it participate in judgment with your Signficator; And if 
you finde Saturn or Mars afrer the ſame manner placed , and in Aſpect therewith , 
judse according as you have heard of the Significator.

7; To be ſhort, if you would judge of the alteration of the ayr for any quarter of 

the Year, ere& your figures for the Ss, his ingreſs into Aries, Caxcer, Libra, 

F and Capricorn and according to the ſame method judge ; if for any or every moneth, 
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the time of the day or night, have ons to Japiter, Venus and Mercnry, and if you 
finde them all Occidental or Retrograde, judge there ſhall be much rain and wet 
weather that year. 
\ Look thenif Mars be in any of the Angles,eſpecially inthe tenth Houſe in an aiery 
ſign, andin any car, 2 mg of Mercnry, he ſignifies thunder, flaſhes of light- 
ning, and tempeſtuous ſtorms of rain that year, yet ſometimes without rain, they ſigni- 
fie alſo an unwholſome ayr ; but if Mars be in the fourth Houſe in anearthy ſign,and 
the Fortunes ſtrong and in Configuration with Mercery , it ſignifies Earth-quakes, 
fiery apparitions inthe ayr and ſtrange ſights; alſo damage to the Mines of the 
Earth ; but if £2ars be in the fourthin a fiery ſign, it denotes an obnoxious hurt- 
ful ayr to the Earth, and feeds thereof, and the corn and fruits ſhall be ſcorched and 
burnt up; alſo if he bein a watry ſign in the fourth , he denotes a diminution and 
ſcarcity of waters and detriment to Fiſhes and fuch as Navigate ; but if the For- 
runes be in Configuration with him, damage and miſchief by Thunder ſhall be lef- 
ſened ; but if they do no wiſe behold him, that year there will be miſchief by Thunder 
and Lightning. 

Moreover if Saturz be there, in the ſtead of Mars, and in the tenth Houſe in an 
aiery ſign, and in any Aſpe&t of Hercnry, and no wiſe aſliſted by the Fortunes, ir ſige 
nifieth detriment in the ayr, and much hurtful rain, and that for ſome continuance 
bur if he be in the fourth Houſe, as hath been ſaid in an earthy ſign, and in any 
Configuration with Mercury, and no wiſe beheld by the Fortunes, there ſhall happen 
Farth-quakes, and there ſhall be much black water upon the Earth and the like ; but 
if he be in a watry ſign in the fourth pofired as aforeſaid, and not at all helped by 
the Fortunes, there ſhall be a ſcarcity of waters, and all things abiding therein, 
whither living creatures or other things, ſhall ſuffer detriment ; alſo if he be inan 
earthy ſign placed in the ſame manner, he ſignifies __—_ to the Earth, and 
the things thereon and growing out of it: But if Mercary do not behold him by 
any Configuration, neither be joined bodily to him, the aforeſaid Significations 
ſhall not be ſo grievous, but more tolerable ; and if he be beheld of the Fortunes, 
the miſchief will be yet leſs and leſs; and if by a Sexrile or 7rine, and they ſtrong 
eſſentially, it will be totally taken away. 

Note that every Planet hath its own peculiar property; for the ſuperiour are as 
Spirits, the inferiour as bodies , of which all thecorruption and generation in the 
World hath participation , by their Configurations aud Commixtions one with 
another accordins to the preordination and will of God. 

Moreover the radix from which you are to judge of the alteration of the ayr, is 
the Aſcendent of the Conjunttion or prevention of the Luminaries before the In- 

reſs of the $» into every ſign ; and have regard to the Lord alſo of the Aſcendent 
and the I ord of the place of the Conjunttiox or Prevention; for if theſe places and

will be tempeſtuous ſtorms and rain, until one of them go out of the aforeſaid term : 
alſo at thetime ofthe Sx» his Ingrels into .4ries, if Saturn be in Square or Opre- 
ſition of him or of the Moow, or Jupiter and Hercury, or Venus and Mars fo 
poſited , much rain is to be expeRed in that year, eſpecially if the Aſpe&t be by 
Oppoſition, and they be in Reception by Houſe ; for this is Opening of Gates or 
Windows, as you have heard: Alſo if Verus be before the Sun, it ſignifieth 
there will be many clouds that year , dews and moiſture of ayr , but licle 
rain. 

And if Venus be retrograde whileſt the Sun isin eAvies or Taurus, there ſha!l 
be much rain that year, eſpecially 11 che Spring; bur if ſhe be Retrograde in Ca- 
pricorn, 4quaries or Pices, there ſhall not be ſo much rain in the Spring, but very 
much inthe Winter. gh 

Moreover when Mercury is ſtationary, in what eyer ſign it be, he denotes a moiſt 
ayr, rain and clouds according to the ſeaſon ; allo many ſtorms and tempeſtuous 
ſhowers follow when Openers of Gates and the Significators of rain are placed 
in moiſt and watry ſigns; lo if Venus be ſo poſited judge the ſame; alſo if 
Alercary be in a fiery dry ſign, and the Moen and Yenwus in watry and moiſt 
ſigns, there ſhall be remperate and moderate rain; and if Saturn behold them 
and he being in a cold ſign, there will be rain and ſnow and much cold with an ob- 
ſcure and dark ayr. 

And thus much ſhall ſuffice to be ſaid touching the judgement of the weather 
and alteration of che ayr by the Poficions and Configurations of the Planets and 
Stars the ſecondary cauſes of all ſublunary accidents ; if theſe rules in every par- 
ticular hold not, endeavour thou the more to finde out the truth , and let my 
failings be rather an incouragement to thee to ſearch further into the ſecrets of 
Nature ; wherefore I ſhall ſay no more on this point in this Nature, but con- 
clude our Jeſt Chapter touching the alteration of the ayr with ſome particular 
obſervations from rhe afore:aid cauſes, wh ch are common and may be oblerved 
even by the mot illiterate and rural Peſant that is.

Shewing how to judoe of Weather from common Obſervation of the 
riſing and ſetting of the Sun, colour of the Moon , appearance

T doth no wiſe ſeem unto me unneceſſary to deliver this Chapter unto the 

| world, although it be not altogether ſo Aſtrological as the preceding Chap- 

ters are, yet by reaſon it containeth Obſervations deduced from the Stars 

and other Superiour things, it cannot be abſolutely rejeted as not cyrenng with 

our difcourſe and ſubje& ; beſides ſince it may very well be an help both for the 

plainneſs and certainty thereof,to ſuch as perhaps are not of ſufficient capacity to at- 

cain to the perfeQtion of what we have ſet down before, I have adventured to give 
them to underſtand thus much. 

That when the S«» riſeth clear and bright in our Horizon, it denotes a pleaſant 
day ; but fowl weather, if then he be overcaſt with a thin cloud ; if he ſet being free 
from clouds, a fair night followeth; alſo being then divers coloured , his beams 
long and red, denotes windes the next day from that part or quarter of heaven ; 
his beamsſpotted, green, black or pale, promiſeth rain that night; if at his ſerting 
there be one or more circles about him, you are to obſerve whether they are red, 
and here and there broken ; for then he denotes vehement windes that night: it 
obſcured thick and black circles, it ſignifies cold windes and ſnow in Winter ; many 
circles denote winde of what colour ſoever they are, but the more if they be red ; 
if but one circle be about him and, and that clear and of no continuance, fair wea- 
theris to beexpeRed ; underitand the ſame of the 47oon which you have heard of 
the Su» , when there is circles about her; blackneſs in the Sw» and Afoon denotes 
rain; redneſs, winde; The elemer:t red inthe morning , ſhews winde and rain to 
enſue that day; the ſame in the Evening declares the contrary ; for the day follow- 
ing is for the moſt part then fair ; and in this manner of Prognoſtication'we finde the 
Phariſees very expert, as appears in the 16. of Matthew.

From Comets if we require judgment touching theſe matters,we are to know that 
they never appear but they bring as well great and terrible alteration in the ayr 
as on the earth ; but of this we ſhall have more occaſion to treat anon in the 
next Section; wherefore here only note that they cauſe dry weather and ayr,

power and efficacy judge by their greatneſs, ſmalneſs, length and ſhortneſs ;

the Heavens, Inordinate windes, thunder, lightnings, and very tempeftuous wea- 
ther; and when they ſeem to run along out of one place into another, it denotes 
winde ; and that the weathcr ſhall alter from the temper wherein it is, if but few 
appear, and thoſe obſcure and cloudy; alfo if they at any time ieem greater and 
brighcer then uſua!, it denotes winde and rain in theſe parts where you ſee ſuch Stars 
appear; and in Winter they preſage froſts,ſnow and cold weather ; but herein unleſs 
thou arr well acquainted with their Natural magnitudes thou mayeſt be deceived 
and canſt never be perfeA. 


Again, you may judge of the weather by the prime day thus ; if it be Monday , By the Prime 
judge moiſt weather; | uefday, windy and cold ; Wedneſday, very cold ; Thurſday, day.

Thunder in the Morning alſo denotes winde about Noon ; in the Evening, rain By Thunder, 


and tempeit ; Thunder alſo in the Winter ſhews terrible accidents and alterations the 
Summer following ; whence the old Proverb, «--{ Winters Thunder 1 a Summers wou- 
der ; alſo when in any Summer you finde no Thunder, the Winter following will be 
very unhealthful and obnoxious to all creatures.

In like manner judge the contrary if you finde the benevolent Stars ſo poſited ; 
they are benevolents that you find are of the nature of 7»piter or Yexxs, or both, or 
of the nature of 7picer, and Saturn, Jupier and Mars, or Venus and Saturn, Venus 
and Mars, and of the nature of Zupiter and Mercury, Venus and Mercwry, and of the 
nature of Mercury only, efpecially if aſſiſted by the benevolent Aﬀpects of the For- 
cunes. ; 

And thus much ſhall ſuffice for Inſtruction in the judging of the Annual Revolu- 
tions of the world ; let us now deſcend to Eclipſes, and ſo haſten to a concluſion of

an Eclipſe of either of the Luminaries is, and the cauſe of thar deteRt in each of 

them ; wherefore it would be both needleſs and ſuperfluous here again to rouch 

thereon, I ſhall therefore give you now the whole Method whereby to judge of any 

Mutation or Accident in this World portended by Eclipſes. and that in brief accor- 

ding to the Rules of our Predeceſſor Pro/omy, whom i prefer for his ſhortneſs and 

lainneſs before any or all other Writings that I have metre with ; it is true, Leoverius 

ath been very large on this ſubje&, and others ; but ſince what P:«/omy hath deli- 

. vered us, is ſufficient for inſtruction to any that are to ſeek in theſe matters, I ſhall 

paſs them by as more myſterious and intricate, and yet tending no more to edifi- 
cation. | 

In the firſt Section and firſt Chapter of this Fourth Book you have been taught 
that in your judgement of Revolutions you are to conſider the place of the Eclipſes 
of either Luminaries or both, if any fuck; happen, and joyn them in judgement ; for 
if there be any Eclipſe or Eclipſes , you are to ſee if there be any agreement betwixt 
them and the Lord of rhe Year and Aſcendent of the Revolutions ; for there is no- 
thing more certainthen that there followeth many inconveniencies and alterations 
in the World after any of the great Lights are Eclipſed ; for by them all things have 
their ſubſiſtence and nutriment in a natural way; and therefore it muſt needs follow 
ſublunary things muſt ſuffer detriment in one kinde or other when either of them are 
deprived of their lights and influences, eſpecially if both in one Moneth ; whence Her- 
mes faith , There ſhall much inconveniency and trouble happen in the World when 
both the Luminaries ſhall be Eclipſed in one Moneth, and chiefly in thoſe places in 
which their EffeRs ſhall be manifeſted. 

Whereforein any Year if either or both the Luminaries are Eclipſed, or in any 
quarterly Revolution , ſee if the Lord of the Sign wherein the Eclipſe is ro fall, be 
ſtrong or weak, or in { onjunttion or any Configuration with the Lord of the Aſcen-

[ N the Sixteenth Chapter of this very Fourth Book I have already declared what 
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ſeveral ſignifications , as you have been taught before : and fo on the contrary evill, 
if by the Infortunes : And this ſhall be the more encreaſed if the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dent or Lord of the Year be the Lord of the Sign wherein the Ecliple is to happen. 
In like manner pronounce evill and dammage to the perſons and things ſignified by 
any other Houle of whom you find the Lord of the Sign of the Eclipſe Ruler, &c. 
Judge the time when it ſhall be moſt grievous unto them, to be whenthe S#z comes

it ſhall þe chiefly incident unto men, if any Eclipſe be in Humane Signs: itin Alery , 
to Birds: ifin Earthy, ta the Fruits of the Earth and Seeds: ( yet 7Jundinw al- 
ſureth us,that ifan Eclipſe be in Libra, it ſignifies the rottenneſs of Herbs, and that 
there ſhall be Sets and Schiſms amongſt Chureh-men ) in watery , to the Fiſh and 
Creatures living in the Watery Element : in Beſtial Signs, to Beaſts, according to 
the nature of the Sign: as if Aries, to Sheep : if (apricorn, tq Goats: if Taures, 
to Bulſs, Cows and Oxen : if Sagirrary, the laſt 15 degrees, to Horſes, &c. and if 
feral ſigns, to wild Beaſts. = |

In the Earthy Triplicity when any of the Luminaries are Eclipſed , it occaſions 
ſcarcity of the Fruits of the Earth , and chiefly of Corn,and ſuch things as are uſually 
ſown every Year. 

In the Ajery, ſhews Famine, fierce and violent Maladies and Peſtijential Diſeaſes, 
tempeſtuous ſtormy winds, and thoſe very pernicious. 

In the Watry Triplicity it promiſeth the death of the Vulgar and ignobler ſort of 
avs 5 ſeditions and rumors of wars, and eruptions and overflowings of the Sea- 
anks.

In Cancer, a rottenneſs or corruption of the fruit when it is gathered, cauſing ſick-

In Cepricory, it denotes Olives to be devoured by Locuſts or Caterpillers and ſuch 
like Worms, many ſhipwracks and ſubmerſions of ſhips,change in mens diſpoſitions 
and manners, eſpecially in thoſe Regions and Places ſubje& unto Carricory. | 

In Gemini and Sagirrary an Eclipſe threatens deſtruction to flying Fowls, eſpecially In common 
ſuch as men eat, whereby many men cometo ſudden death, bgns,

And therefore I conceive the Antients without any reſpe& at all to the former, 


have ſtill given Rules for judging of the latter, or the time when their EffeRs will be 
in force or begin to be apparent. 


Wherefore Pt-lomy teacheth us, that if an Eclipſe fall in the Eaſt part of the 
Horizon , (or more plainly in the Aſcendent or Eaſt Angle) the Events thereof ſhall 
firſt manifeſt themſelves from the fourth Moneth after,bur it will more ſtrongly ope- 
rate in the firſt third part of its whole duration. 

If in the mid-Heaven, the EffeRs thereof will firſt begin to appear after the ſecond 


four Moneths (or more plainly about eight Moneths after the defect of the Lumi- 
nary)but more apparent will it be in the ſecond or middlemoſt third part ofthe whole 
rime it continues, Bur 
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Bur if it be in the Weſt-part of the Horizon, ( viz. in the Seventh Houſe of 
Heaven, or the Welt Angle) in the third or laſt fourth Moneth ſhall the Effects 
be manifeſted, but more forcibly-in the third and laſt part of the whole time of its 
continuance. —— 

Burt the particular Remiſljons and Intentions we muſt judge from the Conjundi- 
ons and Preventions which in the mean time ſhall happen in that place, or in any 
other places of the figure that hath relation thereunto, from the places of the mo- 
tion of the Planets by which future events are fore-known, viz. ſuchas are Oriental, 
Occidental, Stationary or aſcending in the cloſe of the Evening, vzz. veſpertine and 
are occaſion of any future events by their Aſpe&s or any other manner ; whenthey 
are Oriental you muſt know their effe&tsare augmented, and when they are Stati-

- Ade 2 partom fEpju Y 14, 
And then you are to ſee how many equal houres (viz. Natural Equino&tial houre 
conſiſting of 60 Minutes a peece) the Eclipſe continues in every Region , for

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For the S#z and 1709 bear rule over the other Planets, and are main cauſes of 
future accidents, as alſo the power and efficacy of the other Stars are by them aug- 
mented or diminiſhed; bur the commixtures of thoſe Stars who are of moſt power, 
ſhew the quality of the events. 

Burt let us declare the works and properties of each Planet and their natures ; bur 
that our relation thereof may be the more effeRual, you are to take notice that 
when I nominate or declare the nature generally of the five Planets, you are to 
underſtand their temper, power and force, whether that Planet doth of himſelf in 
his own nature predominate or no, or whether any other Star which is not errant, 
or other place of the Zodiick of the ſame nature and temper or influence of that 
Star ; wherefore if poſlible we are to know the nature and quality of every fixed 
Ster worthy the noting for the making a right commixtion when they are joined in 
Configuration with the Zrr4»t Stars or Planets, becauſe this is as conſiderable as 
their commixtions one with another, according to their familiarity before men- 
tioned. 

So that if Saturn be only chief Lord or Ruler, he ſhall be generally the occa- gg, 
ſion of deſtruction and miſchief cauſed by cold ;. and particularly when his in- when ke is 
fluence relateth unto men , he cauſeth long and tedious Infirmities , Tifticks and chief Ruler, 
obnoxious Diſeaſes, occaſioned from Humors , Flegm and Defluxions, quartane 2d his figni- 
Feavers, Baniſhment, Want, Tribulation, Anxiety, Fears, ſadneſs and Death ; and _—_— n gee 
theſe chiefly to thoſe that are ſtricken in years. Os 

But when it relatech to Beaſts and Creatures belonging to the uſe of Man , he 
bringeth deſtruction and cauſeth a ſcarcity of them, and ſickneſs and rottenneſs to 
thoſe that remain ; death alſo and infirmity in the ſame nature to thoſe men that 
uſe or eat them. | 

In the ayr he (ball cauſe froſt and ſow, and ſuch as ſhall produce bitter cold 
weather, cloudy and obſcure, alſo pernicious, peſtiferous and tempeſtuous, Snow 
and inconvenient wind and moiſture, producing by corruption pernicious and offen- 

{ive creatures to mankinde. 

Bur in the Sea and Rivers, tempeſts and ſhipwracks, alſo difficult and dangerous 
: Navigating, a deſtructionand ſcarcity of fiſhes; increaſe and decreaſe of waters in 
the Sea by fics,the over-flowing of Rivers,and eruptions of the Sea-banks and miſchief 
by water. 

"_ the Earth, a diminution and deſtruction of fruits, and chiefly to ſuch as are 
more particularly for the uſe of Man; they ſhall ſuffer by Worms very much detri- 
ment and Caterpillars, Locuſts, and ſuch like, or by inundations, over-flowings of 
Water, or too much abundance of Rain, cold Froſt or the like, fo that thereby there 
ſhall be ſuch a ſcarcity and deerneſs of ſuch things, that many men ſhall dye for want 
of bread. | 

If Jzpiter be chief Ruler,he cauſeth generally an increaſe and plenty of all things, Of Fupire; 
and particularly to man, heelevateth their condition to honour, renown and plenty, when he is 
Siveth health, tranquillity, peace and ah increaſe of riches and goods, and all Of Noe p 
things appertaining to thelife of man in a natural way ; Increaſeththe benefits and j.,;, ;n 92... 
goods received from Princes, or ſuch as are in Authority, and cauſeth alſo even al, * 
theſe Grandees to be more 11luſtrious, irflargeth their Territories and Dominions, 
and abundantly augmenteth their Grandure ; generally 7-pirer denotes ſucceſs and 
happineſs in every thing. | 

To- Beaſts belonging chiefly to the uſe of Man, he fignifieth an increaſe, but 
ſuch as are deſtructive and not profitable, he deſtroyeth. | 

The ayr alſo he tempereth and maketh wholſome, and ſendeth convenient mo!- 
ſture in ſeaſons requiſite for the ProduRtion of the fruits of the Earth, the which he 
multiplyerch and increaſerh by his ſweet influence. | 

The Sea alſo for Navigation ſhall be ſafe, the floods of Rivers temperate, &c. 

If Mars bechief Lord of any Ecliyſe,he generally threatneth miſchief to all ſorts Ofthe Genig. 
and kinds of men which ſhall happen through extremity of drought ; and particu- tions of

In the ayr he cauſeth extremity of heat and very warm windes, alſo ligthning and

In the Sea deſtruction to ſhips, and ſubmerſions ſuddenly by mixt winds, lightning 
and ſuch like. 

In Rivers a ſcarcity of waters, a drought of Fountains and detriment by drinking 
of waters, which for the moſt part will be corrupted. | 

Andin things appertaining to the life of Man, »:z. Beaſts and Vegetables, he fhall 
cauſe a ſcarcity, and deſtruction of the fruits of the Earth, by reaſon they ſhall be 
ſcorched with extremity of heat or caten with Locuſts and Caterpillers, or deſtroyed 
by winds, or nipt in the bud. | 


Of Venus and Burt if Yen be chief Significatrix, ſhe denotes the ſame as doth Jupiter gene- 
ker fignificatis rally but together with it ſome Venereal ſports ; and particularly to men ſhe cauſcth 


honour, fame, joy, fortunate ſucceſs in every thing, happy marriages, abundance of 
children and felicity in all things belonging to Matrimony, and an increaſe of riches, 


and an unuſual familiarity and correipondency between Princes and their Subjes 


and Familiars. | 

In the ayr, winds, but temperate, bringing abundance of ſhowers , yet they very 
ſeaſonable and convenient for the fruRifying of the Earth, a ſeaſonable time accor- 
ding to the nature of the ſeaſon. 

In the Sea ſuch Ships as Navigate ſhall be ſafe and proſperous. 

In Rivers abundance of waters by reaſon of many ſhowers. _ 

Beaſts, Vegetables and ſuch things as are for the uſe of man, ſhall be plentiful. 

If Mercury bechief Ruler, he ſignifieth ſuch events generally as are of the na- 
ture of the Planet he is in Conjunftion with and in Configuration ; for you have been 
caught in our ſecond Book of this Volume, that he participateth in Nature with the 
Planet in Coxiznttion or Configuration with him ; but properly in his own nature he 
furthers the natural ſisnification of the other. ; 

Particular]y in men he excites expedition, induſtry,cunning and ingenuity in every 
thing. 

- the Sea he cauſeth unfortunate Navigation when he is joined in judgement 
with the Infortunes as being in Configuration or {'onjuntion with them ; but if with 
the Fortunes, judge the contrary ; with the Malevolents alſo he denotes many diſeaſes 
and infirmities, Quotidian Feavers, TImpoſthumes, Conſumprions and Coughs , 
Phthifis and dry diſeaſes ; as touching matters of State, Laws, Cuſtoms and Privt- 
ledges, he ordersall according to the Planets and Stars in Configuration with him ; 
wherefore we ſee he being dry of conſtitution being ſo nere the Sz», and of a ſwitt 
motion, and becauſe he is often Retrograge, he ſtirs up frequent turbulent and per- 
nicious winds, alſo thunder and lightning, openings of the Earth and Earth-quakes, 
and perhaps much damage thereby to Vegetables and Creatures for the uſe of Man 
(I conceive Pro/omy might very well have left out perhaps ) alſo in the houres of 

his ſetting he cauſerh a diminution of Warers and Rivers; inthe houres of his riſin 
an augmentation ; and thus much of the innate ſignifications of the Planets. 

Now when according to the variety of the Aſpects and Signs they are mingled 
by being mutually beheld of each + Sa and their Poſition in reſpe&t of the wn, 
they thereby vary their effects or actions according to the variety of ſignifications 
and judgements ariſing from their ſeveral Conjunttions and Configurations, 

Wherefore ſince it is impoſlibleto relate exactly unto thee all their Configurations 
and their commixtures, or at leaſt for thar it would be ſo intricate a thing, we ſhaſ] 
refer it to the ſtudy and conſideration of the Student ; for as I have faid _ 

h | unleſs 
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unleſs thy Genius leadeth thee to the exact knowledge thereof, the reading of all the 
Books in the World will no wiſe avail thee. | 

But we ought diligently to obſerve the nature of thoſe Stars by which the e- 
vents are ſignified, and their affinity with thoſe Regions where the effeRs are 
to be manifeſted thus. 

If they be fortunes and haverelation to the evil places where the events ſhall 
happen, and no wiſe contradicted by other Stars, they more effectually perform 
what events were afore promiſed; but if they have no. relation to thoſe places, 
or if they be gainſayed by malevolent Stars, their good influence is by ſo much 
leſſened, and ſothou mayeſt judge on the contrary. And thus much of Eclipſes 
according to Prolomy. | X 

Some lines towards the latter end of the eighth chapter of his aforeſaid ſe- 
cond Booke I have willingly omitted, for that I do not in evety word agree

canates of theſe Signs ; wherefore it will not be amiſs if we alſo gothrough every 
ſign of the whole Zodiack, beginning at Aries, that ſo thou mayeſt not be to ſeek 
upon any Eclipſe of the Luminaries, and firſt then of the S»». 

When the Sz» is Eclipſed in any of the firſt ten degrees of «ries ( which you 
have heard is the fir Decanate or Face thereof) it portendsthe ſadden and fre-

Of Comets and Blazing-Stars, what they are, the many forts thereof, 
their Portences, and how long they appear at any time. 


in the 16. Chparter of the 3. Section of this Book, it being no other then a dry 

exhalation, viſcuous and ſlimy, exhaled by the Su» and power of the Stars 
by degrees into the upper Region of the Ayr ; for by how much the dryer or 
moiſter are rhe vapours whereof they are compounded, the higher or lower are they 
placed and drawn up. 

This word Comer we borrow from the Greeks, who call it Keyui71s, Comeres quaſi 
comate (ella, an hairy Star, as the word ſignifies in Engliſh, whence the Latines 
call it ( rinita, becauſe many times they appear like hair made of fire, or fire in 
the manner and form of a mans head, or anhorſes main, and wein England do 
vulgarly call them Comers or Blazing-\tars, of which there are divers ſorts , as 
mentioneth Plny, Lib. 2.cap. 25. de Nat. and others. 


| ( Lſewhere you may remember you have been ſhewn what a Comet is, viz. 


Divers ſorts of The firſt by the Grecks called 79/wrizs, 2 barba, reſembling a beard, becauſe it 


hath a circle about it of that form or ſhape, ] meanabout the nether part thereof. 
The ſecond they call 49/71z = 75 2718, id eft, a jaculo, becauſe it isſhapen in 
form of a dart or ſpear.

It hath been obſerved and noted by the diligent care,induftry and pains of the An- Thci: conct- 
tients, that they never appear a ſhorter time then a ſeven-night,nor longer then 8© 2vance in r= 
dayes; ſome have ſaid 40; others 75, from Plutarch, who noted ſo much from the ***Y*n5: 
Comet which appeared betore the 'Pe/oponſian wars in Greece ; but their continu- 
ance is according to their magnitude; for if they be but ſmall;they will be ſoon burnt 
our, unleſs they be daily fed with new exhalations : I ſhall not here trouble my 
ſelf to recite what Seneca, Ariſtotle, and others write in Hiſtories concerning ſuch 
horrid accidents which have followed in many places on the appearance of Comets, 
ſince all.the learned in the works of Nature do unanimoully conclude they are the 
fore-runners of much tribulation, alteration, anxiety, and trouble, which I ſhall by 
and by more amply deliverunto thee. 

You are to take notice that ſome Comets do move, as the Planets; and again, Some Comers 
others, ſtir not but are fixed as are the other Stars. move, others 

To judge of the accidents portended by Comets, the place of their appearance in {>< 
the Heavens isto be obſerved, and what Stars are in Configuration therewith; al- yz, eo doe 
ſo in what ſimilitude they appear, and where they appear and ſhine. ofthelr Pore 

If they appear like ſwords, wars are threatned, and dettruction of mankinde ; like tences. 
Flutes or Hout- boys, it portends miſchief to Muſicians ; if in the middle of a lign, to 
whore-maſters, and women gamefters; in form ofa triangle or quadrangle, viz. a 
Trine or $quare Aſpe&t to any of the fixed Stars, to wirs and learned men; if a 
Comet appear in either of the Nodes, or thoſe places which we commonly call the 
Head and Tail of the Dragon, it proves infectious and. peltiferous, 

We come now to ſhew the events of Comets, or {uch things as they are the fore- The birth of 
runners of; yet I cannot but firſt let my Reader know the ſtrange foreknowledge our Saviour 
Sybilla Tivurtina had in this Science, who from the apparition of that great and fa- fore-known by 
mous Comets which was ſeen in (ſar eLuguſtas his time (in whoſe dayes and ruins rk 
reign was our Saviour Cbriſt born) told the Emperour that ir pointed out a child ting 
born ofa Virgin, which ſhould be greater then he; and therefore ſhe exhorted him 
ro worſhip and adore him, &c. 

Hiſtories, antient Writers, and common experience in former ages teſtifieth unto 7, porren.. 
us that theſe ſigns in the Heaven, or appearance of Comets, are the aſſured forc- cjcs of Co- 
runners of the ſterility of the Earth , Peſtilence, Famin, War, alterations of mets and BI3- 
Kingdoms, States and Empires, Laws and Cuſtoms, Winds, Earth-quakes , zing->tars.

ing in the ayr, and their matter of which they are made. 
Of feerility , by reaſon the fatneſs of the Earth is ( rogether with the 
exhaled matter whereof they are compoſed ) drawn out, and the Earth left dry , 
and lean, and ſo the moiſture and convenient humidity, whereby it fructified all 
things growing therein, is dried up by exceflive heat, and conſequently rendred 
barren, whence there muſt. needs follow famine or fterility in thoſe Regions and 
places where they are ſeen, or from whence their matter or ſubſtance was drawn. 

Of Peſtilence and Diſeaſes, in that the ayr is by them infected through hot, thick 
cloudy exhalations, the which being drawn in at the mouth of living creatures, in- 
feReth and killeth them ; alſo by exceſlive and inordinate heat the radical humi- 
dity and moiſture of living creatures whereby they ſubſiſt, is dryed up, whereby 
they become no other then dead carkaſſes : wherefore it is neceſſary in ſuch times 
to uſe cooling and moiſtning preparatives which are of that nature asto reſtore and 
conſerve radicall moiſture. 

Of War and alterations in Kingdoms, States, LaWs and Cuſtoms, in that whena 
Comet or Blazing-Star appears, there are many exhalations in the Ayr , and 
thoſe of nature hot and dry, the which do ſo dry up the humors in men, and in- 
creaſe choler, that they are eaſily excited to quarrels, after which follow blows , 
wars and blood-ſhed ;' and ſo confequently alterations in States, Governments , 
Laws, Cuſtoms, and Empires. 

Of Winds, for that they are of the ſame matter whereof Comets are, as you 
have heard in the 16 Chapter and 2 Sefton of this fourth Book; and when any 
Comet or Blazing-Star appears, many fuch dry vapours are exhaled; beſides, when 
they vaniſh, they become windy vyapours.

& Inundations, for the ſame reaſon alſo ; for Comets cauſe winds, winds cauſe the 
Sea toroar and rage, whence follows inundations,

ther take courage thereby to call earneſtly to God for mercy , that he might 
evert his judgments whereof he doth ſo fairly warn us by theſe bis meſlen- 
Sers.

likely to be true as many other of his ſtories and tales.

of the abundance of moiſture that then reigns, and the want of ſufficient 
heat to elevate ſo much matter ; but in Autumn , eſpecially when Saturn and

rong. 

Farther note, that ſome Comets are white, ſome again red, which ariſeth from Comers white 
the divers nature and qualit, of the matter whereof they are; for pure thin exha- 2d red; and 
lations produce a white, clear and bright Comet ; when it is more groſs and im- yea pap 
pure, red, and theſe appear like burning coals; but when the matter whereof they _ 
are is very groſs, they appear asred as Scarlet or blood ; wherefore the Antients 
have affigned them unto the ſeveral Planets according to their complexions; for 
ſuch as are Saturnian, are pale, wan and of a leaden colour like unto Satzr ; 

Jovial, bright ; Martial, red ; Solar, golden or yellow ; Venereal, obſcure ; Mercurial, 
blew, &c. 

Such as are like the hairs of a mans head (as you have heard) are more con- The reaſon of 
denſed and thick in the middle, but about the edges more rare ; thoſe reſembling their ſhape and 
beards, have their extreams more rare and diſperſed ; and thoſe that are much exten- form. 
ded in length, are more rare and ſubtil. - 

The Antients have delivered moreover theſe nine following ſeveral Comets or The diſtin& 
Blazing-Stars, and thetr virtues or Portences which I could no wiſe omit being ſo fignifications 
neceſſaryto InſtruQion. cf every Co. 

The firſt then is called Yer, for that it reſembleth a ſpir, or dart, and appeareth in 7 $a 
the day time very terrivle to the beholders : It denotes a ſcarcity of fruit both of GO 
the Earth and trees; mutations in Church and State, grievous ſlaughters and the 
death of Kings, Nobles and ſuch as are of their adherence. 

The ſecond, Tenaculwm, of the colour of Mars, and hath raieYJunder it like 
the flames of burning coals : it ſignifieth there ſhall not be ſuch plenty as formerly, 
yet not famine; wars alſo are thereby ſtirred up to the great prejudice of the god- 
lier ſort of people who ſhall be very forward therein. | 

The third, Pertica, which ſometimes emitts obſcure raies, and again at other times -_ 
bright ; this denotes a drought both of the Earth and Warters, and a ſcarcity of -. 
Proviſions ; the which if corporally joined to any Planet ſignifyeth events according 
tothe nature of that Planet (the nature of every Planet you have been we” be- 
ore)

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fore) as if it be joined to Satwryy, there ſhall be mortalities,troubles to old men, and 
thole ofthe religious Orders: to Zapiter it extends its effets to Kings and Gran- 
dees whether good or bad according to their fortitudes; to Cars, many wars, 
rumults, ſlaughters and effuſion of bloud : to the Su» it will not appear by rea- 
ſon of the xs ſplendour, yet it portends the death of Kings and many tribula- 
tions, plagues, and fickneſſes; to Fen, it ſignifies drought, and a diminution of 
oreat waters; to Aerciiry, it denotes the death of young men, wits and ingenuous 
fouls; to the ©?Hoon, it ſignifies death and grievous mortality to men, elpecially 
common people. 

The fourth <2iles, conſecrated to Venw , and hath an hairy tail or main, 
emitting Aoon-like beams or rayes; it ſignifieth miſchief to Kings, Nobles and 
CGreat men, and that men ſhall riſe that will endeavour to alter the Laws and 
antient Cuſtoms, and ſet up new ; but the greateſt evil portended thereby will 
be incident to thoſe places towards which ir extends its tail or rayes; it denotes 
alſo wars. 

The fifth / erwles , of a blew or azure colour, appropriated to Mercury, it de- 
notes the death of Kings and Grandees, Nobfes ſuch as are chief Rulers, and 
chiefly towards the part towards which it extends its rayes ; alſo wars. 

The ſixth Awrora five Matutina , alligned to Mars, it hath a tale, and is of 
a fiery complexion ; when it appeareth towards the Eaſt, bending its head down- 
wards, it ſignifies war,combuſtions, fire and ſword, peſtilence and famine in eLrabia 
and Egypt, drought and a ſcarcity of waters, and this ſhall extend alſo to the 
Weſtern Regions. | 

The ſeventh Arpentum ſive Argenters , and this 1s the brighteſt and cleareſt of 
all Comets; it hath pure bright beams; when it appears, 7-piter being then 
in Cancer of Piſces, it promiſeth abundance of corn and fruit in thoſe parts where 
it appeared ; but if F#pter be then in Scorpio, it will not be altogether ſo good. 

The eighth Roſz, this is a great round Comet, and is of the form and fimi- 
litude of of a man, it cauſeth the death of Kings, Great, Noble and Rich men, 
and the alteration of things. 

The r.inth and laſt N#ger, appropriated to Sar, being incolour like unto him ; 
ir denotes mortality both natural and allo by the ſword, beheadings and the . 
hke. 

if a Comet appear in the Aſcendent of any Town, Kingdom, City, Family, or 
in the Alcendent of the Revolution of the World, it ſignifieth deſtruction of the

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Buls, Cows and Oxen, great winds, a corruption of Fruit, and deſtruction of Corn, 
and in Winter much cold, alfo grievous Earth-quakes, vehement fickneſſes, and 
dry ſcurtie diſeaſes, proceeding of putretication,as ſcabs,&c. 

If it appear toward the Eat, ic will ſooner operate, and the King ſhall fear his 
Enemies, and men ſhall be moleſted with boils and ſwellings abour the Groins , 
and theſe ſhall continue for ſome years ; alſo ſickneſſes in the Summer-quarter ;

And 1f it be ſeen in the Eaſt or Eaſtward, theſe do ſoon appear, and it denotes a 
ſcarcity of rain,and that Wolves and Dogs will ravin ; bur ifit be Weſtward, not ſo 
{oo0n, and there ſhall be Locuſts and ſuch like creatures. 

Alſo a Comet in Sagitrary denotes a decay of Nobility, and a ſuppreſlion of 
Great and Noble men, wiſe, prudent and learned, and much evill and tribulation 
will fall upon them, and eſpecially to Scribes or Lawyers, moreover captivity of 
Princes, war and ſuch like. 


Bur if it be ſeen towards the Eaſt, ſooner will theſe be effected, and it ſignifieth 


the death of Kings,fightings robberies and a ſcarcity of Proviſions tor the life of man; 
ifrowards the Welt, later, and it denotes many fantaſtical dreams, and that women 
ſhall have many Abortions. EE 

Again, in C'2pricora any Comet ſignifies fornications amongſt men, war amongſt 
Kins and Nobles, - many calamities and misfortunes, quarrels, poiioning of Kings , 
the death of Princes. cutting by the High-way , contempt of Religion, men and 
things; and italſo ſhews perſecution of orro Religion, hail, ſnow, and a ſharp 
winter to the great anoyance of the ſeeds of the Earth; alſo it threatneth Famine, 
Peltilence, and the like. 

If it be firſt ſeen in the Eaſtern part of Heaven , its Effteas will ſuddenly ap- 
pear, and it denotes that Kings ſhall be damnified by their enemies, and they ſhall 
be the occaſion of their death and alterations in Government, ſnow alſo and abun- 
dance of rain, to the deſtruction of Vines and other the fruits of the Earth ; but 
if inthe Weſtern, not ſo ſoon, and it denotes a Year of abundance of graſs and 
water. 

Moreover if in > £quarze, it denotes many wars and flaughters, and the death of 
ſome honorable and cminent Prince or Lady in the Eaſtern parts, ſay ſome of the 
Antients ; (bur I ſhould have judged it in the Wettern parts, 194ries being a 
Wettern ſign, &c. ) war for a long time, Epidemical difeates, an obſcurartion of the 
Ayr, with thundring and lightning, Pellilence alſo, and the death of both 1iluftrious 
men, and alſo the common 1ort ot people. 

If it appear in the Eaſtern parts, their Portences will ſooner operate, and it de- 
notes abundance of graſs ; if inthe Weſtern, later, and it ſignifies various rumors, 
and chiefly of war, and that many men ſhall be impriſoned and captivated. 

Laſtly, a Comer in P3/ces ſignifies war amongſt kindred and ſuch as are allied one 
to another, and there ſhall be much ſlaughter, contentions alſo touching matters 
of Faith, and priviledgesand cuſtoms in Religion and antient Traditions ; there 
ſhall be alſo many apparitions in the Ayr, fiſhes ſhall many of chem ſuffer 
deſtruction, and it ſhall be dangerous Navigating; Kings ſhall War one againſt 
another. the father againſt the ſon, and the ſon againit the father, and brother againſt 
brother, &c. | 

And if it appear inthe Eaſt part of Heaven,the ſooner will theſe be manifeſted,and 
it ſignifies enmities between Kings,Nobles,and Plebeans,tumults, bickerings,8c. if in 
the Weſt parr, the later, and there ſhall be many anxieties and deaths amongſt men in 
the Weſtern parts (I ſhould judge it in the North-weſt parts,) and this (hall continue 
three years, and and there ſhall be many birds, fiikes, and inundations and over- 
flowings of Rivers.

Of great { onjunttions their Number, and how to judge of their Effefts. 


Oſt of the Antients have been ſhort in their judgments on this ſubje&, yer 
ſome more copious then others, but none ſo effeual as I could wiſh for 
thy inſtruction, ſince by the Conjuntion of the Planets all the accidents 
and mutations of this Elementary World are known, eſpecially by the Comryttica 
of the Superiours ; how ever ſuch as they are I ſhall here deliver unto thee with my 
beſt aſſiſtance ; time and opportunity may happily produce more hereafter; in the in- 
terim underſtand thus much, 
That there are ſeven ſorts of {'onjunitions conſiderable. 
The firſt and greateſt of all the reſt, is the Co-jan#ion of the two ſuperiour Pla- 
nets Satfrn and 7u;iter in the firſt term or degree of Aries, which happens but 
once in nine hundred and threeſcore yearr. | 
The ſecond is the {onjantion of Saturn and Jupiter in the firft term or degree of 
every triplicity, and this is accompliſhed once in two hundred and forty years, yet 
once tn twenty years, they come in Conjuntion in one part or other of the Zodiuch. 
The third is the (jzunt:on of Saturn and Mars in the tirit term or degree of 
Cancer, and this is once in thirty years. 
The fourth is the Cojunftion of the three ſuperiours, Str, 7rpiter and 7 L.xs 
in one term or face of any ſign. | 
The fifth is the »j#-:6ton of Jupiter and Mars, vihich is a mean and the leaſt 
Conjunition of the ſuperiours, and therefore is not the jore-runner of ſuch great 
miſchiefs as the other, as you ſhall by and by underſtand. 
The ſixth is the Conjunttion of the $uz with any of the reit of the Planets at the 
E timeof hisentrance into the firſt point of eves. 
The ſeventh and laſt is the ConjunGtion of the Sun and 19:2, which happeneth 
once every moneth. Ts 
L Of which we are now in order to treat ; but firſt you muſt know that the time for SHY 
& the erecting of your figure is when the laners are in Partil Conjunfion, vis. in errand 
3 the very ſame ſigne, degree and minute of the Zodiack, You may ſee what a * 
Partil Aſpe& is in the 27 Chapter of the ſecond Book of this Volume. 
Having then erected the Figure of the Heavens at your punctual time,and placed 
the Planets therein being reduced to the time of the day, have regard unto the for- 
titudes and debilities of rhe Planets, eſpecially thoſe in {j##ton, for if they bc 
ſtrong and fortunate, they preſage good ; if weak andimpediced,the contrary. 
And this good or evill ſhall be according to the nature of the Planets in Co: 
junfion, and the nature of the ſ1gn in which they are ; as if the Sign be aiery and 
the Planets evill, impediment in the Ayr, corruption and much damage thereby 
both to men and the fruits of the Earth is denoted ; and fo judge of the reſt of 
the ſigns ; in like manner judge the contrary if the Planets in C:njanftion be For- 
tunes and well dignified. | 
Again, if the Malevolents be in Conjartion in feminine Signs, they denote Pe- 
ſtilence and evill infirmities to women ; and the Female ſex of things in general chiefly. 
in like manner to the Maſculine ſex if the Sign be Maſculine ; and health, proſperity 
and good ſucceſs, if they are benevolent Planets,

alceration of Laws, Cuſtoms, Priviledges and Rights, Plagues, Famine, Deſolation, 
Anxiety and trouble, Treaſons, Treacheries,and the death of Kings,Nobles, Princes, 
Emperours and Powers, follow. 
Of theics; So likewiſe when they are in Conjunttion in the firlt term of any Trygon, whe- 
juntt vat $4 ther it be fiery, earthy, aiery or warry, but not fo forcible is their then Effes , 
14; and /4- nor ſo terrible as the former, yet (though in a leſs degree) rhe fore-runners and oc- 
4 Y cafioners of grievous mutations and accidents, according to the nature of that 
__ Planer which hatch moſt power of the twoin the Sign wherein they are joined ; for 
if Saturn bc ftronger then 7#pirey, it will be very terrible ; but if Zepirer be ſtronger 
then him, ſomewhat will be abated ; in fiery, earthy and atery Signs they cauſe 
drought and a ſcarcity of Proviſions and barrenneſs of the ground, Peſtilence and 
Famine; in watry, detriment by the too much abundance thereof. 

Alfo whentheſe two firſt {ojantti0ns are inany of the Angles , eſpecially the 
tenth, it denotes the ariſe of ſome new King or Prophet from the quarter ſignified 
by the ſign wherein they are joined, and ii the Sign and Lord thereof be fortunate, 
it denotes their continuance,eſtabliſhment and gjory; bur if it be weak or afflicted, 
and its Lord, they ſhall be ſlain and put down ; for the whole world is governed by 
theſe 7ry9.n., as Prolomy teacheth in his ſecond Book, and the whole Marracoſm 
compounded of the four Elements which anſwereth to the four Triplicities,and there- 
fore it 1s that the Conjunttion of the Superiours in them are occaſioners of ſuch great 
mutations.

And truly this is a terrible Conjanfioz if rightly conſidered, and difaieth unto us | 
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upon tke firſt conſideration, no leſs then horrible troubles and alterations in the 
World; If we but confider it, it is Conjunitiox of the Malevolents , two enemies 
mult needs be ftronger then one, and here they are both together, and in a ſign 
wherein Jpiter our beſt friend is exalted, and the Zooey the mother of moiſture 
pitcheth her Tent, ſothat by their (onjaz4iox therein both the aſliſtance of the 
one and the nature of the other is much damnified and afflicted; again, Satwrn is there- 
in in detriment , it being the ſign oppoſite to his Houſe Capricorn, and Mars is 
therein in his fall, Capricorz being the Houſe of his exaltation, and therefore it is 
(theſe things being conſidered) that they are ſo miſchievous, when joined in this 
ſign,the which of all their ConjunTions is the worit, &C. 

Alſo the Conjuntion of Saturn, Fupiter and Mars in any term or face, and beheld 
by the Sz, they being the three ſuperiour Planets and moſt effetual for ſtrength and 
height, ſignifieth the deſtruction of Kingdoms,Sects and Schiſms,and great things ac- 
cording to their firength and the nature of that Planet which is ſtrongeſt in the ſign, 
&c. Note that when theſe Planets are joined in their exaltations, they denote good, 
to their power; yet there ſhall be much war, and many Miracles; if they be joined 
intheir fals, they denote miſchief, Famine and Peſtilence, &c.

Of the mean and leſſer Conjun&tions, and their Effetts. 


Ome of the Antients have termed the Conjunfion of Saturn and Mars (I 
mean their Conjunttion in any other ſign or place of the Heavens fave that 
in Cancer) a mean (onjunttion, that of Jupiter and Mars, a leſſer, and 

that of the S» with any Planet in his ingreſs into Aries, and his Conjunttion with 

the ſoon every moneth, leaſt of all. 


T heir reaſons will ſoon appear, if we but warily conſider why they term the 


foregoing Conjunions greatelt or greater , for Saturn and Mars mult needs do 
more miſchief then 7#piter and Mars, Saturn being of a Malevolent nature, and 
higheſt of all the Planets, and ſo conſequently ſloweſt, ( as to us, yet his mo- 
tion doth equal if not exceed the oor, only the largeneſs of his ſphear cauſerh 
that it is not ſo apparently obvious to our ſenſe ) and Zwpirer of a Benevolent 
and ſweet Influence, and lower, &c. and therefore as touching the reſt, your own 
ſenſe will give you (having conſidered what hath been faid ) that the Inferiour 
are not of ſuch power and efficacy as are the Superiour.

wiſe if it happen in beaſtial ſigns, the evil chiefly will be incident to Beaſts, and thoſe 
eſpecially that are of the nature and form of the ſign, &c. (as you have often heard 
before in delivering rules for the judging of the Revolutions of the Years of the 
World) in this manner alſo mayeſt thou enlarge upon all the preceding and-ſub- 
ſequent Conjunttions ; if they be joined in an Angle, they declare war amongſt 
creat ones, and many tribulations and diſfentions, which ſhall continue till they are 
otherwiſe joined, &c. | 

The chiefeſt of the leſſer Conjunttions is the Conjuntion of Jupiter and Marsand 
chis denotes many accidents and evils by rain, ſnow, corruption of the ayr, war 
and blood-ſhed ; if 7piter be ſtrongeſt in the Con'unttion it will not be ſo bad; if 
Aars, do not expe better; and it they be joined in the Aſcendent of the Revo- 
lution of the Year, miſchief and misfortune will happen aſfuredly unto the people in 
ceneral ; the nature of the evil judge from the nature of the ſign they are in,and the 
Planet moſt fortified, &c. 

In the ſame manner judge of the reſt of the preceding and ſubſequent Conjunttie 
cns, if they be inthe Aſcendent of the Revolution, and ſoalfo according to the fig- 


nification and nature of every Houſe wherein you finde them in the Figure or Revo- b 
lution, as you have heard in other caſes ſufficiently before ; underſtand this and thou 2 
haſt attained a preat ſecret. rl

And thus have I {by the bleſſing of Goa) delivered unto thee the Natural rules 
and reaſons of fertility ſterility, health, ſickneſs, wars, peace alterations and accidents 
of this life, and how to judge of them by che Revolutions of the Tears of the World, 
Eclipſes of the two great lights and lamps of Heayen the S»n and ſoon, Comets 
and Blazing-5Stars, the fore-runners of great mutations, which we have found in all 
Ages God hath uſed to ſend for the reclaiming of his people from their evill wayes, 
before his wrath be poured on them; and laſtly, by the great, mean and leſſer Co:- 
unttions of the (wleſtie! Planets, who next under the Great Creator , Governour 
and Cauſer of all cauſes, are the Governours of the World, and cauſes of all things 
therein, in a general and natural way. 

Wherefore to him alone that ordereth and dl{poſeth all things according to hu Di- 
vize will, aud that Created the Heavens, Earth , ('aleſtial Planets ws Stars, and 
that calleth them all by their names, and that maketh them differ from each other in glory, 
and that giveth of his free Will and pleaſure the knowledge of Divine and Natural 
things to the ſons of men, be aſcribed all poſſible Praiſe, Glory, Power, Domunion, 
and T hanksgiving both now and for evermore, Amen. ; 

With this Chapter I thought to bave. concluded, but ſince we have treated al 
ready of the Natural cauſes of the general accidents of the World, and that ſome 
of the Antients have judged of all theſe things by the Falling of New-Years-Day , 
and for that I have for ſome few years found them experimentally true, I ſhall 
adde this own Chapter more, for my Readers recreation and ſport when he is ſo 
diſpoſed ; yet if he diligently obſerve the Effects, he will finde them for the moſt 
= _ very neartruth, though many times on the otherſide they may deviate

If it fall ona Monday, the Winter will be ſomewhat uncomfortable ; the Sum- 
mer temperate ; No prune plenty of fruit, many fanſiesand fables diſperſed abroad, 
many Agues, the death of Kings, Nobles and Great men, in moſt places marriages 
and a downfal ofthe Gentry, 7 
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If on Tweſday there followeth a ftormy Winter , and a wet Summer, a. various Tueſday. 


| harveſt, and moiſt Spring, Corn and fruit indifferent, yet Garden Herbs ſhall not 


flouriſh, preat ſickneſs amongit men, women and y_ children, and a mortality of 
Cartel, many men (hall die of the Bloody-Flux, and every thing ſave corn ſhall

On Yodenſday, a warm Wuner in the beginning, but towards the end ſnow and Wodenſday. 
froſt, a cloudy Summer, plenty of fruit, alſo of corn, wine, hay, honey and other 
things,damage and hard labour to women with child, death ro many children, plenty 
of ſheep, news of Kings and great wars and blood-ſhed towards the midit. 

On Thurſday both Winter and Summer windy,a rainy Harveſt and a moiſt Spring, Thurſday. 
many Innundations towards the latter end of the Year,much fruit,and plenty of the 
fruits of the Earth and honey, but fleſh ſhall be dear, a death of Cattel , in ge- 
ceral, great trouble, wars and commotions, and women (hall be looſe and licen- 

OUS. 

On Fryday,a ſtormy Winter,and no pleaſant Summer,a moderate Spring, ſave only Friday, 
it will be windy, and an indifferent Harvelt,and ſmall ſtore of fruit, wine and honey, 
corn dear, many blear Eyes, Youth ſhall dye many of them, Earth- quakes in many 
places, much Thunder and Lightning , alſo Tempeſt , and che ſudden dearch of 
Cattel. 

Laſtly on Sarerday, a mean Winter, a very hot Summer, a late harveſt, and a dry Saturday. 
windy Spring, Garden Herbs ſhallbe cheap , much burning, plenty of honey flax 
and hemp, the death of antient people in moſt places, many Feavers, but chiefly 
Tertians, great rumours of wars, and ſudden murthers in many places for or upon 
little or no occaſion, &Cc. 

Thus much from the falling of New-Tears-day, the which although the 11licerate
